Our annual ode to South by Southwest

The following column is basically an unpaid 
advertisement for South by Southwest (see Part 

11, below): 

There are hundreds of music shows, mov- 
ies, and other events, including a number of 
free events, put on by SXSW that are open to 
the public. There are also so many scores of 
day parties, afterparties, and other shows that 
one can become almost oversaturated 
with input. SXSW is just a multiplier 
(maybe even a considerable multi- 
plier) of what goes on in Austin, 

Texas, every day of every year.

A week from the cover date 
of this issue of the Chronicle 
marks the beginning of South by 
Southwest 2010. The first one was in 
March of 1987; this is the 24th. Below are 
some of the highlights. 

Austin Music Awards: For any number of 
years now, the AMA show, honoring the win- 
ners of The Austin Chronicle Music Poll, has 
been held on Wednesday nights. This year, 
just to shake things up, it’s being moved to 
Saturday night, March 20, > at the Austin Music 
Hall. The extraordinary lineup includes the 
Texas Sheiks with Geoff Muldaur, Jim Kweskin, 
Bruce Hughes, Cindy Cashdollar, and Johnny 
Nicholas; Will Sexton & Friends; Sarah Jarosz 
with special guest; the Explosives with Peter 
Lewis and Stu Cook; Mother Falcon; and an 
All-Star Soul Jam starring Black Joe Lewis & 
the Honeybears. 

The SXSW Film Festival, under the lead- 
ership of Janet Pierson, is offering the stron- 
gest program of movies it ever has boasted. 
The Film Festival runs from Friday, March 

12, through Saturday, March 20. There 
are Film passes, which cost $70 inclusive, 
now available at Waterloo Records and the 
Alamo Drafthouse Cinema’s South, Ritz, and 
Village locations. 

Over the last half-decade, SXSW Interactive 
has become one of the most important events 


of its kind anywhere. Hardware and soft- 
ware visionaries intermingle, but most of the 
attendees have their minds firmly lodged in 
the future - thinking about it, predicting it, 
understanding its potentials, and creating it. 

The schedule for the SXSW Music 
Festival 2010 speaks quite eloquently for 
itself: almost 90 stages with close to 2,000 
bands spanning four nights. The initial 
stock of SXSW Music wristbands 
has long sold out, but there 
will be some number more 
made available. Their release 
will be announced online, on 
the radio, or in the Chronicle 
(though interested parties 
should monitor all three, 
because the announcements will 
not be made simultaneously). 

SXSW has always sponsored a 
number of free events, but this year there are 
more than ever. 

The Auditorium Shores at Lady Bird 
Lake Concerts: There are free nighttime out- 
door concerts here, as well as a family- orient- 
ed music program on Saturday afternoon. This 
year, featured acts include Ozomatli, Cracker, 
the BoDeans, Cheap Trick, Justin Townes 
Earle, She & Him, and more (check the SXSW 
Music Festival schedule for exact details). 

Austin Convention Center: There are any 
number of special events free to the public at 
the ACC this year. 

ScreenBurn at SXSW Arcade will feature the 
latest in video games, as well as competitive 
tournaments. It is open 2-6pm Friday, March 
12, and on Saturday and Sunday, March 
13-14, from noon to 6pm. 

There will also be three major free events 
at the ACC the weekend of the SXSW Music 
Fest (Thursday, March 18, through Saturday, 
March 20). 

The Austin Record Convention : Thirty years 
on, the ARC is the largest show of its kind 
and still going strong. Dealers from around 
the country and the world will offer rare, 


collectible, and desirable 78s, 45s, LPs, CDs, 
cassettes, 8-tracks, posters, and more. 

The Texas Guitar Show: Located in the adja- 
cent exhibition hall is a buy-sell-trade event. 
There will be a truly amazing collection of every 
kind of instrument and music-related gear 
imaginable, including guitars, banjos, amps, 
mandolins, sound gear, parts, and on and on. 
Attendees are invited to bring their musical 
instruments to sell, trade, or have appraised. 

Flatstock 24: Rare and collectible posters 
will be available both at the Austin Record 
Convention and the Texas Guitar Show, but if 
you have any interest in posters at all, you can’t 
miss Flatstock. Co-presented by the American 
Poster Institute and SXSW the event will display 
works of more than 100 national and interna- 
tional artists, with many of the posters for sale. 

George Washington Carver Museum & 
Cultural Center, in conjunction with the 
Austin Parks and Recreation Department, offers 
a full schedule of free SXSW events, including 
panels and films. At the Boyd Vance Theatre, 
there will be two major sessions: Blacks in 
Technology on Friday, March 12, and Latinos 
in Technology on Sunday, March 14 (both will 
be from 6 to 9pm). There are a number of films 
screening, including Texas High School Shorts, 
as well as the works of acclaimed documentary 
filmmaker Alan Govenar.

Time for that annual conflict-of-interest 
acknowledgement. Austin Chronicle Publisher 
Nick Barbara and I are partners in SXSW Inc. 
along with Roland Swenson, our other partner 
and the hands-on managing director. 

Swenson, Barbara, and I were three of the 
original four partners (Louis Jay Meyers is now 
head of the Folk Alliance). As managing direc- 
tor, Roland is the visionary; while not lacking 
some creative thoughts of our own, Nick and I 
really concentrate on logistics. But all our hearts 
- Swenson’s, Barbara’s, the SXSW staff’s, and 
mine - have always been in the same place: our 
belief and affection for Austin and what goes 
on here. Ideally, SXSW mirrors and reflects the 
large, extensive, diverse but cooperative com- 
munity driven by the notion that the quality, 
innovation, and integrity of creative work should 
be its very first priority as well as passion. 

Business isn’t far behind - not as a celebra- 
tion of business (though not excluding that 


either) but because by understanding it, cre- 
ators can control their careers and work. This 
is the core belief - that media is both art and 
business. The more creative talents understand 
the latter, the more flexibility and control they 
have over the former. This is not to say every 
creative talent has to be an independent artist. 
Instead, it is to argue against any single tem- 
plate as being best for all artists. 

Yes, there are complaints about SXSW in 
Austin. Many of these are more than reason- 
able. A number of them are easily explained, 
but there are also some that are simply the 
consequence of an event like SXSW 

Over the 24 years of SXSW, the main com- 
plaints have remained fairly consistent. Not 
being able to get into shows that registrants 
and/or locals wish to see is probably the lead 
one. This is often proclaimed as a new devel- 
opment, an indication that SXSW has just got- 
ten too big - but those complaints started the 
second SXSW (1988), if not even at the first. 

The other traditional objection is that there 
is too much music or too many movies or far 
too many Interactive panels. A particularly rich 
buffet seems more a conceptual problem than 
a real one. Often, especially with music, the 
argument is fine-tuned to make the case that 
there are too many name bands mucking up the 
chances of the large number of unsigned bands. 
A common variant on this is that SXSW doesn’t 
do enough to support Austin music and that it 
should book more than the couple-hundred- 
plus local bands that it does every year. 

There is a delicate balance of booking, based 
on the philosophy that drives SXSW The event 
supports regional, independent, and outstand- 
ing music. It is not about just unsigned bands 
or Austin bands, because if booked that way, 
the Music Festival wouldn’t attract nearly the 
number or extraordinary range of musicians 
and those involved in the music business it 
does. Regarding the former, this year well over 
10,000 bands applied to play SXSW, of which 
more than 2,500 were international acts. 

In terms of the latter, there is no other event 
that brings together such a large, diverse crowd, 
representing every aspect of music and the 
music business. This includes media, retail, per- 
formance, management, technical, labels, and 
instruments, as well as thousands of musicians.

It is safe to say that because of the many 
acts based in Austin, Austin City Limits 
(both television show and festival), numer- 
ous internationally famous clubs, and SXSW, 
national and international attention is paid 
to the Austin music scene year-round. 

South by Southwest was conceived as a 
regional event - thus its name. The original 
ambition was to bring together musicians 
and those working in the music business 
from a five- or six-state area to meet with 
and talk to one another. It might have been 
regional that first year and maybe even the 
second, but by the third year, it was national 
and soon international.

I am proud of SXS^ and I very much 
love the event. It is my favorite time of the 
year. People have claimed that my passion- 
ate enthusiasm can be translated into dollar 
signs, that as a result of SXS^ I own yachts 
and mansions, and I am so heavily weighed 
down with bling that my movements are like 
those of woolly mammoths. 

There is nothing I can say that will 
change those minds already made up, 
but during SXSW, throughout all the dif- 
ferent events, walking around, one can’t 
help but feel the energy - crazy, shared, 
intense, and creatively driven - which 
always reminds me of what SXSW is and 
why I love it. ■ 


PRESERVATION TAX BREAKS UNFAIR 

Dear Editor: 

I read your lead story “What’s Historic?” [News, 
Feb. 26] with some interest. Having been involved 
with historic preservation issues in other cities, 
I have often wondered how well known the tax 
abatement program was with respect to Austin’s 
“landmark” buildings. I find it a little unfair for 
people who can afford these properties, many of 
which are quite valuable, to manage to avoid pay- 
ing their fair share of property taxes simply due 
to what could be called a tax loophole. If the prop- 
erty tax situation in Texas was equitable or fair, 
then this would not be so questionable. Sadly, 
without the proper funding for education from the 
state Legislature, the onerous burden of paying 
for public education falls on homeowners. If my 
house were even remotely eligible for landmark 
designation, I would pursue it with a vengeance, 
if only to make my taxes tolerable. 

One other point: I was wondering if the house 
in the upper left of your cover was eligible for the 
abatement. If so, then most of Tarrytown and 
Hyde Park and Pemberton and Clarksville and 
Travis Heights would be also. Think of how much 
revenue that would cost the city.

The less privileged do not 
have the needed money and resources to restore 
their homes and take advantage of city abate- 
ments, etc. Also needed is further investigation 
into how this zoning and encroachment causes 
gentrification. With increasing property values and 
taxes, Latinos are being pushed out of their East 


Central neighborhood again. They lose their fam- 
ily homes, and the community loses its character. 
These longtime Austin residents deserve more 
consideration and respect than those business- 
men and newcomers who are taking advantage of 
them. Affordable houses really should have been 
built instead of expensive condominiums. 

Now our old family property is being used as an 
unofficial dog park for the condo residents across 
the street! At least still standing is the mighty cot- 
tonwood tree that I would climb to the top of for 
an unobstructed view of the river and Downtown.

2) Have a platform that people pay to get on 
before boarding a bus. With conventional bus 
service, it takes several seconds per person 
for riders to swipe a card or fumble for a dollar 
bill. Paying to board a platform allows many pas- 
sengers to board the bus in just a few seconds 
through several wide doors distributed along the 
length of the bus (as with a subway car).

Thank you for the article about the demise of 
the informal classes program at the University 
of Texas [“Where’s the Outcry Over Informal 
Classes?,” News, Feb. 26].

The Public Safety Commission took up the Austin

A fusion center designed to share law enforce- 
ment data between local and state agencies is 
expected to go live later this spring; privacy advo- 
cates are concerned about the ramifications. A 
community forum is planed for next week; see 
“Res Publica,” p.18, for details.

On the Campaign Trail Developing Stories Reefer Madness

Scenes From an 
Election Day 

A snapshot of one primary day’s political doings

Texas Independence Day began early, at a break- 
fast forum hosted by Leadership Austin out at 
Balcones Drive’s Chez Zee (which could strengthen 
its coffee), where GOP consultant Matthew Dowd 
and the Texas Tribune’s Evan Smith held forth on the 
state of the electorate and the likely outcomes 
of the day Both were convinced that the 
only potential surprise in the gubernato- 
rial race would be if Gov. Rick Perry 
might actually need to endure a run- 
off against Kay Bailey Hutchison. 

While Hutchison undoubtedly ran an 
astonishingly incompetent campaign, 

Smith pointed out that the Tribune’s 
review of the poll history reflected that, 
despite media hype, the race was never in 
fact competitive - with only a couple of exceptions, 
polls stretching back to September showed Perry 
with significant leads, most in the double digits. 

Both men also talked about anti-incumbency, anti- 
Washington fervor, although with the odd consequence 
that folks defined as “anti-Washington” in one election 
cycle can readily become the opposite in the next cycle, 
Hutchison being only an extreme example of the same. 


point 
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Perry, go figure, has spent his entire professional fife as 
a Texas political insider - Democrat and Republican - 
and has become the longest-serving Texas governor by, 
once again, running as a rebellious outsider. And 
except for the awkward fact that the last Texan who 
managed the leap made “Texan president” a 
nationwide oxymoron, Perry would already be 
an inevitable frontrunner for 2012. 

Gentle Chronicle readers, get a grip, 
but he may be still. 

Dowd, since his belated apostasy from 
the Bush administration, has become a 
walking, ambivalent example of loss of 
faith, and he now sees the same thing 
everywhere. He described the increasingly 
volatile electorate as a consequence of rapid 
economic and technological change, polarized media 
politics (“confirmation bias”) and polarized neighbor- 
hoods, and a generalized loss of faith in public institu- 
tions of all kinds: health care, media, financial institu- 
tions, political parties, and, of course, government in 
general. That makes for rapid swings in voting patterns, 
especially when the immediate results anticipated by

> COUNCIL LOOKS TO MULTIMODAL FUTURE In the next few 
months, City Council will decide whether an ambitious trans- 
portation bond package - including urban rail - goes to vot- 
ers this November. At its Feb. 25 meeting, council received a 
presentation on mobility issues. As a response, council is 
considering a bond package - an idea promoted last spring 
by then-mayoral candidate Lee Leffingwell. While Mayor 
Leffingwell and others have pointed out that the proposal is 
multimodal - entailing street, trail, sidewalk, and rail projects 
(“You’d probably never guess that from reading the daily news- 
paper,” Leffingwell quipped) - urban rail has captured the most 
attention. As proposed, the rail line would have two north- 
south corridors Downtown, on opposite sides of the Capitol, 
and two east-west corridors at Fourth and 17th/18th. North of 
Downtown, it would run through UT, then along Manor Road to 
Mueller; south, it would run along Riverside to the airport (for 
more on the Riverside segment, see “Developing Stories,” p.22). 
While a November election doesn’t have to be set until August, 
many questions about cost and additional funding need to be 
answered. On April 29, council will receive its first briefing on a 
funding plan. And the clock is ticking. “We’re not going to put 
forth a proposal that is not completely cooked,” said Leffingwell.

> PERRY AND THE LONG-AWAITED PARDON On March 1, 25 years 
after Timothy Cole was wrongly named the “Texas Tech rapist” 
- and just more than 10 years after he died in prison - Gov. 
Rick Perry finally signed a posthumous pardon clearing Cole 
of any responsibility for the 1985 rape of Michelle Mallin. “I 
have been looking forward to the 
day I could tell Tim Cole’s mother 
that her son’s name has been 
cleared for a crime he did not 
commit,” Perry said. “The State of 
Texas cannot give back the time 
he spent in prison away from his 
loved ones, but today I was finally 
able to tell her we have cleared 
his name, and hope this brings a 
measure of peace to his family.” 

Cole was posthumously exonerat- 
ed in 2009 (the first such exoner- 
ation in Texas) after a hearing in 
the Travis County court of Judge 
Charlie Baird, during which Mallin 
testified on behalf of Cole, saying in part that detailed informa- 
tion about her attacker that she’d given police was apparently 
ignored. Nonetheless, it took Perry nearly a year after the in- 
court exoneration to pardon Cole. The pardon comes after the 
state’s Attorney General’s Office said the law would allow such 
a move. - Jordan Smith 

> TEXAS’ GUN SCORE Texas is doing nothing to curb illegal 
firearm trafficking, says the Brady Campaign to End Gun 
Violence, which released its annual state report cards earlier 
this month. Texas earned a total of 9 points out of a possible 
100, scoring high only for restricting juvenile access to firearms 
and for not forcing private employers or college campuses to 
allow concealed handguns on their properties. (Although Texas 
scored among the lowest, each of our immediate neighbors 
scored far worse. Oklahoma and Louisiana scored just 2 points, 
while New Mexico and Arkansas each scored 4.) All 50 report 
cards can be found online at www.bradycampaign.org.

IS THERE A DEEPER WAVE THAN THIS? 


Jobs enter one door, exit the other

“Jobs, jobs, jobs,” runs the recessionary chorus, from the 
televised millionaire pundits broadcasting from the nation’s 
nerve centers down to our encampment on the Colorado. 

In the middle of last week, CNN set up shop at City Hall, 
soliciting input on how Austin has weathered the economic 
downturn. As if on cue, Thursday the city announced that 
China-based solar-panel manufacturer Yingli and social net- 
working kingpin Facebook are eyeing Austin to seat new jobs 
- dependent, among other things, upon city and state incen- 
tives. Our daily paper, further shading its pathological love/ 
hate relationship with the city, editorialized, “If ever there was 
a time for Austin to live up to its hype, this is it.” 

The buzz about the offerings dominated City Hall that day 
(Thursday, Feb. 25), although neither item was on the council 
agenda. (The pair received their first public vetting in a spe- 
cial-called council meeting Wednesday, March 3.) Essentially, 
Facebook would receive cash payments, while Yingli’s per- 
formance-based incentives would be tax abatements. 

For Facebook, as in the recent LegaIZoom deal 
the city is offering $20,000 grants yearly, over a 
decade, dependent on fulfilled commitments: 
that Facebook’s sales and operations facility, 
estimated to hire 90% of staff locally, create and 
retain 200 jobs; that at least 50 be created 
yearly during the first four years and held through- 
out the contract; that $2.25 million in improve- 
ments to the company’s leased property must occur 
(Facebook is said to be eyeing several properties Down- 
town); and that $900,000 be invested in business equip- 
ment. And no, the city won’t accept FarmVille coins. 

Yingli is slightly more complicated, in that the incentives 
are linked to property taxes. In exchange for siting its North 
American headquarters here, making $1.25 million in lease 
improvements, investing $18.6 million in equipment - the 
stuff to mint solar cells - and creating 303 jobs by 2013, 
Yingli is eligible for rebates on 80% of its property taxes, both 
on the building and the equipment. Brian Gildea of the city’s 
Economic Growth and Redevelopment Services Office 
estimates the rebates totaling approximately $354,000 over 
the course of the 10-year development. 

This latest round of judicious incentives is low cost com- 
pared to past deals (think Domain, Samsung, etc.), and since 
they’re performance-based, they needn’t be honored if the 
companies stop hitting their hiring goals. But the big issue 
that has hung over recent incentives offerings - salaries - 
won’t be going anywhere. 

Notwithstanding the wiggle room in average annual sala- 
ries, Facebook estimates its yearly wages at a healthy 
$54,000 throughout its contract - although who knows how 
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far that salary will go 10 years from now, as it isn’t indexed 
to inflation. By contrast, Yingli’s wages start a little over 
$39,000, creep down to $32,677, then slowly work up to 
$36,640 by 2019 - representative of the more skilled labor 
required to get the manufacturer off the ground, then the 
blue-collar work involved in minting cells. Yingli salaries will 
likely be an issue with Austin Interfaith, the group that’s 
bulldogged for livable wages of $18 an hour in city-incentiv- 
ized contracts. But that argument has previously been reject- 
ed by some on council, specifically Sheryl Cole, who argued 
that jobs are needed in all salary ranges. 

Unsustainable Wave 

Back in council chambers last week, a fight unfurled, a 
counterpoint to the happy jobs-talk carrying the day. The brawl 
between Sustainable Waves, a company providing solar- 

powered amps and PAs, and the River Bluff neighbor- 
hood association had been brewing for months, 
boiling over in the last couple of council meetings. 
Facing council was the question of whether to 
repeal Sustainable Waves’ recently granted one- 
year live music permit, after neighborhood oppo- 
sition. Neighborhood spokesman Daniel Llanes 
bristled at the potential for regular amplified 
music and “huge uncontrollable events” from the 
outfitter - specifically after the bedlam reportedly 
ensuing from last year’s Red Bull party, one of those 
unofficial South by Southwest bacchanals where the booze, 
tunes, and corporate-branded debauchery lasts until the wee 
hours. Waves’ Neal Turley, with three minutes to speak after 
a barrage of ’hood opposition, countered that the Red Bull 
party wasn’t thrown by SW or held at the company’s head- 
quarters, and the company only provided equipment. (Prompt- 
ing the question: How does the sun power a 4am DJ set?) 

However, Turley’s caginess on the number of events he 
wanted to throw - ultimately conceding he’d like “the option 
to be able to do events when we can” - coupled with coun- 
cil’s belief that nonappealable, one-day sound permits would 
best suit his business - led council to side with the some- 
what histrionic opposition. 

Afterward, Turley issued a press release declaring his solar- 
powered staging company “dead on arrival,” saying that due 
to “a political decision made by the city to try and appease 
the neighborhood associations ... effective immediately all 
full time Sustainable Waves employees will be laid off and 
company assets will be liquidated.” 

Good thing those other jobs are coming .... ■

It’s also worth noting that when a major 
media star, to rapturous applause, denounc- 
es the very idea of “community” before a 
nominally “conservative” political conven- 
tion - as Glenn Beck did at CPAC last month

lic engagement have been thoroughly and 
intentionally debased. 

No news there. 

Disco Inferno 

On the Democratic side, Smith credited 
Houston hair mogul and Mansion hopeful 
Farouk Shami as, for reporters, the latest incar- 
nation of Anna Nicole Smith - “the gift that 
just keeps on giving.” The day before voting, 
Shami had released a rap song composed in 
his honor - “Farouk, Farouk, Farouk is on 
fire!” goes the infectious refrain - with presum- 
ably no sense of irony. On KLBJ-AM election 
evening, Texas Monthly's Paul Burka noted that 
Shami is that obscenely wealthy 
candidate who appears in Texas 
races from time to time, seem- 
ingly eager to have his green 
feathers plucked by expensive 
political consultants. Who 
knows - as an advertising cam- 
paign, the bump for CHI hair 
products might well have been 
cheap at the price. 

Later in the day, I talked to 
state Sen. Kirk Watson, among 
the celebrants (and no small 
enabler) at the victory party for 
Amy Clark Meachum, and he was already eager 
for Bill White’s fall campaign. “I’m not sur- 
prised at Perry’s victory, and a longtime incum- 
bent governor is simply very difficult to beat.” 
But he noted White’s quick and overwhelming 
victory in the Democratic primary and insisted 
that White’s shot at a November upset against 
Perry is very real. “This state is looking toward 
the future, and the voters are looking toward 
the future,” he said. “Perry is focused on the 
past. He’s going to be running against a very 
successful candidate in Bill White, someone 
who has a record of getting things done, making 
government work, and making Texans proud. 
That’s a winning combination.” 


Family Gathering 

Speaking of winning combinations, the 
Meachum party attracted a goodly number 
of local Dem politicos who had shifted en 
masse to her campaign in the wake of the 
Jan Patterson controversy, which saw her 
attempt to shift, via a Perry appointment, 
from the 3rd Court of Appeals to a lower 
court - in what she hoped would be a short- 
cut to election. Watson had been a central 
player (as local senator, he rejected the 
appointment), and he declined to comment 
on Patterson’s motives or her apparent 
political self-immolation. 

Others were not so circumspect. Former 
state Rep. Glen Maxey, who filed an ethics 
complaint against Patterson (for apparently 
lying about her interactions with Perry), 
said that the reaction of the local attorneys 
to the Patterson story also reflected wider 
problems with her tenure as judge and her 
temperament. “She was basically attempt- 
ing to give away the Court of Appeals to the 
Republicans,” Maxey said, 
referring to the 4-2 split on 
the 3rd Court that would 
have followed a Perry appoint- 
ment. “But it’s also true that 
a lot of people had problems 
with her for other reasons, 
and this episode just brought 
all that out.” 

Maxey said Patterson had 
told an early Democratic 
endorsement meeting that 
there was nothing to the argu- 
ments against her, that it was 
all just the machinations of “Glen Maxey 
and the liberal mafia.” On this night, it 
looked like most of the unacknowledged 
Family membership had indeed turned up in 
Meachum’s camp - Watson, state Rep. 
Eddie Rodriguez, mayoral aide Matt Curtis, 
AFL-CIO city Rep. Jack Kirfman, and a long 
list of others. Meachum told the crowd: “I 
hope to earn the faith and respect as a judge 
that you have placed in me. Nobody’s gonna 
work harder.” 

In the back, Maxey was beaming and proud- 
ly wearing a newly printed badge, sure to 
become the latest Travis County political collec- 
tor’s item: “Liberal Mafia.” ■

COMMISSIONER: GOMEZ PULLS 
THROUGH FOR ANOTHER TERM 

Even with only a trickle of votes counted 
early Tuesday, Travis County Commissioner 
Margaret Gomez was already wearing the 
look of a candidate who had won the night. 
She wasn’t exuberant, but calm, exhausted, 
and looking forward to a good night’s sleep 
after narrowly knocking off opponent Raul 
Alvarez - the only one of Gomez’s several 
challengers over the years who has come 
close to toppling the 15-year Precinct 4 
incumbent. 

In the end Gomez, who has drawn oppo- 
sition in each of her re-election bids, beat 
Alvarez by 475 votes out of the nearly 
6,900 cast at polling places in South 
Austin neighborhoods and southeast Travis 
County communities. A hasty glance 
through a few of the precinct returns 
reveals an all-over-the-map picture of the 
race. Alvarez, a former two-term City 
Council member, carried some polls that 
have historically gone to Gomez - from the 
trendy South Congress neighborhoods to 
more modest precincts in the Govalle neigh- 
borhood of East Austin. Perhaps Gomez’s 
camp picked up on Alvarez’s momentum in 
the final days of the election, because 
that’s when Gomez began churning out 
attack mailers, which may or may not have 
made the difference in the race. 

Gomez said her campaign figured out early 
on that Alvarez wasn’t targeting the older vot- 
ers who usually turn out for midterm prima- 
ries. “Every opponent is different,” she said 
while sitting on a picnic bench outside Rab- 
bit’s Lounge in East Austin, where a music 
box belted out throaty, old-school Latino num- 
bers reminiscent of the incumbent’s younger 
days. “You have to learn [the opponent’s] way 
of doing things. I figured out where he wasn’t 
[campaigning], and I went there.” Alvarez, she 
went on, “was concentrating on the younger 
population. But young people didn’t have a 
role in this election,” in contrast to the youth- 
ful fervor of the 2008 presidential race. “This 
election was about older voters - and I knew 


that.” She paused to sip from 
a cold one a supporter set 
down before her. “It’s some- 
thing you learn over time, 
knowing your audience.” 

By about 10pm, a few miles 
west of Rabbit’s, the Alvarez campaign 
was winding down what was supposed 
to have been its victory celebration at El Sol 
y la Luna. Alvarez stood before a small group 
of supporters and thanked them for their 
support. Later, as he bid good night to well- 
wishers, he tried to assess the evening’s 
turn of events. Running a commissioner’s 
race in a single precinct is much different 
from running a City Council race, he agreed. 
He said he’s proud of the fact that there 
were more than 3,000 more voters in this 
primary than in the 2006 Precinct 4 
Democratic primary, when Gomez defended 
her seat against a noncompetitive challeng- 
er. “We ran a hell of a race, and I’m so 
proud of what we accomplished,” he said. He 
hopes the race sent a message to Gomez 
that she needs to step up and be a “leader 
who’s more engaged. ... [S]he definitely 
stepped up in this race. I wish her the best 
over the next four years.” - Amy Smith 

299TH DISTRICT COURT: 
MONTFORD AND SAGE 
EYE NEXT STAGE 

It was all but inevitable: In the race to 
replace retiring Judge Charlie Baird, Travis 
County voters will be looking at a run-off 
between two top vote-getters. With four con- 
tenders in the race - defense attorneys 
Leonard Martinez and Eve Schatelowitz 
Alcantar, assistant district attorney-turned- 
defense attorney Mindy Montford, and 
Assistant District Attorney Karen Sage - 
there was little chance any candidate could 
punch above the 50% needed to capture the 
race flat. Instead, the two early frontrunners, 
Montford and Sage, have done exactly what 
was expected - advancing to round two in 
the race, to take place April 13. It promises 
to be an interesting second go: At the end of 
the evening Tuesday, Montford was ahead of 
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Sage by eight full points, pulling in 45% of 
the vote to Sage’s 37%. What those results 
will mean going forward remains to be seen. 

Sage says it means only that she will con- 
tinue to work hard the base that she’s built 
while on the campaign since June. In that 
time, she says, her campaign has knocked 
on some 30,000 doors and she personally 
has talked to thousands of voters. “We have 
a strong base of Democratic Party support,” 
she said. And she believes that the many 
club endorsements she earned during the pri- 
mary will turn out the vote in the run-off. “If 
we have to talk to every single voter ... we’ll 
do it.” That strategy - block-knocking-and-talk- 
ing - has been a hallmark of her campaign, 
she says, and she’ll continue to hit hard. 

Meanwhile, at Montford’s E-night headquar- 
ters, supporters were excited by the strong 
showing their candidate made in the pri- 
mary - and were sure she would pull 
through in a run-off. “No one can 
outrun Mindy,” several support- 
ers independently said in con- 
versation. Certainly, Montford 
enjoys high name ID in this 
race, which is just one cycle 
removed from her unsuccess- 
ful run for Travis County dis- 
trict attorney. In that race, also 
with four candidates in the game 
- and with old-Dem Party favorite 
Rosemary Lehmberg, the veteran first 
assistant D.A., among them - Montford also 
came out of the primary facing a run-off, 
which she lost to Lehmberg. Sure, Montford 
may now be facing another go, she says, “but 
this time I’m not going to lose.” 

Indeed, how the extended race will play out 
is unclear: With Sage eight points behind, it 
wouldn’t be surprising if the party’s faithful 
(and likely at least some among Montford’s 
supporters) call on Sage to concede. A run- 
off is expensive not only for the county but 
also for candidate supporters. But Sage, at 
least for now, says she’s ready to take her 
campaign back to the streets to pull out the 
votes she’ll need. - Jordan Smith 


147TH DISTRICT COURT: 

BROWN TAKES GAMMON DOWN 

It was all smiles from family and friends at 
the E-night party for Cliff Brown, who blew 
away his competition in the fight to be the 
next judge of the Travis County 147th 
Criminal District Court being vacated by retir- 
ing Judge Wilford Flowers. 

Brown, who snagged 71% of the vote 
against civil attorney Bill Gammon, has 
served as the city’s police monitor since 
2007. Early in the evening, when early voting 
numbers had all but assured his win already, 
Brown was still being cautious: “I’ve never 
allowed myself to get to the point of taking it 
for granted that I would win,” he said. Indeed, 
the race for the 147th first drew a field of 
qualified contenders - including Brown (who 
has been running for the seat since last sum- 
mer), incumbent misdemeanor Judge David 
Crain, and prosecutor Karen Sage. Both 
Crain and Sage eventually left the race to run 
for other empty courthouse benches before 
Gammon dropped his name into the race. 

Although many saw the hemorrhage of 
challengers as a testament to Brown’s 
prowess as a clear front-runner, Brown was 
much more modest about his long-haul 
campaign. “There were so many changes 
[in the race] that we never allowed our- 
selves to take anything for granted,” he 
said. “Up until 6:45pm, I was out handing 
out fliers at different elementary schools” 
where residents were voting. Clearly, the 
work paid off: “I’m elated. I’m excited,” he 
said of his big win. Indeed, because there 
are no Republican challengers to his seat, 
Brown is all but guaranteed to take over 
Flowers’ bench in January - an eventuality 
that the retiring Flowers seems happy to 
accept. “He’s the best,” Flowers said of his 
presumptive successor at Brown’s victory 
party at Third Base in West Austin. 

For now, Brown said, he will continue to 
focus on his job as the city police monitor. “I 
want to make sure I continue my job and do 
the very best for the city so that there is a 
smooth transition,” he said. In the past, lead- 
ership handoffs in the Office of the Police 
Monitor haven’t exactly been smooth, and 
Brown said he’d like to avoid any lapse in 
service. “I will do my level best to make 
sure” there is no “vacuum of leadership,” 
because that “hurts the city and ... the peo- 
ple we serve,” he said. - J.S. 

201ST DISTRICT COURT: 
MEACHUM RUNAWAY 

At the 15th Street Texadelphia Tuesday 
night, they couldn’t have been happier if 
they’d been stuffing themselves with mes- 
quite-flavored cheesesteaks. From the 
moment the early voting returns were 
announced - showing the guest of honor, 
Amy Clark Meachum, leading her opponent, 
Jan Patterson, for the 201st District Court 
nomination (and de facto election) by a two- 
to-one margin - this was a victory party. 

Meachum herself was surprised and a lit- 
tle distracted at the outcome. “I’m excited 
and very, very pleased,” she said. “I think 
people were ready for a change, we ran a 
good campaign, and we got the support of a 
lot of different people.”

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The headline issue in the race had been 
Patterson’s desire to step down from the 3rd 
Court of Appeals - which would have given 
Gov. Rick Perry the opportunity to directly shift 
the court’s balance to the Republicans - and 
then her apparent solicitation of a district 
court appointment from Perry to give her a 
shortcut to election. Austin state Sen. Kirk 
Watson blocked the appointment, but 
Patterson had angered Democratic loyalists 
and created an opening for civil attorney 
Meachum to challenge the longtime judge, 
who had subsequently filed for the 201st. 
“The people of Travis County did not want 
Perry picking their judges for us,” said 
Meachum, “and they’ve spoken on that 
tonight.” 

Asked about her opponent’s criticisms 
that Meachum lacked sufficient experi- 
ence, Meachum pointed to the Austin Bar 
Association poll in which she also defeat- 
ed Patterson. “I’ve had 10 years’ experi- 
ence as an attorney, and most people who 
become district court judge haven’t been 
a judge before. ... I think the bar poll 
reflects that the attorneys believe I can 


be a lawyer’s lawyer on the bench.” 

Among the early revelers at Texadelphia 
was former state Rep. Glen Maxey, who 
had filed an ethics complaint against 
Patterson and was among her most out- 
spoken opponents. “All of us are shocked 
by [Meachum’s] margin,” Maxey said. 

“When you go up against a longtime judge 
who has been on the ballot many times, 
you expect an uphill fight.” Asked his 
response to Patterson’s claim that the 
“party bosses” had determined this race, 
Maxey said, “The party bosses are the 
Democratic electorate.” 

Patterson held her watch party at 
Guero’s. Early in the evening, despite the 
grim returns, she told the Chronicle, “I 
won’t be able to make any comment until 
there are more votes.” The final report 
showed Meachum slightly increasing her 
margin: 68% to 32%. When we stopped by 
again just before 10pm, the tables had 
been cleared and Patterson was gone. 

“They left about an hour ago,” said the res- 
taurant’s host. - Michael King

COUNTY COURT AT LAW NO. 3: 
LIPSCOMBE BRINGS IT HOME 

It was nearing 9pm on Tuesday night, and 
candidate John Lipscombe hadn’t yet 
arrived at his own election party, at an office 
along the Lawyer’s Mile near the county 
courthouse. His absence left many party 
attendees - including his wife, retiring county 
Judge Jan Breland - wondering: “Where the 
hell is John?” As it turned out, Lipscombe 
was attending his neighborhood’s precinct 
caucus. “Why wouldn’t I be there?” he 
replied when asked upon arrival. (Incidentally, 
Breland’s bench seat will be assumed by 
lawyer Brandy Mueller, who ran unopposed 
in the Dem primary and has not drawn any 
GOP challenger.) 

Still, though he was already pulling roughly 
53% of the vote over challenger Olga Seelig 
(which is exactly where the night ended), 
Lipscombe was only “cautiously optimistic” 
about his chances at victory. He’d run a hard 
race (which turned rather nasty at times, 
with behind-the-scenes mudslinging dirtying 
up several online outlets), and Lipscombe 
was nervous about how it would turn out. 
Besides, he said, there’s more to think about 
than just election night - assuming the 
bench and running the court (and being able 
to implement jail-diversion programs that he 
really cares about) are actually more press- 
ing, and challenging, concerns. “Winning the 
race is the easy part,” he said.

SBOE: WITHOUT DARKNESS, 
THERE CAN BE NO LIGHT 

Progressive and centrist Texans hoping to 
sweep the religious right wing out of the 

State Board of Education - and to end the 

recent national laughingstock headlines that 
wing has made lately - got a mixed bag of 
results Tuesday. 

On the upside, GOP voters in District 9 
(central East Texas) finally got embarrassed 
enough by former board Chair Don McLeroy 
- and his pro-creationist, anti-evolution cru- 
sade - to turn him out of office (barely). Out 
of 115,916 votes cast, a mere 860 were the 
edge in favor of moderate Thomas Ratliff, 
son of former Lt. Gov. Bill Ratliff. And out in 
the Panhandle, moderate GOP incumbent 
Bob Craig easily held his District 15 seat 
against challenger Randy Rives. On the 
downside, Republicans in District 12 (subur- 
ban Dallas) decided they don’t like modera- 
tion and removed Geraldine “Tincy” Miller 
in favor of the more conservative George M. 
Clayton with 52% of the vote. Actually, 


Clayton could be a mixed bag himself: As 
noted by the Texas Tribune, he’s (thankfully) 
against punishing teachers for poor results 
on standardized tests. He does, however, 
appear to be yet another creationist. 

In District 5 (central Hill Country, includ- 
ing Travis County south of the river), 
the endorsements of San Antonio 
business leaders like H-E-B’s 
Charles Butt and car dealer Red 
McCombs got challenger Tim 
Tuggey no traction - his chal- 
lenge to far-right incumbent 
Ken Mercer went down in 
flames, 69% to 31%. Mercer will 
face Texas State professor Rebecca 
Bell-Metereau, who easily won the 
Democratic nomination over three oth- 
ers. Bell-Metereau knows she’ll have a tough 
fight in a district drawn to favor Republicans, 
but she thinks Texans have lost patience with 
the religious extremists. “People are tired of 
these backward people trying to force 18th 
century thought on 21st century people,” she 
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said at a Democratic Party election night 
gathering at Serrano’s in Central Austin. “I 
think there are ... Republicans who do not 
agree with the swing the Republican Party 
has taken. I think there are people who 
accept science, who accept real history, 
and they don’t want to see that hap- 
pening to their own party.” 

District 10 (Central Texas, 
including Travis County north of 
the river) is still up in the air: 
Dem Judy Jennings was 
unopposed, but in the GOP 
voters must still decide 
between former educator 
Marsha Farney of Georgetown 
(35.5%) and conservative activist 
Brian Russell of Austin (35.3%). 
(McNeil High teacher Rebecca Osborne, 
perceived as the most moderate of the three, 
took 29%). Russell is the handpicked succes- 
sor of right-wing zealot Cynthia Dunbar, who 
is stepping down after one stormy term. 
Farney’s beliefs are hard to peg - when given 


East Riverside: The Road Ahead 

Let’s capture the value - and federal funds

City Council’s 7-0 vote on Feb. 25 to adopt 
the East Riverside Corridor Master Plan 

was a milestone. Improving this corridor can 
advance many community goals, including 
environmental and fiscal sustainability, as 
well as comprehensive planning for growth. 
(See “City Hall Hustle,” Feb. 26, and “The 
Promise of Planning,” Feb. 12.) Last Thurs- 
day, the mayor and council members rebuffed 
a last-minute recommendation from the 
Planning Commission to apply the usual 
compatibility standards (which limit 
height near houses) in the master 
plan; that could have gutted the 
density necessary for the new 
rail transit line at the heart of 
the plan. Council members 
directed instead that a careful 
study of compatibility should 
occur in the next phase of work - 
a detailed “regulating plan” with a 
new form-based, streetscape-oriented 
code. Council Member Sheryl Cole empha- 
sized that the city is now committed to rail 
transit - and with that comes a commitment 
to directing population growth into denser 
areas along rail lines. 

What East Riverside needs now, to turn 
vision into reality, is a well-orchestrated pub- 
lic-private investment program. Other than 
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Mueller, Austin hasn’t yet been successful in 
delivering big public-private redevelopments. 
The city must figure out how to organize and 
lead a major public-private corridor redevelop- 
ment project, sustained over a decade or 
two. For East Riverside, the next steps 
include gathering the market data and eco- 
nomic analysis that underlie successful tran- 
sit-oriented development. (Density bonuses 
are the only funding mechanism explored in 
the master plan, and they’re insufficient 
to get the job done.) Both the corri- 
dor and urban rail along it need a 
solid plan for value capture fund- 
ing (e.g., tax increment financ- 
ing); general obligation bond 
funding might get rail across the 
river, but not along Riverside to 
the airport in our lifetimes. 

What we learn on Riverside can 
pay off all over town: on Airport 
Boulevard, where Council Member Chris 
Riley is championing a similar corridor redevel- 
opment, on the East 11 th Street and East 
Seventh Street corridors where redevelop- 
ment efforts have foundered; and on other 
corridors under consideration by the city’s 
Strategic Mobility Plan team. To break with our 
history of grand urban plans that underdeliver, 
Austin needs to try something different. 



Here, as usual, we can learn from Portland, 
Ore. “Development Agreements: Leveraging 
Private Investment for Public Good,” a chapter 
in Street Smarts, notes that Portland “has long 
been the poster city for smart growth, transit 
and walking, and is applauded for its award- 
winning urban planning and environmental 
stewardship. And it didn’t happen by accident. 
Key to Portland’s success in all these areas 
is the ambitious, innovative, and visionary 
Portland Development Commission (PDC), 


which has consistently and effectively used 
development agreements to forge public-pri- 
vate partnerships that achieve ambitious 
planning goals.” 

In Austin, the city isn’t properly organized 
and staffed to put such agreements together. 

It funds and completes plans but doesn’t 
devote sufficient staff, funding, tools, and 
resources to implement them - imagining that 
private developers will somehow do it all. By 
contrast, reports Street Smarts, the PDC has a 
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the opportunity to disavow creationism last 
month, she would only tell the Chronicle :

PERRY AND WHITE GEAR UP 
FOR A FIGHT 

Going into March 2, the smart money 
was all on Republican Gov. Rick Perry 
and Democratic former Houston Mayor Bill 
White winning their respective primaries. 
The real question was whether they could 
reach the magic 50%-plus-one vote required 
to avoid a run-off. 

Neither had an easy path: Perry faced 
two aggressive challeng- 
ers - Sen. Kay Bailey 
Hutchison and former 
Wharton County GOP 
Chair Debra Medina - 
while White faced the 
sheer numbers battle of 
a seven-way primary. Ultimately, both made 
the target, but the results will undoubtedly 
keep party number-crunchers busy for 
weeks. White got 76%, while Perry barely 
scored 51% in his party’s primary. But there 
were almost 1.5 million votes cast in the 
GOP primary, compared to only 680,000 for 
the Dems. 

Many Democrats had seen White’s nom- 
ination as a done deal. The challenge from 
hair-care magnate Farouk Shami, who 
limped in with 13%, and five other margin- 


al contenders did little to spark voter inter- 
est. Perry’s high-profile race, which fasci- 
nated much of the media, had seemed 
bound for a run-off in a fractured party. But 
as Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, said on 
election night, “In the last few days, it real- 
ly seemed like all the momentum went 
Perry’s way.” 

The GOP statewide slate returns almost 
untouched, save for Railroad Commissioner 
Victor Carrillo (the party’s sole Hispanic 
officeholder), who was knocked out by gas 
and oil accountant David Porter. They 
now must run on their records. As for 
Democrats, in a swing through Austin just 
before beating his agriculture commission- 
er opponent, Kinky 
Friedman, 52% to 
48%, Hank Gilbert 
said he didn’t expect 
to share the stump too 
often with White. While 
the rancher backed 
White after initially endorsing Shami, he 
described their strategies as interlocking 
rather than overlapping: White will work 
the cities while Gilbert will target swing 
rural counties. As for lieutenant governor 
nominee Linda Chavez-Thompson, she 
swept past former Travis County D.A. 
Ronnie Earle 53% to 35%. Democratic 
activists hope her energetic campaigning 
will galvanize Democratic areas with 
traditionally low voter turnout, such as 
the Valley. - Richard Whittaker

“staff of 200 professionals with expertise in 
real estate development, finance, construc- 
tion, urban planning, project management, 
economic and community development, archi- 
tecture, and law.” That’s the kind of army it 
takes to “achieve ambitious planning goals.” 
In conversations about East Riverside with 
professional planners, community members, 
new and old urbanists, and city staff at all 
levels, these key challenges emerged: 

• Approach place-making as economic 
development: The city’s Economic Growth 
and Redevelopment Services Office should 
partner on the corridor master plans with 
the Transportation and Planning depart- 
ments - providing the missing third leg criti- 
cal to successful transit-oriented develop- 
ment. Since the city is now in the rail tran- 
sit and TOD business, it needs to also 
become expert at harnessing the economic 
engine of place-making. Once the public 
sector puts economic development, trans- 
portation, and land-use/environmental poli- 
cy together, it can bring in private sector 
partners to leverage public-private invest- 
ments. Kevin Johns, former director of eco- 
nomic development for Palm Beach County, 
Fla., became the new director of EGRSO on 
Jan. 11. A planner by training, he brings to 
Austin more than 30 years of experience in 
urban planning and economic development 
and knows a TOD from a TIF. 

• Pursue federal “liveable/sustainable 
urbanism” funding: Under the Obama admin- 
istration, the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, the Environmental 


Protection Agency, and the Department of 
Transportation are now collaborating to fund 
“sustainable development” and “sustainable 
communities” projects. Federal funding 
increasingly favors projects that combine 
affordable housing with rail transit, creating 
density that yields greenhouse-gas reductions 
- i.e., “catalytic” urban renewal plans. Former 
state Rep. Mike Krusee, as a national board 
member of the Congress for the New 
Urbanism, has been at the table shaping this 
new direction in Washington D.C.; more than a 
year ago, while serving on the CAMPO Transit 
Working Group, he urged the city’s Transporta- 
tion Department to align its projects with these 
new federal funding priorities. Austin Urban 
Rail and the East Riverside Corridor redevelop- 
ment could be a perfect fit - but only if Austin 
shapes and submits its projects properly. 

Shelley Poticha - former CEO of Recon- 
necting America, a leading national advocate 
for transit-oriented development - is co-lead- 
ing HUD’s new Office of Sustainable Housing 
and Communities. (She’ll speak here in May 
at the Envision Central Texas awards lun- 
cheon.) That office is seeking input from 
local planners as it prepares to award an ini- 
tial $100 million in grants to cities to help 
them implement plans that marry transporta- 
tion and land-use reform. Similarly, the EPA 
has launched pilot grant programs to fund 
community (re)development centered on tran- 
sit. Hello! Does anyone in Austin have this 
on their federal grant-writing radar? ■

Bike Boulevard: 

City Study Supports Project 



One of the major arguments against a so- 
called “bicycle boulevard” in Downtown 
Austin - that it would worsen traffic on sur- 
rounding streets - appears to have been 
shot down by a city-commissioned traffic 
impact analysis. 

Opponents of such a boulevard - recently 
organized as Austinites for Downtown 
Mobility - cited this concern as a major 
argument against redesigning either Nueces 
or Rio Grande streets to discourage through- 
traffic and encourage bicycling. Devices to 
accomplish this goal could range from sim- 
ple bicycle lanes to various traffic-calming 
devices and maybe even “diverters” that 
would prevent certain turns by cars onto the 
boulevard while still allowing bicycle access 
(see “Bicycle Dreams” Feb. 5). 

But at an open house last week, the city’s 
Public Works Department unveiled the 
results of the traffic impact analysis per- 
formed by HDR Engineering in January. The 
study made forecasts of what a bike boule- 
vard might do to traffic along that corridor - 
running from Third Street up to MLK 
Boulevard - both in 2012 and in 2020. 

The key finding: not much. According to the 
study, the number of drivers moving off of the 
bike boulevard wouldn’t be substantial enough 
to severely impact the surrounding streets. 
More precisely, the study predicts that wheth- 
er a bike boulevard is built or not, many of the 
intersections in the corridor will eventually be 
classified as “failing” (defined, according to a 
grading system used by the city, as an inter- 
section with delays that cause substantial 
driver discomfort, frustration, fuel consump- 
tion, and lost travel time). Examining both 
Nueces and Rio Grande options in regard to 
three scenarios - boulevard with and without 
diverters, boulevard with traffic circles, and no 
bike boulevard at all (referred to as “no-build”) 
- “it can be seen that there is very little differ- 
ence between the total number of failing inter- 
sections between the No-Build Alternative and 
the various bicycle boulevard alternatives,” the 
report reads. “The traffic operations in the 
2020 No-Build condition will deteriorate com- 
pared to the 2012 No-Build condition due to 
background growth and development of other 
projects, regardless of construction of a bicy- 
cle boulevard.” 


BIKE BOULEVARD OPTIOI 


A new traffic impact analysis looks at 
three different traffic designs for both 
Nueces and Rio Grande streets: 

• Boulevard with and without diverters 

• Boulevard with traffic circles 

• “No-Build” - no bike boulevard at all 


As for the specific traffic-calming devices 
that may be introduced (see photos, right): 

“It is not likely that additional traffic will be 
attracted to or diverted from the streets 
because of their function in the roadway net- 
work.” The report also states that impacts 
on delivery vehicles and emergency 
response vehicles would be minimal. 

“I will note that the traffic circles version 
[for either street] has zero effect on traffic 
flow or capacity and zero effect on parking, 
and that is going to be weighted heavily as 
staff looks at a solution to this project,” 
says city of Austin Bicycle Program 
Manager Annick Beaudet. 

“I think it’s quite clear from the studies 
that there aren’t any significant concerns 
about redistribution of traffic from Nueces 
or from the traffic flow on Nueces,” says 
Rob D’Amico of the League of Bicycling 
Voters, which supports creation of a bike 
boulevard specifically on Nueces. “I think 
the study bolsters the idea that Nueces is a 
good location for a bike boulevard.” 

A representative of Austinites for 
Downtown Mobility had not returned 
calls as of press time. The organization 
has previously stated that it supports facil- 
ities for cyclists but fears discouraging 
automobile through-traffic on Nueces or z 
Rio Grande would be detrimental to busi- § 
ness on those streets. 2

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UT Cuts: Framing (and Reframing) the Message 


If the executives in charge of the Texas Union are to be 
believed when they say that the Cactus Cafe and the infov^ 
mal classes program lost money for years, then arguably 
they should be held accountable for financial mismanage- 
ment of student resources. One thing they have been very 
keen to manage precisely was the announcement of the ter- 
mination of both campus institutions, including keeping the 
plan secret from students and the Texas Union board until it 
was a done deal, then handpicking the reporters who would 
deliver the news. A series of letters and e-mails - obtained 
and generously made public by the Texas Observer - shows 
that the plan was fully formed and broadly known by mem- 
bers of the University of Texas administration two months 
before students were informed of the decision. Here’s a time- 
line of the turn of events. 

Dec. 1, 2009: University Unions Executive Director 
Andy Smith sends a letter to Student Affairs Vice 
President Juan Gonzalez and Dean of Students Soncia 


Reagins-Lilly informing them of the closure. Smith adds,

media, the most severe, probably from the Austin 
Chronicle.” No students or members of the Texas Union 
board are included in the discussion. 

12:50pm: Gonzalez suggests: “[l]s there a V 2 point? Save 
Cactus and sacrifice ICP?” 

5:52pm: In response to Gonzalez’s suggestion to transfer 
either program to Student Affairs, his assistant, Donna 
Bellinghausen, writes: “Do you really think [Smith] will volun- 
tarily turn over space in his facility to anyone else - even in 
Student Affairs? You are such a dreamer.” 

Dec. 3, 2009: Gonzalez sends Smith a list of questions about 
the decision. “I do not expect a full throttle thesis response. ... 

I wanted to further explore options and alternatives.” 

Dec. 10, 2009: Smith argues strongly against any sugges- 
tion of keeping the cafe as anything other than a reservable

space and against transferring the classes to another depart- 
ment. As for the proposal to spare one and sacrifice the 
other, he retorted, “There is no halfway point.” 

Jan. 27, 2010: At 10:56am, Gonzalez’s communications 
coordinator, David Ochsner, sends a draft press release about 
the closure to Don Hale, vice president for Public Affairs. 
Noon: Acting on Hale’s advice, Ochsner sends a revised draft 
to Gonzalez, Smith, Reagins-Lilly, and Bellinghausen announc- 
ing, “It would be best if Andy served as lead spokesperson, 
with Juan backing him up.” 

4:04pm: Ochsner announces that the press release will be 
issued at 5pm on Friday, Jan. 29, and that Hale has hand- 
picked the news outlets that will receive it - “[higher educa- 
tion reporter] Ralph Haurwitz at the Statesman and ... the 
Daily Texan.” The Texan does not print on Saturday or Sunday. 

Jan. 28: At 1:56pm, Reagins-Lilly queries Ochsner’s request 
for Smith’s and Gonzalez’s cell phone numbers to issue to 
the press. “Must we be on call? Can they leave a message 
on their work telephone numbers?” 

2:27pm: Ochsner replies, “If we release this to the media on 
Friday and don’t offer a weekend contact then we leave it up 
to them to find their own sources.” 

Jan. 29: At 10am, Ochsner circulates a draft press release 
to Gonzalez, Smith, Reagins-Lilly, and Bellinghausen. 

11am: Ochsner alters the press release to read, “the Texas 
Union Board of Directors voted” to pass the measure at their 
meeting (scheduled for later that day). 

11:57am: Gonzalez replies to a series of e-mails between 
those involved in the closure decision and Director of 
Development Carolyn Porter about the need to issue contact 
details to the media. He wrote, “I view very limited privacy for 
upper management when it comes to communications needs 
and public affairs responsibilities.” 

lpm: Texas Union board meets, with no discussion of either 
program. In closed session, Student Government President 
Liam O’Rourke and board member Nathan Bunch are 

informed of the executive closure decision. 

3pm: Permanent employees of the cafe and informal classes 
are informed their current jobs will end in August and they will 
be offered alternative positions. No attempt is made to con- 
tact the 190 contracted class tutors, including the 29 who 
are current or recent UT employees. 

4:15pm: Ochsner edits the press statement, eliminating the 
reference to the board “voted” and changing the wording to 
“gave its support” - though, again, there was no discussion 
by the full board. 

5pm: Press release is issued to selected reporters.

Affordable Housing by the Numbers 


In the next decade, Austin needs 1,900 new 
units of housing - 350 of those in the next 
four years - to address the needs of the city’s 
homeless. Those were the findings presented 

by Austin/Travis County Health and Human 
Services Director David Lurie last week to 
City Council in a briefing on homeless services. 

Homeless shelters like the Austin 
Resource Center for the Homeless and the 
Salvation Army come to mind when one 
thinks of shelter for those on the street, and 
not without reason: Emergency shelters like 
ARCH account for the lion’s share of homeless 
capacity, with some 719 spaces. Transitional 
housing, for those positioned to rise out of 


homelessness, has a local capacity of 562. But 
permanent supportive housing units - intended 
for more than 18 months of residence, largely 
targeted to the chronically homeless, and the 
type recommended for the 1,900 units - 
amount to only 453, with 2010 funding for 46 
new units. “We do have a significant gap in this 
part of the continuum,” said Lurie. However, of 
the $11,152,000 in Health and Human 
Services funds available for homeless services, 
only about 10% - $1,103,000 - goes to long- 
term services, while most ($6,429,000) goes 
to short-term services like emergency shelters. 

Permanent supportive housing is the battle 
cry of the nationwide “housing first” move- 


ment, because it would meet the immediate 
need of shelter before addressing the rea- 
sons underlying homelessness - if not simply 
persistent joblessness, then often domestic 
abuse, mental instability, or substance depen- 
dency. Speaking of permanent housing’s suc- 
cess, Lurie cited some illuminating statistics: 
“More than 80 percent of individuals stay 
housed for at least one year. Incarceration 
rates are reduced for this population by 50 
percent. Emergency room visits decreased by 
57 percent. Emergency detoxification servic- 
es reduced by 85 percent, and there’s a 50 
percent increase in earned income.” The 
decline in ER visits, arrests, and the like - 
and the concurrent dip in costs to these 
institutions - is often touted as offsetting 


the costs of the program. “There’s really no 
question that it is actually more expensive 
for us to leave people on the street,” said 
Council Member Sheryl Cole. However, 
housing does cost. Margaret Shaw, director 
of Neighborhood Housing and Community 
Development, estimates the cost per unit 
at between $33,000 and $40,000, not 
including operating expenses. 

The need for new permanent supportive 
housing - tallied for H&HS by the nonprofit 
Corporation for Supportive Housing - 
comes as the city debates how best to 
spend its remaining $13 million in bond 
money dedicated for affordable housing. 
Council is expected to allocate the funds at 
its March 11 meeting. - Wells Dunbar 
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New Hearing for Death Row Inmate 


The Texas Court of Criminal Appeals 

has sent back to district court the death 
row case of Charles Dean Hood, opining 
that Hood is due a new punishment hearing 
because his original jury was not able to 
adequately consider mitigating evidence that 
might have spared his life. Meanwhile, the 
larger question of whether Hood deserves a 
brand new trial remains unanswered. 

Hood was convicted 
and sentenced to die in 
1990 for the fatal 
shootings of Ronald 
Williamson and Tracie 
Lynn Wallace, a couple 
with whom he lived in 
Plano. Hood said he 
was not responsible for 
the murders, though 
plenty of evidence con- 
nected him to the 
scene of the crime. 

Although the CCA 
had previously denied 
his requests for a new 
sentencing hearing, the 
court ruled on Feb. 24 
that the “sentencing 
scheme” employed by 
the trial court had “pre- 
cluded the jury from giv- 
ing full consideration 
and effect to [Hood’s] 
mitigating evidence,” Judge Cathy Cochran 
wrote for the majority. During his trial, 
argues Cochran, the state put on “signifi- 
cant evidence” that Hood remained a threat 
to society, fulfilling one of the sentencing 
criteria leading to a death sentence rather 
than life in prison. But his defenders, she 
notes, have argued that he was never 
allowed to present fully 
evidence that might miti- 
gate a death sentence, 
including that injuries he 
sustained at 3 years old 
- when a truck backed 
over him - led to signifi- 
cant behavioral changes, 
that he had learning and 
cognitive impairments, 
and that he was severely 
beaten as a child (includ- 
ing with a metal pipe). 

Had the jury been able to consider these 
elements, Hood has argued, they might 
have imposed life instead of death. 

Ultimately the CCA has agreed, though 
the decision was not without a stiff dissent 
written by Judge Michael Keasler - and 
joined by Judges Barbara Hervey and 
Sharon Keller - arguing that Hood could 
have raised this claim previously but had 
not, meaning he was not entitled to have it 
considered now. Even though the state of 
the law was still in flux at the time of a pre- 
vious appeal, that was no reason that Hood 
could not have raised the mitigating evi- 
dence issue, argues Keasler. The question 
is “whether a claim is colorable [sufficent 
for appeal] to the required degree,” not 


“whether we currently recognize it as con- 
trolling law in Texas,” Keasler wrote. 

What still remains to be answered is 
whether Hood should receive a brand new 
trial in his case - a question pending in an 
application before the U.S. Supreme Court. 
At issue is whether Hood’s right to due pro- 
cess was violated by the fact that the judge 
sitting over his trial, former CCA Judge 

Verla Sue Holland, 
had been engaged in a 
long-time intimate sexu- 
al relationship with 
Hood’s prosecutor, 
Thomas O’Connell Jr. 
This, Hood’s defenders 
allege, is a clear con- 
flict of interest and 
should require that 
Hood receive a new 
trial. Holland and 
O’Connell finally admit- 
ted the affair after 
being forced to testify 
about it when being 
deposed in 2008. The 
CCA rejected Hood’s 
request for a new trial, 
concluding that he had 
waited too long to raise 
that claim - even 
though Holland and 
O’Connell had kept the 
affair secret for years, making it difficult, at 
best, for Hood to get the proof he would 
have needed to bring the claim to the 
appeals court. Hood has petitioned the 
Supreme Court for review; the court has not 
yet responded to the request. 

Meanwhile, however, 21 former judges 
and prosecutors (including former FBI 
Director William 
Sessions and former 
Texas prosecutor Sam 
Millsap) and 30 legal 
ethicists have filed briefs 
with the Supremes in 
support of Hood’s claim. 
“While [the CCA’s recent] 
decision recognized a 
clear flaw in the punish- 
ment phase of Mr. Hood’s 
case, it should not dis- 
tract the courts or the 
public from the more troubling issue at the 
center of this case: that the judge and pros- 
ecutor admitted under oath that they had a 
long-term ... relationship prior to [Hood’s] 
trial, and that they intentionally kept this 
affair hidden for 20 years,” said Andrea 
Keilen, executive director of the Texas 
Defender Service, which represents Hood. 
“This case requires Supreme Court interven- 
tion because the Texas [CCA] to date has 
ignored this obvious and outrageous consti- 
tutional violation. Mr. Hood is entitled to an 
entirely new trial before an impartial judge 
and prosecutor. Today’s decision granting 
him a new punishment phase hearing does 
nothing to address or correct this egregious 
legal and ethical violation.” - Jordan Smith

Obama’s Drug Program Highlights 

President Barack Obama’s fiscal year 2011 national drug control budget seeks $15.5 billion 
- a 3.5% increase over the 2010 budget - to combat drug use and its consequences. 

The funding would go toward the five major functions listed above. 


Drug Budget Time 

In announcing the release of the proposed 
federal drug control budget for 2011, Presid- 
ent Barack Obama's drug czar, former Seat- 
tle Police Chief Gil Kerlikowske, declared 
that the new budget “demonstrates the ... 
Administration’s commitment to a balanced 
and comprehensive drug strategy.” The bud- 
get is Obama’s first with Kerlikowske at the 
head of the White House Office of National 
Drug Control Policy. “In a time of tight bud- 
gets and fiscal restraint,” continued Kerlikow- 
ske, “these new investments are targeted at 
reducing Americans’ drug use and the sub- 
stantial costs associated with the health and 
social consequences of drug abuse.” 

There was no waxing on unnecessarily about 
the scourge of any particular drug, a marked 
departure from the rhetoric of Kerlikowske ’s 
predecessor - George W. Bush’s czar, John 
Walters - who talked on and on, ad nau- 
seam, about the horrors of marijuana. 

The new czar’s trumpeting of a “bal- 
anced” and “comprehensive” strat- 
egy for dealing with the nation’s 
drug issues seemed a good sign, 
given Obama’s campaign-trail 
promises - notably, that drug use 
should be viewed as a public 
health issue - and Kerlikowske’s 
own comments last year, upon his 
nomination to the ONDCP seat, 
about “ending” the war on drugs 
(the government is not at war with 
its people, he said). 

Unfortunately, looking at the 
meat of the budget recommenda- 
tions, released in a 14-page docu- 
ment in February, it doesn’t 
appear that much is balanced 
here - neither is there much to 
suggest that the promise of a new way of doing 
things has come to pass. Instead, the first 
Obama drug budget request under Kerlikowske 
looks amazingly like those of the past: Fully 
64% of the budget is marked for supply reduc- 
tion efforts (that is, for law enforcement and 
interdiction efforts), while just 36% is to be 
spent on demand reduction, including treat- 
ment and prevention. Meaning, in short, that 
tomorrow’s drug war looks startlingly like the 
war waged under Bush and Walters. 


to throw tomatoes? 

That said, the $15.5 billion budget request 
does have its bright spots: Funding for treat- 
ment, while still a significantly smaller portion 
of the budget than reserved for law enforce- 
ment (which gets a modest boost in 2011), 
would increase by nearly 4% from last year’s 
allocation and is up 9% from Bush’s 2009 bud- 
get. And a significant amount of money has 
been slated to go to criminal justice programs, 
including drug courts, which have had great 
success across the country in getting people 
off drugs and out of jail (in many such pro- 
grams, participants have had the charges 
against them dismissed, meaning that the col- 
lateral damage of a drug conviction can be 
avoided). Funding will also increase for other 
“alternatives to prison” initiatives, as well as 
re-entry programs to help those released from 
prison to successfully rejoin their communities. 
Funding for those bright spots, 
however, still lags behind funding for 
the more “traditional” approach to 
drug control, which is interdiction 
efforts: The U.S. Coast Guard, for 
example, is slated to get a whop- 
ping $1.2 billion in funds in an 
attempt to deny “smugglers 
access to maritime routes.” 
Similarly, a new allocation of 
$31.2 million will go to the 
Caribbean Basin Security Initiative, 
which aims to keep drug-runners 
from using the islands to run their 
dope and launder their profits. In 
all, the combined efforts of law 
enforcement to stop the flow of 
drugs would be funded with nearly 
$10 billion - a 3.3% increase over 
Bush’s last budget. In contrast, 
treatment efforts would see just 
$3.7 billion. This is disheartening to Bill Piper, 
director of national affairs for the Drug Policy 
Alliance Network. “Dollar for dollar, treatment 
and prevention are so much more effective than 
law enforcement and interdiction,” he says, add- 
ing that the budget priorities set out in this 
funding request “make you wonder if they’re 
really serious” about changing the nation’s 
approach to drug policy. 

Indeed, on that point the jury is still out. 
DPA Executive Director Ethan Nadelmann 


notes that there has been a distinct “shift 
in rhetoric, which is significant.” Obama has 
made clear his support for funding needle 
exchange programs, which help reduce the 
spread of diseases like HIV/AIDS and hepa- 
titis; the Department of Justice has called 
for an end to the ubiquitous medi-pot raids 
of the Bush era (though, under the leader- 
ship of Drug Enforcement Administration 
head Michele Leonhart, a Bush holdover, 
the raids have continued, albeit less often); 
and “they’re moving forward in good faith” 
to fix the disparity in sentencing between 
crack and powder cocaine, which has 
wrought devastating discrimination in sen- 
tencing, mostly for low-level black offend- 
ers. “I’m not one of those people that 
thought things would change overnight 
when Obama came in. I understand how 
deeply embedded the drug war is,” said 
Nadelmann. “I’m surprised by the progress 


in the first year. But when it comes to the 
big-picture stuff, they don’t seem able” to 
articulate a new course. 

Still, that may change - and soon, says 
Piper, when the ONDCP releases its annual 
drug control strategy, a big-picture document 
that should describe exactly where the feds 
are coming from. (The strategy should be 
released this month.) “The question is, what 
is going to be in the drug strategy, and will it 
articulate a new start? A new chapter?” he 
asks. Or will it be more of the same - using 
police power to try to stop drugs from coming 
into the country and punishing those who use 
drugs. Piper is hoping for a strategy that will 
articulate ways not only to reduce the harm 
associated with doing drugs but also the 
harm done by the war on drugs. “That would 
be something,” he says. “If it is different, that 
will be encouraging. If not, then we should all 
throw tomatoes at them.” - Jordan Smith

Downtown Austin Plan Needs You 


What should each district within Downtown look and feel 
like as the area continues to grow and change? The 
Downtown Austin Plan team wants to hear from the com- 
munity on that topic as it writes new Downtown development 
standards. The standards will require that new projects be 
designed to advance community goals - such as walkable, 
lively, human-scaled streetscapes, with a balance of good 
new architecture and appealing public and open spaces. 

Rather than create a whole new form-based code for 
Downtown, the consultant team led by ROMA Design Group 
is writing standards tailored to individual districts, which will 
modify the existing land development code. Density bonuses 
have gotten the most attention of late, but the standards 
will address a full range of issues. ROMA principal Jana 
McCann said the development standards will add form- 
based (context-sensitive, place-making) elements, building 


on the urban design guidelines developed by the Design 
Commission. The standards will improve on the existing 
code by addressing three key goals: promoting mixed-use 
development, increasing sustainability (multimodal transpor- 
tation, green-building), and elevating urban design (massing, 
detailing, density, compatibility).

WE THE CORPORATIONS? 

Who says Americans can’t find agreement 
on anything? All it took to bring us together 
in determined unity was that black-robed 
gang of democracy thieves sitting on the 
Supreme Court. 

The latest national poll shows that 
Americans of all political stripes over- 
whelmingly oppose the Supremes’ recent 
5-4 decree allowing unlimited corporate 
spending in our elections. “Holy Thomas 
Jefferson,” shouted 85% of Democrats to 
the pollsters, “no!” Likewise, 81% of inde- 
pendents said, “No way.” But get this - 76% 
of Republicans also joined in this emphatic 
national “uh-uh” to the court’s corporatiza- 
tion of our politics. Indeed, the decision was 
opposed by big majorities of all ages, educa- 
tion levels, and racial categories. 

So, with eight out of 10 Americans unit- 
ed in opposition to this gaping wound that 
the court inflicted on our democracy, we 
can expect quick action by Congress to 
heal it. Right? 

Uh ... no. First, Republican leaders (who 
are ever-faithful, tail-wagging kowtowers to 
any whim of their corporate sponsors) have 
cheered this unleashing of special-interest 
money and will oppose any efforts to restrict 
it. Second, the Democrats’ designated lead- 
er for dealing with the court’s ruling is Sen. 
Chuck Schumer, a notorious corporate ser- 
vant whose chief skill is raising corporate 
campaign cash. Sending Schumer to 
restrain the political power of corporations is 
like going lion hunting with a flyswatter. 

Sure enough, Schumer is not even consid- 
ering a constitutional amendment to force 
these corporate powers out of our elections, 
instead offering a patchwork of regulatory 
Band-Aids to cover the wound - but not heal 
it.

LAWMAKERS DANCE WITH THE DEVIL 

If you choose to dance with the devil, 
never flatter yourself that you’re in the lead. 

This is a fundamental rule that the 
Congressional Black Caucus apparently has 
forgotten. An important and effective group of 
lawmakers who are often the principled voice 
of progressive values in the U.S. House, the 
CBC has allowed itself to be swept into the 
ever-tighter embrace of lobbyists for tobacco 
giants, drugmakers, insurance interests, and 
other corporate powers that want legislative 
favors from the caucus. 

To woo the CBC, these corporate devils 
have put on philanthropic cloaks and are 
striding through a wide-open loophole in 
congressional ethics rules. While there are 
strict limits on lobbyists’ donations to law- 
makers, special-interest money going to 
nonprofit charities is largely unregulated. 
Thus, the Congressional Black Caucus 
Foundation, which exists to provide educa- 
tional programs for low-income African- 
Americans, has received more than $53 
million in the past few years from the likes 
of AT&T, Altria, Eli Lilly, Lockheed Martin, 
State Farm, and Wal-Mart. 

“So what?” sniffs a lobbyist for 
Lockheed. “Our charitable donations are 
charitable donations.” How diabolically phil- 
anthropic of him! 

He didn’t mention that Lockheed’s “chari- 
table donation” bought it a seat on the CBC 
institute that develops the organization’s 
formal legislative positions, or that CBC’s 
institute - big surprise - recently took a 
specific position to help Lockheed win a big 
airport contract in Liberia. Now that’s chari- 
ty with a purpose. 

Meanwhile the bulk of the charitable dol- 
lars raised by CBC go not to the disadvan- 
taged but to finance lavish dinners, casino 
events, golf outings, and other extravagan- 
zas where the lobbyists get to schmooze 
with the lawmakers. And the devil keeps 
dancing faster and laughing louder.

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Back to 
School 

Carstarphen and Austin ISD 
trustees wrestle over priorities, 
budget, and power

When Pat Forgione retired last year after a 
decade as superintendent of the Austin 
Independent School District, he left for his 
successor one piece of advice. “What you 
gotta be careful of in Austin,” he said, “you 
gotta bring the group to your vision.” 

That was in late February 2009, just days 
before the AISD board of trustees announced 
Meria Carstarphen as the sole finalist to fill 
Forgione’s post. A year later, Carstarphen is 
making the district her own. When the board 
approves the budget for the 2010-2011 school 
year in August, it will be the first one wholly 
created by Carstarphen and her Chief Financial 
Officer Nicole Conley-Abram, and the first one 
that reflects Carstarphen’ s style of manage- 
ment and vision for the district. Now she and 
the board face three core questions that will 
affect thousands of students and employees 
for years to come: 

1) What are the district’s key priorities, 

2) how will they be paid for, and 

3) who gets to make the big decisions? 

The key priorities were set last December 
when the board approved the AISD Strategic 
Plan 2010-2015. At its core are four central 
proposals intended to break the culture of low 
performance and high drop-out rates (see 
“The Four Goals of AISD’s Strategic Plan 
2010-2015,” p.31). The plan sets out 46 key 
action steps to reach those goals, 24 of which 
are recommended to be implemented in the 
next financial year. However, those steps will 
cost money, which is in short supply. In the 
next year alone, Conley-Abram said, “We’re 
expecting an 8 percent decline in our property 


tax base.” While state aid will cover some of 
that shortfall, she said, “We lost about $3 mil- 
lion as a result of that sharp decline.” In her 
Feb. 22 preliminary budget presentation, she 
laid out a $964 million draft budget. The bad 
news was that the district needed an extra 
$7.1 million just to maintain current opera- 
tions. “Basically,” she added, “our expendi- 
tures are outpacing our projected revenue.” 
Carstarphen put it bluntly: “We’re in a 
structural deficit.” Add in the strategic plan, 
even if she cuts back the initial round of 
implementation to measures “that we know 
will make a difference to kids,” she said, and 
“that’s another $8.6 million.” In total, that 
means the district is already looking for an 
extra $15.7 million next academic year. 


How to bridge the gap? Education Austin, 
the union representing teachers and staff, has 
proposed tapping the unallocated “fund bal- 
ance” (reserve funds) - predicted to stand at 
$128 million at the beginning of the next 
school year - but the administration rejects 
that idea, saying it could endanger the dis- 
trict’s hard-earned AA bond rating. Conley- 
Abram said she would actually prefer a fund 
balance closer to $140 million, or even higher, 
if the district were to adopt one suggested 


cost-cutting measure of becoming self-insur- 
ing. That step could save an estimated $3 mil- 
lion a year but increase financial obligations. 

No one is looking to the Texas Legislature 
for more cash. After the passage of major 
school finance reform in the 2009 session, it’s 
unlikely that lawmakers will revisit the issue in 
any meaningful way in 2011. It doesn’t help 
that Gov. Rick Perry decided not to submit 
Texas’ application for federal “Race to the 
Top” funds, which could have helped Austin 
safely step off what Conley-Abram called “the 
ARRA funding cliff” - the point in 201 1 when 
the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act 
state stabilization cash runs out. 

This raises the politically perilous question 
of how soon the district can consider going 


back to voters for a tax increase. The last roll- 
back election was in 2008, when voters 
approved an increase of 3.9 cents per $100 of 
appraised value. That still left AISD with the 
lowest school property tax rate in Travis 
County - $1,202 per $100 of valuation - 
although that has to be balanced against high 
property values and high poverty rates. Even 
before the measure passed (59% to 41%), 
Education Austin President Louis Malfaro 
called the tax hike and the revenue it would 
provide “underwhelming” and argued that the 
district would have to go back to the voters

sooner rather than later and under far worse 
economic conditions. By implementing sensi- 
ble, efficiency-driven cuts, Malfaro said recent- 
ly, “I’m anticipating that they’ll have saved 
$30 million over the next two years.” However, 
he added, “I believe that we’ll be asking voters 
for a tax increase, likely this fall - if not, the 
fall after that.” 

While Austin voters have traditionally sup- 
ported AISD in tax elections, board of trust- 
ees President Mark Williams is unconvinced 
that the time is right for another vote. “If you 
look at the economic climate,” he said, “it 
doesn’t feel like people are flush with cash 
that they’re willing to give to governmental 
entities.” As for Malfaro’s suggestion that the 
board should have gone for a higher rate in 
2008, he added, “I’m not sure that we could 
have got more earlier.” 

In a rare instance of unanimity, the board, 
the union, and the administration all agree 
that the first step to releasing funds for new 
programs is to scrub the budget of ineffective 
and unnecessary old programs. “People say 
that we don’t want to use that term [scrub] 
because it doesn’t sound good,” board Vice 
President Vince Torres said. “Well, that’s the 
reality of what we need to do.” Carstarphen 
arguably started the process last summer 
when she convinced the board to restructure 
her senior management, effectively eliminat- 
ing a whole layer of central administration. If 
the district can follow that up by eliminating 
unsuccessful programs, transferring staff, 
and getting more bang for its buck, Torres 
argued, it can “develop a system where vot- 
ers have confidence that, yes, we need to 
have a tax increase.” 

Who’s Driving the Car? 

However, there’s been a degree of tension 
between Carstarphen and the board for several 
months about how the scrubbing process is 
being handled, and who is really in charge of 
it. Those tensions, which had been under the 
surface, became obvious at the Feb. 22 board 
meeting, at which the trustees narrowly reject- 
ed an administration-backed proposal to 
declare “fiscal exigency.” This would have 
allowed the district to cut 113 administrative 
and vacant positions quickly (see “Have 
Mercy,” Feb. 26). Instead, the board requested 
and then approved an alternate plan, which 
would achieve the same ends through the less 
drastic mechanism of “program change.” 
Malfaro said, “Option two came about because 
there was so much blowback.” 

Malfaro said his union “is not in disagree- 
ment when it comes to most of the positions 
that they recommend be eliminated.” A large 
proportion will come from the Office of High 
School Redesign, which the union had previ- 
ously recommended be reduced in size, and 
from the large number of curriculum special- 
ists. Malfaro noted, “It’s amazing how closely 
what they did tracked our suggestions.” 
Where he broke with Carstarphen was in try-

ing to use exigency as the tool to crack the 
nut. He said, “I’ve asked her, ‘How much is 
because you listen more to your general 
counsel than to your human resources peo- 
ple?’” The aim of the exigency proposal was, 
he argued, to give the district more legal 
cover if it did lay off staff. “Well, too bad. 
Making your job easier to throw people 
overboard isn’t necessarily the value that the 
rest of the community shares.” 

That’s the fourth big question facing 
Carstarphen: How to handle the legendary 
“People’s Republic of Austin” approach to 
public consultation. Williams pondered, 


“Can she and the board survive the Austin 
process requirements?” He summed up her 
style of management as “‘Let’s go do it.’ ... 
She knows what needs to get done, and she 
thought that’s what we hired her to do - but 
maybe you have to learn how every commu- 
nity is different.” At the same time as 
Carstarphen acclimates to the rhythms of 
Austin’s body politic, he said: “The board is 
asking: ‘What’s our role? Do we go beyond 
the governance, goal-setting, policy-making, 
budget-spending decision about taxes?’ ... 
That’s where I think there’s a little bit of a

rub.” From Carstarphen’s point of view, he 
said, “What’s really hard is if the board sec- 
ond-guesses her.” 

There can be a very fine line between sec- 
ond-guessing and effective oversight. Torres 
said, “We knew under [Forgione’s] regime that 
their system of monitoring [programs] was not 
acceptable to this board.” The problem, he 
suggested, was that it “didn’t really answer 
any questions; it just showed that he was in 
compliance. Well, if 
you’re in compliance, 
why the hell do we 
have 10 academically 
unacceptable schools? 

We’re not asking the 
right questions.” He 
also suspects that 
some of the district’s 
problems traditionally 
blamed on Forgione’s 
management style are 
actually more struc- 
tural, and added: 

“When we go to our 
training for [the Texas 
Association of School 
Boards] , the one thing 
they say is that you 
don’t want to micro- 
manage. What you 
want to do is set up checks and balances, so 
you say, ‘This is what we’re going to monitor 
you on, so if you give us this data our ques- 
tions will be answered.’” 

Any shift in monitoring would also mean a 
rebalancing of power. At the Feb. 22 meeting, 
trustee Karen Dulaney Smith echoed Torres’ 
belief that the board was bogged down in 
minutiae when she said, “I do not believe it’s 
the superintendent’s place to have to come 
tell us every position she’s going to elimi- 


nate.” Trustee Cheryl Bradley was even more 
direct when she added, “We can trust her, or 
we can micromanage.” 

The Long View 

The board plans to begin the discussion of 
redefining its relationship with the superinten- 
dent at its March 3 retreat, but that may not 
fix all old wounds. Torres argued that, if the 
correct monitoring had already been in place, 
the board would not 
have felt blindsided by 
the exigency proposal. 
Carstarphen’s defense 
was simple: It was the 
right strategic deci- 
sion, and the district 
needs to make more 
of them. 

She said: “We’re so 
used to, in education, 
accumulating the debt 
and unleashing huge 
cuts as our budgeting 
style. That just shows 
a lack of foresight.” 
Her ideal situation 
would be to work on 
budgets in multiyear 
cycles. That’s a major 
switch from AISD’s 
habit of starting from scratch when schools 
open for the new academic year in August, 
beginning public discussions in March, then 
taking the entire summer vacation off before 
cramming a vote through just before the 
school year starts. She said, “We have to get 
into a rhythm where we plan years out and we 
work within our allocated budget.” 

Yet Torres warned against accepting budget 
forecasts as absolute truths to drive major 
policy decisions. For example, he said: “One 


of the things that was disappointing to me was 
when we’re told we’ve got this $64 million 
ARRA funding cliff. When I asked [Conley- 
Abram] about how much is recurring costs 
and how much is one-time costs that we’re 
not going to have to pay again, nobody had 
the answer.” Even the $7.1 million shortfall 
calculation may be irrelevant, because it’s 
based on continuing current operations - 
which is exactly what the board plans not to 


do. With roughly $15 million already saved by 
implementing what he and Carstarphen call 
the “low-hanging fruit” cuts proposed in the 
2009 MGT of America efficiency study (see 
“AISD ‘Efficiency’ Study: Not Exactly What 
the Doctor Ordered?,” June 12, 2009), the 
district has only just started its budget scrub. 
“Until we eliminate programs and reallocate 
that money,” he said, “we don’t know how 
much money we really have.” ■

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Next Initiative Turn the school around 


On Feb. 22, the Austin ISD board of trustees 
passed one of its most significant measures in 
recent history when members approved the 
new school “Turnaround Initiative” - a new dis- 
trict policy to bring partner agencies onto trou- 
bled campuses, in the hopes of fixing them 
before the state steps in with mandatory 
“repurposing.” Indeed, in anticipation of the 
formal adoption, the district released a request 
for proposals on Feb. 2, asking for a broad 
range of proposals from outside agencies, and 
it plans to have the first partnerships in place 
in the fall. 

The plan comes with a $4.5 million price tag 
for the first year, which the district hopes will 
be offset by program changes and long-term 
savings - including the millions of dollars other- 
wise spent on a mandatory repurposing. 
Superintendent Meria Carstarphen said her 
intention is “to match a campus with a partner 
or provider that is able to appreciate the chal- 
lenges within the school and its community, 
appreciate and value the proud history of all 
residents, and provide a compelling vision, 


plan, and implementation of proven, research- 
based educational reform.” 

This is exactly the kind of program that trust- 
ees wanted from Carstarphen when they hired 
her. The board strengthened the language for 
the initiative from its first draft, allowing Car- 
starphen to initiate the policy the first year a 
campus is found academically unacceptable, 
rather than waiting until year two. Board Presi- 
dent Mark Williams said the initiative played to 
Carstarphen’s skills and said: “If I look at 
Meria and contrast her with [retired 
Superintendent Pat Forgione], he wanted to do 
it all himself. One of the strengths of Meria is 
her community involvement.” 

Education Austin President Louis Malfaro 
described the plan as half bold new vision, half 
facing up to political realities. He pointed to the 
Texas Education Agency’s interest in such pro- 
grams and noted that Education Commissioner 
Robert Scott said, “I’ve got five management 
companies, and I think you should talk to these 
guys, because if I close your schools, this is 
who I’m giving them to anyway.” 


Since Minnesota doesn’t have a mandatory 
repurposing law, Carstarphen’s only experi- 
ence of large-scale campus intervention dur- 
ing her time as superintendent of St. Paul 
Public Schools was a matter of policy, not 
state edict: When AISD hired her in February 
2009, she was midway through repurposing 
four campuses. She was also a big advocate 
for specialty schools and forging strong links 
with the business community, such as the 
Farnsworth Aerospace PreK-8 School, a pub- 
lic-private partnership that works with firms 
such as 3M’s Aerospace and Aircraft 
Maintenance Division. While Williams said he 
doesn’t expect such direct corporate partner- 
ships, he suggested that “the question is how 
we engage community partners like Big 
Brothers Big Sisters and neighborhood groups 
to really get involved.” 

Malfaro said his union has spent the last 
year talking to the district about setting up 
parent-run, teacher-supported, in-district char- 
ters, which he said could create “a truly com- 
munity-run school.” But he estimated that 


would take at least a year to establish. Since 
all proposals are due by March 8 for approval 
no later than June and implementation as early 
as the start of the 2010-11 academic year in 
August, he’s concerned that reopens the door 
to groups like Community Education Partners, 
whose earlier proposal for a privately run aca- 
demic intervention program was strongly 
rejected by the board (see “AISD,” Oct. 2, 
2009). While Malfaro called the overall idea of 
turnaround “very intriguing to us, this looks a 
lot like bringing in some private company to 
run the show.” 

So far, there’s no indication of what the pro- 
posals may contain. When the district starts 
sorting through the submissions, said board Vice 
President Vince Torres, the selection process will 
be a test for both Carstarphen’s management 
style and that of the board. He added, “We have 
to give her much greater latitude in coming to us 
with the best solutions, and then hold her 
accountable when they do or do not reach the 
objectives the proposers said they had.”

Two for the road(show) 

In the run-up to the opening of the Long Center for the 
Performing Arts, one big question was: How will the new 
facility compete for all those big touring Broadway musi- 
cals that the University of Texas Performing Arts Center - 
now Texas Performing Arts - has had a lock on since 
1981? Alas, when the Long Center had to cancel the book- 
ing of its very first touring musical, The Drowsy Chaperone, 
over sluggish sales, then watch as the newly renovated 
Bass Concert Hall roared back to life with hot-ticket runs 
of Legally Blonde: The Musical, Monty Python's Spamalot, 
Rent, Avenue Q, and Wicked - with ticket sales for that last 
show catapulting Bass to No. 7 on Pollstar’s list of top 
100 Worldwide Theatre Venues between Jan. 1 and Sept. 
30, 2009 - the answer seemed to be: not very well. 

But that was then; this is now. On Feb. 15, Texas 
Performing Arts and the Long Center announced that they 
are becoming partners in the local presentation of musi- 
cals from national tour producer Broadway Across America. 
Of the five subscription productions on the BAA-Austin 
2010-2011 season, four will show at Bass and one at the 
Long Center, and the handful of nonsubscription special 
engagements will be split between the two venues. (In the 
current season, the subscription shows included the been- 
and-gone Spring Awakening and The Color Purple, the now- 
playing Fiddler on the Roof, and the still-to-come In the 
Heights and A Chorus Line. Special engagements are 
Riverdance, Phantom of the Opera, and The Wizard of Oz.) 

The arrangement sounds like a dream come true for 
Long Center Executive Director Cliff Redd, who has long 
spoken of his desire to see more theatre in Dell Hall. It 
also sounds like Kathy Panoff, who’s still in her first year 
as executive director of Texas Performing Arts, is continu- 
ing to make good on her reputation as a university admin- 
istrator who believes in forging partnerships with the larger 
community. (Panoff has also thrown Texas Performing Arts 
support behind the Fusebox Festival.) 

So what Broadway musicals will we get to see in this 
new alliance? Both venues are still holding their upcoming 
season cards close to their vests, but here are a handful 
of titles that are currently on the road and in the BAA mix 
that have not yet played Austin: Billy Elliot the Musical, 

Mary Poppins, Young Frankenstein, Xanadu, Jersey Boys, 
Rock of Ages, Shrek the Musical, and recent hit revivals 
South Pacific, Hair, West Side Story, and Dreamgirls. Given 
the number of shows that have already played Bass, it’s 
easy to picture almost any of them there. Interesting to 
imagine one of them in Dell Hall .... - Robert Faires

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CANCION DEL CUERPO’ Translated through the body 



Dance may be a universal language, 
but dancers can still face a language 
barrier when they come from different 
countries. That’s one thing that stu- 
dents from the University of Texas 
Department of Theatre & Dance dis- 
covered as they worked on the 
Colombia Project over the past six 
months. The cross-cultural collabora- 
tion, initiated by the Rapoport Center 
for Human Rights and Justice at UT, 
paired five female dancers from Austin 
with five male dancers from El Colegio 
del Cuerpo (the College of the Body) in 
Cartagena, Colombia, in a work jointly 
choreographed by ECDC Artistic 
Director Alvaro Restrepo and Lyn C. 
Wiltshire, associate professor of dance 
at UT and co-artistic director of Dance 
Repertory Theatre. To develop the 
piece, which premieres this weekend 
as part of the Dance Repertory 
Theatre program Cancion del Cuerpo 
(Song of the Body) at the B. Iden Payne 
Theatre, Restrepo and his dancers 
came to Austin in early September and 
spent 10 days in residence. Then in 
December, Wiltshire and her dancers 
(plus a number of other members of 
the dance’s production team) made the 
trip to Cartagena for 10 days of work 
at ECDC, which is Colombia’s first cen- 
ter for creating contemporary dance, a 
professional dance company, and a 
dance school for disadvantaged chil- 
dren. And in late February the Colombian 
team returned to Texas for the final 
two-week push toward public perfor- 
mance. (They arrived, curiously enough, 
the day Austin was blanketed in snow.) 
Along the way, dancers on both sides 


You can hardly accuse Austin’s high 
school theatre programs of taking it 
easy. Some will mount as many as eight 
or nine productions in a single school 
year. They will produce nationally 
acclaimed new plays before the city’s 
adult, professional companies do. And 
they will take theatrical works that 
would be challenging enough to do in 
their traditional form and give them 
innovative stagings that double the 
degree of difficulty. A current example of 
this last point: The theatre department 
at McCallum High School’s Fine Arts 
Academy, in tackling the Andrew Lloyd 
Webber-Tim Rice megamusical Evita, 
developed its own bilingual version. The 
text incorporates Spanish as well as 
English, so cast members who didn’t 
already know Spanish had to learn it. 
They’ve received some help in that from 
freshman Aline Mayagoitia, a Spanish 
speaker who is one of two students 


learned a little of one another’s lan- 
guages, saw a fair amount of one 
another’s home cities, and did a lot of 
dancing (not all of it in a studio). On 
the Texas side, project participants 
also discovered what it’s like to dance 
without air conditioning and without 
mirrors, both of which proved some- 
what revelatory. (Diaries of a few of 
the UT students can be found at 
blogs.utexas.edu/texasperformingarts.) 

The Dance Repertory Theatre pro- 
gram also includes original dance piec- 
es from UT faculty members Andrea 
Beckham and Yacov Sharir and guest 
choreographer Jose Luis Bustamante of 
the late, lamented Sharir + Bustamante 
Danceworks, as well as an excerpt from 
Restrepo ’s The Famished Road, per- 


playing Argentine first lady Eva Peron. 
(The other is senior Sarah Miller-Crews.) 

The department didn’t just create 
this production on un capricho. Head of 
Theatre Scott Tatum and Theatre Director 
Julianna Wright have been building toward 
it for a year, through a number of proj- 
ects that exposed students to Latin cul- 
ture and history. Last summer, the pair 
took 13 students to Costa Rica, where 
they lived with local families while tak- 
ing classes in robotics, Spanish, and 
lighting technology. And last fall, the 
department staged Lillian Groag’s The 
Magic Fire, set in Argentina during the 
fascist regime of Juan Peron. The culmi- 
nation of this immersion in Latin culture 
will take place this summer, when the 
students will go back to Costa Rica and 
perform their Evita for an audience of 
native Spanish speakers. 

And their current run of Evita at home 
is preparing them for that trip in more 
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that took part in the Colombia Project. 
But the centerpiece of the evening will 
be the 45-minute collaborative work, now 
titled The Rope: Tres Momentos. Prior to 
the Friday performance, Wiltshire and 
Sharir, ArtesAmericas Director Joe 
Randel, and Rapoport Center Director 
Karen Engle will speak about the 
Colombia Project. Following the perfor- 
mances on Saturday and Sunday, 
Randel will lead a post-show discussion.

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Harmonic 

Convergence 

Three stellar performers of Indian classical dance 
finally unite onstage

When Anuradha Naimpally moved to 
Austin in 1989 and began to introduce her- 
self as a performer of Indian classical dance, 
the response she’d get would invariably be: 
“Oh, do you know Gina Lalli?” It’s the very 
same question that Vinitha Subramanian, 
another Indian classical dancer and founder 
of Natyalaya School of Dance, had heard when 
she moved to Central Texas eight years earlier. 
“Do you know Gina Lalli?” The query - a ref- 
erence to the woman who introduced Indian 
classical dance to the city in the Seventies - 
proceeded from the not unnatural assumption 
that there couldn’t be that many Indian classi- 
cal dancers in the Texas capital, so they must 
all know one another, right? 

Of course, even in the small circles of a 
city’s cultural scene, artists working in the 
same traditions may labor side by side for 
years without making contact. (Case in point: 
Hannibal Lokumbe and Jeff Lofton, the two 
world-class jazz trumpeters recently featured 
on the cover of the Chronicle, who have both 
been Central Texas residents since 2007 but 
had not met before being brought together 
for the photo shoot for that issue.) So per- 
haps it won’t surprise you to learn that at the 
time of their respective arrivals here, neither 
Naimpally nor Subramanian were acquainted 
with Lalli or that it turned out to be several 
years before either met her - in Subramanian’s 
case, more than two decades. In fact, it 
took almost that long for Subramanian and 
Naimpally themselves to connect. 

Now, however, those two women can say 
not only that they know Gina Lalli but that 


they dance with her. This week, the three 
share a stage in Parampara: Traditional Dance 
of India, a program that showcases the par- 
ticular classical dance form that all three have 
studied, Bharata Natyam, as well as the vari- 
ous individual styles each absorbed from the 
gurus with whom they studied. “The name 
of the show,” says Naimpally, who conceived 
the program and is producing it through 
her company, Austin Dance India, “means 
‘unbroken tradition.’ The flow of a tradition 
is the parampara, passed down from guru to 
disciple. Three of these traditions are converg- 
ing in this performance, which is unusual.” 
The qualities that each woman has drawn 
from those different traditions are as distinc- 
tive as their personal histories. For Lalli, a 



New Yorker who felt a deep kinship with 
the culture of India from a young age and 
made three journeys to the subcontinent to 
train there, the expressiveness of the dance 
was grounded in precision. “My school had 
very closed steps, very rigorous, and some 
of them almost impossible for the body to 
do,” she says. “You’re doing like mathemati- 
cal equations: [makes gestures] exactly here, 
then exactly here.” For Subramanian, who 
began dancing at age 4 in her native India, the 
dance grows out of a mental connection with 
the music. “What I get from my master and 
the training,” she says, “is the instantaneous 
choreography and the ability to visualize the 
movement in your mind once the music sug- 
gests something to you. That’s the main thing 
I got out of it, because I watched him do that.” 
And for Naimpally, who started her studies in 
Indian classical dance when her family lived 
in northwestern Ontario, the key is investing 
every gesture with as much meaning as pos- 
sible. Her teachers, she says, “would take one 
word of a piece and try to go into depth with 
that one word for a week of something until 
I could get all the nuances of that word, the 
poetic undertones of that word that you have 
to bring out in the dancing. What they gave 
me was the ability to visualize not only the 
music but the inner meanings of the poetry. 
What is the poet trying to say with that one 
word? What are the nuances of that that then 
you can express through the dance?” 

Naimpally felt the program could be a 
vehicle for showing that, “although dance is 
most definitely rooted in the physical body, 
it also transcends it. The three of us come 
from varied backgrounds - Madurai, India; 
New York, USA; Thunder Bay, Canada - and 
also dance traditions. We are also at different 
stages of our lives and careers. The dance 
expresses itself very differently through each 
of us. I feel there is a very different beauty 
in witnessing a mature person articulate the 
movements that comes from within. Bharata 
Natyam is a very forgiving technique that 
allows for this. An older dancer can focus 
more on the abhinaya, or expressive aspect of 
the dance. I wanted to highlight the beauty of 
variety within Bharata Natyam through style 
as well as age and background.” 



In coming together, these dancers of vary- 
ing lineages, all of whom have experience 
teaching, have been able to become students 
again. “When we trained in our tradition 
and in our masters’ lineage, there was a little 
tunnel vision. You prepared it a certain way,” 
says Subramanian. “But when you interact 
with other teachers and with people who have 
trained in their own lineages, then you gain a 
totally different perspective in looking at things. 
And I think that enriches you as a teacher as 
well as a dancer and choreographer.” 

“I have been learning a lot through this 
experience,” insists Naimpally. “Gina [Lalli] 
has been teaching me some of her traditional 
repertoire, in her style, which doesn’t fit well 
with my body right now, but I’m practicing.” 
To which Lalli responds: “She’s very bright 
and a very good dancer. To have a good stu- 
dent is what every teacher longs for, a really 
great student, and she’s it.” 

Even the eldest in this trio, the local 
legend whose pioneering work with Indian 
classical dance locally earned her induction 
in the Austin Arts Hall of Fame, has picked 
up a lesson or two here. From Naimpally, 
who is the main person suggesting the steps 
in the group dances, Lalli has learned some 
new variations. Those mathematical equa- 
tionlike steps she mentioned earlier, “when 
you link them together, in my school, they’re 
not always pretty,” she says. “They don’t 
always fit together. Some are here, and some 
are way over there, and some are back, and 
it’s almost impossible for the body to do it. 
So you do the best you can. But Anuradha 
has different choreography which has much 
smoother transitions, and it’s given me inspi- 
ration of another way it could be done.” 

For this dancer, who had been unable to prac- 
tice her art for some time due to health issues, 
this is “a renewal. A resurrection!” 

And it won’t end here. Naimpally is already 
working on a follow-up program for November. 
The flow of the Bharata Natyam tradition will 
continue, even here, half a world away from its 
source and deep in the heart of Texas. ■

THE MAN FROM BEIJING: A NOVEL 

by Henning Mankell 
Knopf, 384 pp., $25.95 

I don’t want to recommend this book to you, 
friend. I’d rather repeat earlier recommendations 
for Henning Mankell’s ongoing series of myster- 
ies featuring police Detective Kurt Wallander. 

Problem is, this Man From Beijing is an 
international bestseller - it 
proudly says so on the cover - 
and so, unsurprisingly, it reads 
like an international bestseller. 

Not one like The Name of the 
Rose, say, or even The Silence 
of the Lambs - to name only 
two tales that transcend mar- 
ketplace hype - but more like 
some latter-day Ludlum or 
Trevanian brick o’ text. Which, 
if that’s your thing, more 
power to you, but I’ve always 
found that the filmed versions 
of those are better than the 
original books and have won- 
dered: What’s the point of writing other than a 
screenplay of such material in the first place? 

Mankell’s newest is a globe-trotting thriller 
of a novel, featuring Swedish Judge Birgitta 
Roslin investigating a series of crimes that is 
brought to her notice by a mysterious massa- 
cre in a small village and that ultimately spans 
centuries and continents. It’s a hell of a deeply 
researched and well-structured work - for the 
writer. For the reader, the story’s a time-passing 
implement infused with enough character devel-

opment to lend it some emotional heft, but also 
weighed down with global sociopolitical revela- 
tions that this reviewer would’ve preferred to 
read, essaywise, elsewhere, unencumbered by 
the machinery of plot or narrative. As it is, some 
of the revelations are delivered as a long speech 
(delivered before a committee, no less) by one 
of the characters, effectively stopping the action 
for a little look-what-l’ve-discov- 
ered-about-the-world seminar. 

And Judge Roslin, well, 
the quotidian of her 
middle-aged life could 
work as a fine coun- 
terpoint to the dead- 
ly shenanigans and 
political intrigue, but 
they seem ho-hum 
and tokenish here. 

Kurt Wallander, the fic- 
tional dick whose exploits 
propelled Mankell to bestseller 
status, he’s an ordinary person, 
too - but an ordinary person with 
a much more compelling personality, and, you 
read a couple Wallander novels, it’s like visit- 
ing over coffee with an aging, curmudgeonly, 
diabetes-denying old friend - whose territory 
of detection tends toward the more Swedishly 
local and familiar, with side trips to London 
or Beijing not part of the down-home program 
of intriguing mayhem. The Wallander oeuvre 
seems less ... contrived, y’know? 

At least, that’s one man’s judgment.

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VIENNA SECRETS: 

A MAX LIEBERMANN MYSTERY 

by Frank Tallis 

Mortalis/Random House Trade 
Paperbacks, 400 pp., $15 

If you like your murder mysteries with a 
healthy dose of Freudian psychoanalysis, 
here’s a sweet read for you. Set in 1903 
Vienna, this is the fourth 
volume of the Liebermann 
Papers, Tallis’ acclaimed 
mystery series that fea- 
tures the crime-fight- 
ing team of police 
Inspector Oskar 
Reinhardt and psy- 
choanalyst Dr. Max 
Liebermann. Like 
its trio of predeces- 
sors, this yarn is rich 
in historical detail and 
presence of place. 

When two bodies are 
found brutally decapitated 
on church property and the victims are 
discovered to be members of a covert 
anti-Semitic group, Liebermann turns his 
attention to the insular Hasidic commu- 
nity and its fiery leader, Rebbe Barash. 
The plot thickens when a third headless 
body turns out to be that of a Jewish 
procurer with a history of abusing young 
women. An array of compelling subtexts 
and subplots are deftly interwoven into 
the fabric of the story with stylish flair. 
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The mounting anti-Semitism of the time 
fuels a deathbed controversy that entangles 
Liebermann at the hospital where he works. 
The blowback of this simmering vitriol 
brings into focus the legend of the golem, a 
manmade superhuman protector of Jews in 
medieval Prague, and its relation to Jewish 
mysticism and the kabbalah. Liebermann is 
a student of Sigmund Freud, 
and his theories of dream 
analysis are an intriguing part 
of the deliberations. Freud even 
makes a cameo appearance, 
as does the revered author/ 
playwright Arthur Schnitzler. 
Their presence and the discus- 
sion of their work enhances 
the depiction of Vienna as 
a cauldron of intellectual 
vibrancy at a time when the 
mighty Austro-Hungarian 
empire was nearing the end 
of its dominance. The city’s 
crowded, smoky coffeehouses 
and restaurants are used as effective set- 
pieces with Inspector Reinhardt’s penchant 
for pastries and sweets evoking some delec- 
table descriptions. Tallis’ knowledge of the 
period’s contemporary music, his grasp of 
arcane piano techniques, and a judicious 
use of physics makes for a tale so chock-full 
of tantalizing elements that the actual solv- 
ing of the crimes almost takes a backseat to 
the heady milieu swirling around it.

get-together at Becky Beaver’s historic home. Not being art 
divas and hardly being working women, Michael Barnes and 
my date, Stephen Rice, were the only males there.

ZACH-ING IT UP Of course I wasn’t going to miss Zach 
Theatre’s annual Red, Hot & Soul fundraiser, regardless of 
a missing tooth.

Despite its name, 24 Diner does not 
specialize in typical diner fare. Instead, it 
serves what Curren describes as “elevat- 
ed comfort food”: meat loaf, chicken pot 
pie, roasted chicken, shepherd’s pie, 
chicken and waffles, and the like, made 
with premium ingredients. By “premium,” I 
mean top-notch, farmers’ market-quality 
foodstuffs. Curren uses local purveyor 
Farm to Table, and the restaurant keeps a 
chalkboard over the bar identifying exactly 
which ingredients local farms and ranches 
are contributing to each day’s fare. 

“The menu will always be subtly shifting 
to reflect the seasons,” says Curren. 

“Right now we are featuring a lot of warm- 
ing foods, but as the temperatures rise 
we will be adding to our salads and intro- 
ducing lighter dishes.” 

24 Diner occupies the space previously 
housing Waterloo Ice House and is still 
associated with the Ice House empire. 

Bob Gillett, one of the partners, explains: 
“Most of our Ice House locations have 
developed over time to be very family- 
friendly, with playscapes for the kids and 
so on. The Downtown location just didn’t 
have the space, literally, for us to stay with 
that model.” Deciding to forge into 24/7 
territory, Gillett and other investors hired 
Curren, who graduated as valedictorian of 
his Culinary Institute of America class in 
New York. They set him loose to design 
the menu, and Curren delivered with a bill 
of fare that has people packing in not just 
late at night but at lunch and brunch, too. 

The interior has been redone to be 
chillingly modern, all clean lines, chrome, 
and pale tones. The very colorlessness of 
the design accentuates the appearance 


of the food the way a white plate does: 
The food itself seems to almost glow with 
vibrancy and color in contrast to the sub- 
dued background. 

The portions at 24 are enormous, which 
is good because the prices are higher 
than average. The appetizer order of 
french fries ($6.45) is enough, seriously, 
for a table of eight. The fries are fresh-cut 
from the whole potato and served crisp, 
hot, and sprinkled with coarse salt. They 
couldn’t have been better. 

The bacon Gorgonzola burger 
($11.95) is also massive. 24 grinds its 
own hamburger from all-natural brisket, 
and the flavor of the beef is outstanding, 
fully capable of standing up to the strong 
flavors of bacon, Gorgonzola, caramelized 
onions, and aioli. Since I had already 
eaten my weight in fries, I opted for the 


bacon-braised greens as my side. A 
mixture of local collard and mustard 
greens, they were perfectly tender and 
deeply flavorful. M’s Grilled Cheese 

($8.65) is also outstanding, the bread 
perfectly toasted on a buttered grill, the 
cheese abundant and fully melted. The 
macaroni and cheese side was rich and 
creamy, the noodles swimming in a super- 
abundance of sauce. 

Having heard raves about the roasted- 
banana-and-brown-sugar milk shake 
($4.95), I ordered one for dessert. Bananas 
Foster, chilled, in a glass, made even more 
decadent with hand-whipped cream: It 
deserves the accolades it has received. 24 
serves beer and wine as well as milk 
shakes and offers the standard array of 
espresso drinks to complement its round- 
the-clock breakfast. - Kate Thornberry

The That Takes the Cake! 2010 Sugar Art Show 
& Cake Competition this past weekend was a fasci- 
nating cultural phenomenon. A large and very diverse 
crowd of sugar-art enthusiasts - grade school kids to 
grandparents - packed the building to compete for 
prizes, view the various decorating entries, buy all 
manner of equipment, and attend classes taught by 
industry professionals. Though all the elements of 
the decorated entries were technically edible, a vast 
majority were there to be judged on their demonstra- 
tion of decorating techniques and skills alone; a 
much smaller group of confections was entered in the 
taste competition. Chronicle contributor Kate 
Thornberry and I joined a group of judges that 
included pastry chefs Tony Sansalone and Robin 
Foster of the Driskill and Kristie Sasser of All in 
One Bake Shop to judge cakes, cookies, and confec- 
tions in a blind tasting. The most interesting thing in 
my category was a peanut brittle spiced with both 
green chile and bacon. The bacon-in-desserts trend 
is seriously out of hand in many quarters this year, 
but the pork was in proper balance in this brittle. The 
candymaker used a judicious hand with both savory 
ingredients, skillfully achieving a chile tingle on the 
tongue, accented by a delightful crunch of salt and 
smoke. The best evidence the brittle deserved high 
marks? The judges continued to nibble on it well 
after our judging duties were completed! A com- 
plete list of competition winners will be posted at 
www.thattakesthecake.org by the end of this week. 
Congratulations to Jennifer Bartos of All in One 
Bake Shop and the entire Capital Confectioners of 
Austin club for putting on an excellent event that has 
become one of the biggest cake shows in the country 
in just a few short years... Sad to say the closing of 
the venerable Dot’s Place in Pflugerville on Feb. 26 
caught me completely off guard. I didn’t get to make 
a final pilgrimage to that mother church of Southern 
comfort food for a big piece of cornmeal-crusted cat- 
fish, a pillow-soft yeast roll, and a bowl of fruit cob- 
bler. I’m a longtime admirer of the soul-satisfying 
cooking and warm hospitality of the incomparable 
Dorothy “Dot” Hewitt, and I wish the 70-year-old 
restaurateur a well-deserved retirement... Rereading 
a fall column about the demise of Gourmet maga- 
zine, I realized I’d been downright snippy about Conde 
Nast’s decision to keep BonAppetit in print rather 
than my preferred publication. I hadn’t read Bon 
Appetit in years, but it has been pointed out to me 
that someone there certainly does keep an eye on 
the culinary scene in Central Texas, and I’m glad to 
see it. Austin restaurants and food trailers have been 
mentioned regularly, and this month the magazine 
has included Round Rock Donuts (106 W. Liberty in 
Round Rock, 512/255-3629, www.roundrockdonuts.com) 
in a list of the Top 10 Best Places for Donuts. And 
speaking of local businesses in the national news, 
did you happen to catch the piece about Flip 
Happy Crepes (400 Josephine, 552-9034, 
www.fliphappycrepes.com) on CNN at the crack of dawn 
earlier this week? (Me neither - I recorded it.) After 
its great showing on Throwdown! With Bobby Flay we 
hear the Food Network has been in touch with 
Austin’s beloved crepe mavens about a segment on 
another show, but all the details aren’t firmed up at 
this point. We’ll keep you posted... The conventional 
wisdom used to be that fall was the best and safest 
time to open an Austin restaurant, what with the 
influx of new student money in the local economy 
and all. However, early spring debuts appear to be 
an emerging trend - there’s a whole new crop of 
local restaurants to talk about next week. 
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Locavores Before It Was Cool 


Austin's homegrown Kerbey Lane Cafe

The term “locavore” was coined 
late in the past decade to describe 
someone who searches out and con- 
sumes locally grown foods. The 
word is so new to the American 
culinary lexicon that it isn’t yet rec- 
ognized by the spell-check mecha- 
nisms of most word-processing pro- 
grams, but the trend itself is in full 
bloom across the country A growing 
number of upscale restaurant chefs 
are cultivating relationships with 
farmers, ranchers, dairymen, cheese- 
makers, beekeepers, and other arti- 
san food producers in order to 
ensure that their menu items are 
made with the best quality local 
ingredients. It’s a welcome trend in 
many cities, and Austin is no excep- 
tion. But Austin’s version of the 
locavore movement really isn’t any- 
thing new - owners of the 30-year- 
old, homegrown Kerbey Lane Cafe 
chain have been searching out local 
produce for at least 20 years. 

When Kerbey Lane co-founder 
David Ayer started looking for a 
farmer to grow tomatoes for the 
three restaurants he had in the late 
Eighties, starting a trend was the 
farthest thing from his mind. “We 
just wanted to replace tasteless 
tomatoes with some that had actual 
flavor,” he recalls. After a couple of 
failed attempts at working with 
other growers, Kerbey Lane con- 


tracted with local farmer Cora 
Lamar for a large portion of her 
summer tomato crop. The menu 
specials that resulted from the 
“attack of the summer tomatoes” 
were (and still are) well-publicized 
and well-received in the restaurants. 
By the early Nineties, Lamar was 
providing Kerbey Lane with more 
summer crops, and soon yellow 
squash, zucchini, eggplant, pep- 
pers, okra, and herbs found their 
way into seasonal menu items. The 
superior flavor and popularity of the 
summer specials demonstrated the 
value of featuring local produce. 
And as a wider variety of seasonal 
items became available in the Austin 
market over the next two decades, 
Ayer invested the time, energy, and 
money necessary to make sure that 
the Kerbey Lane kitchens were able 
to increase the diversity of their 
seasonal menu offerings. 

So how does a four-outlet restau- 
rant chain that feeds roughly 
1.2 million people a year manage to 
walk the locavore walk with aver- 
age menu prices that range from $3 
to $10? It takes a genuine commit- 
ment to the basic philosophy, a 
certain degree of menu flexibility, 
the desire to build long-term rela- 
tionships with vendors, and savvy 
business management. Kerbey Lane 
has all that. From the company’s

earliest days, co-owners (and former spouses) 
Patricia Atkinson and David Ayer made a point 
of supporting other small local businesses. 
They bought produce from Joe Segovia and his 
sons when they only had one truck and got 
chickens from L. East Poultry, yogurt and tofu 
from White Mountain, tortilla chips from El 
Lago, and breads and desserts from local 
wholesale bakeries (including my own for a 
couple of years in the early Eighties). 

Kerbey Lane’s commitment to quality 
ingredients has been a facet of the business 
since the beginning. At a time when most 
cafe salads were still made with bland, flavor- 
less iceberg lettuce, Kerbey Lane switched to 
a spring salad mix of various greens and let- 
tuces. Ayer recalls that the change initially 
had some customers asking why there were 
“weeds in my salad bowl,” but the couple 
persisted, and the better-quality, more flavor- 
ful greens soon caught on. These days, all 
Kerbey Lane salads come from Bluebonnet 
Hydroponic Produce and are incredibly fresh 
and tasty. As a restaurant that built its fame 
on big-volume breakfast, the cafes serve milk 
from Hill Country Dairies, pork from 
Pederson’s Natural Farms, cage-free eggs from 
Maxim near Rosenberg, and signature pan-

In recent years it has sev- 
ered its business connection to the 
motel and become a stand-alone res- 
taurant. Part of Star Seeds’ charm has 
always been its lack of pretension: It 
is unapologetically a greasy spoon. 
Service is usually prompt but can be 
very slow when the restaurant gets 
slammed. The menu is classic diner 
and features salads, sandwiches, 
burgers, a handful of entrees (includ- 
ing Frito pie), and breakfast. With 28 
different breakfast items, breakfast is 
Star Seeds’ strong suit. The omelets 
are tasty, the breakfast tacos are 
enormous, and the coffee is excellent.

cakes so popular the mixes are now avail- 
able by the package. 

Kerbey Lane offers a large, long-established 
core menu that’s available around the clock. 
The flexibility to use local produce comes 
with seasonal menus that change four or five 
times a year. “We look at what’s available from 
our vendors and encourage our employees to 
participate in a contest to develop new sea- 
sonal recipes,” Ayer explains. “If their dish is 
chosen, it appears on the menu with their 
name, like Yoli’s Posole on the winter menu.” 
The volume of produce 
necessary to keep four 
restaurants serving more 
than a million folks a year 
is staggering. Kitchen/ 
facilities manager Carl 
Leefe says that vendors 
are sometimes daunted 
when they find out he’s 
buying for Kerbey Lane 
Cafe. “We do look for 
growers who can handle 
our volume, but we make 
it clear to them we can 
use a few items a few 
months at a time,” Leefe 
says. The new spring 
menu is set to debut in 
mid-to-late March. 

For the past couple of 
years, Kerbey Lane’s summer produce has 
been provided by Fredericksburg-area farmer 
Paul Engel. Ayer and Leefe have also culti- 
vated good relationships with farmers and 
ranchers who sell at the weekly Sunset Valley 
Farmers Market. Check out the rotating sea- 
sonal menus, and you’re likely to find 
Caskey Orchards peaches, Love Creek 
Orchards apples, oranges and grapefruit 
from Gonzales Fruit near Mission, Loncito’s 
lamb, Thunder Heart Bison, or Broken Arrow 
Ranch wild boar. “We also work with John 


Lash of Farm to Table who distributes for 
some wonderful Texas growers and produc- 
ers,” Leefe reports. You can see a complete 
list of vendors at www.kerbeylanecafe.com. 

The business model that is the foundation 
of Kerbey Lane Cafe’s 30-year success story 
continues to evolve. The company currently 
employs about 300 people and does $12.5 
million a year in gross sales, with a healthy 
percentage of that money being funneled 
back into the local economy. Though Patricia 
Atkinson has moved back to her native New 
England, she is at her 
virtual desk in the Kerbey 
Lane corporate office 
every day via the Internet, 
overseeing day-to-day 
operations and business 
assets. Ayer maintains 
control of the overall 
vision for the company 
and is actively involved 
in menu development. 
Leefe manages kitchens 
and facilities including 
the South Austin com- 
missary where Kerbey 
Lane staple items like 
salsa, queso, black beans, 
salad dressings, vegetari- 
an soups, desserts, and 
some seasonal specials 
are made fresh, from scratch, every day. The 
entire team is currently involved in develop- 
ing the company’s signature pancake mixes 
(for sale via the website and in some local 
stores) into a successful national brand. 
Kerbey Lane Cafe’s line of pancake mixes 
should begin selling on QVC within the next 
60 days, just about the same time the com- 
pany will announce the location of a fifth 
outlet set to open during the coming year. 
What a way to celebrate 30 years of success 
as one of the authentic flavors of Austin! ■

SKA, SUPER-ANIMATED 

Gals Panic reunites to play 
a fundraising show for 
Lance Myers’ new project

Time flies. Not counting their one-off, what-the-hell-why-not? 
gig three years back, it’s been a full 13 years since the ami- 
cable breakup of pioneering Austin ska outfit Gals Panic. In 
the interim, guitarist Jerm Pollet formed Mr. Sinus Theater 
before moving back to his homeborough Brooklyn, while bass- 
ist Cardinal Connor, drummer Steve Austin, and manic front- 
man Lance “Fever” Myers briefly formed Playdoh Squad 
before heading their separate ways. Austin’s ska-pit just 
hasn’t been the same since. That is, until this Saturday, when 
Gals Panic will once again create havoc and hilarity at Emo’s. 

“We’ve got what I call the ‘golden years’ lineup back 
together,” Myers tells me over coffee and cacophony at 
Spider House Cafe. And the reason for this second sainted 
reunion of ska gods? A benefit for Myers, who, as a longtime 
Austin animator (A Scanner Darkly, SuperDeluxe. corn’s The 
Ted Zone, and our all-time favorite, “The Astronomer”), has 
undertaken the most ambitious, independently produced 
(read: self-funded), traditional 2-D animated project of his 
career with “Boxer Story.” 

“This has some funny, off-the-wall stuff in it,” explains 
Myers of the projected 30-minutes-plus “Boxer Story,” “but it’s 
more about creating a work of art that I can be really, really 
proud of. Ted Zone was a different thing 
altogether. I had to complete a full five- 
minute episode from start to finish in 
eight weeks, which is not a lot of time 
when you’re doing animation. I’m proud 
of the work I did on that, certainly, but 
when you’re working on deadlines, cor- 
ners get cut. With ‘Boxer Story,’ I’m 
going back to the really grueling, no 
shortcuts, drawing every frame, real deal. 

And I’m using some of the best voice tal- 
ent in Austin and actually doing full read- 
throughs instead of just handing someone 
a script and saying, ‘Go to it!”’ 

Myers is understandably reluctant at 
this point to give out a fully fleshed synopsis of his dream 
project, but suffice it to say it involves lots of blood, sweat, 
and fisticuffs. An homage to everything from Rocky to Raging 
Bull to AH, “the idea is to play around with the conventions 
inherent in every boxing film,” says the animator. 

“It’s a dark comedy, but there is the very serious theme of 
chasing your dream. It’s about a young, talented, down-and- 
out boxer who really wants a shot at the title, with a twist.” 
’Nuff said. Go get ’em, champ. ■

Common South by Southwest wis- 
dom holds that the Music Festival is 
the keeper of free stuff: swag, sam- 
plers, day shows, parties, etc. Inter- 
active, meanwhile, has a largely badge- 
only policy. One of the few exceptions is 
the ScreenBurn at SXSW Arcade. Free 
and open to the public, the gaming 
arm of the festival offers a glimpse 
into how the credentialed live. 

Perhaps the most interesting 
booth at the arcade will be cour- 
tesy of the Rock Band Network. 
Maybe you just want to show off 
your ability to nail both solos in 
“November Rain,” but the RBN 
offers creation tools to the gen- 
eral public. That means even if 
you’re in an unsigned band, you 
can download software that will 
allow you to turn your songs 
into playable nuggets of awe- 
some. The Rock Band track-creation 
process is not for the faint of heart or 
scant of funds. The necessary sub- 
scriptions and software will end up 
costing you, and you’ll need an Xbox 
and a copy of Rock Band 2 if you want 
things to go anywhere near smoothly. 
On top of that, the conversion process 
is said to take nonprofessionals between 
20 and 40 hours per song. Check out 
the RBN booth and decide for yourself 
if it’s worth it. 


Weigh your educational options with 
tables from the game design degree 
programs at Austin Community 
College and Texas State Technical 
College. For the kids still in high 
school, GameCamp! reps will ensure 
they don’t laze around with their feet 
dangling in the lake this summer. High 
school students learn the industry 
from professional game developers. 

No tan, but they might start on a path 
toward a lucrative career.

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Technology, 
Take Us Away 

Are our gadgets and gizmos troubleshooters 
or troublemakers?

My friend Will makes a mean quiche, and he 
brought two over to my house on New Year’s 
Day for brunch. I thanked him later by text; 
here’s the message I sent: “Were still eating 
tourney delicious quiche BTW Thanks spuxh 
for bringing it!” Even though I’m an editor, I 
try not to be uptight when it comes to texting 
- but I tell you this: Only a deliberate, perni- 
cious force of otherworldly dominion could 
turn “your” into “tourney” and “so much” into 
“spuxh” without my catching it. My “smart” 
phone is just such a pernicious force. 

Admittedly, I find technological progress 
daunting - a nuisance, even. I’m more enam- 
ored of my new garbage disposal than my new 
smart phone. It’s taken me so long to figure out 
how to properly use my smart phone, in fact, 
that only my love for my garbage disposal has 
prevented me from throwing my phone into 
it. But clearly, I’m not what you’d call an early 
adopter. I expect more out of normal people, all 
of whom apparently love their smart phones, 
and I expect even more out of this year’s 1,000 
or so people hosting South by Southwest 
Interactive panels with clever titles like In Code 
We Trust. These are the people, I imagine, who 
can handle all the novelty - who can peer into 
the perpetual blur and see in it the outlines of 
something beautiful, or at least sane. 

As Interactive Festival producer Shawn 
O’Keefe puts it, Interactive is all about “what’s 
next in the industry.” It’s where industry play- 
ers come together to marvel at the latest inno- 
vations starting with 
a lowercased “i” and 
not only imagine 
how they’ll make 
our lives better but 
put into motion the 
relationships that 
will lead to the “aha!” moments that will bring 
us to next year’s next big thing. Still, judging 
by this year’s list of panels, I’m not the only 
one wondering if technology simply causes 
more problems that it solves. 

Help! I’m Blogging, 
and I Can’t Get Up! 

Take William Burdette’s panel, Swarming 
Plato’s Cave: Rethinking Digital Fantasies: 
“Technology has always been packaged with 
promises of better democracy, media, educa- 
tion, minds, and bodies,” reads the description. 
‘An intellectual tradition, from Plato onward, 
questions whether technology can actually 
deliver on these promises.” And then there’s 
Corinne Weisgerber’s panel, Is Technology 
Weakening Interpersonal Relationships? “I was 
kind of one of those people . . . who jumped on 


that bandwagon right away and accepted the 
idea that social media is good for authenticity 
and increases transparency and it’s all great,” 
says Weisgerber. “But I think after a year or 
two, people started reevaluating some of those 
things, and I think that’s kind of where we’re 
at at this point.” And then there’s Stephanie 
Klein’s panel, Balance Is Bullshit, in which the 
veteran Austin blogger asks, “How do you find 
time to approve comments, comment on other 
people’s blogs, drive traffic to your blog, net- 
work . . .? How do you find time to do all this?” 
As technology moves onward and upward, 
it doesn’t always wait for people to catch up. 
As such, matters of lifestyle (how to manage 
your time, your relationships, your finances) 
prove to be popular, if somewhat unexpected, 
topics at Interactive - so much so that 174 of 
this year’s panel proposals fell into the “self- 
help/self-improvement” category. “I think as 
FriendFeed has taken off, Facebook has taken 
off, Twitter has taken off ... whether you’re 
at home on your computer or on the go on 
your phone, you’re overwhelmed with all this 
information,” says panelist Vince Maniago, a 
California-based consultant who has worked 
with Yahoo! Focal, Upcoming, and Zvents. “I 
think the lifestyle topic is really fitting based on 
where we are with technology. It’s not just the 
geeks anymore - everybody who’s going to buy 
a phone right now is thinking at least about 
getting a smart phone. . . . That’s a huge chan- 
nel of information to you directly wherever you 
are. I think that impacts 
your lifestyle greatly.” 
O’Keefe says that 
panels addressing life- 
style issues have, “in 
some form or fashion,” 
always been a part of 
the event. “Obviously, the nature of technol- 
ogy is to challenge people in new ways, so 
we do see a lot of these topics,” says O’Keefe. 
“As a result of all this, one of the things that 
we did differently this year is ... we actu- 
ally carved the event into different themes.” 
Each theme will be associated with its own 
location. For example, Fove & Happiness - 
which, O’Keefe says, includes many of the 
lifestyle-oriented panels - will be found at 
the Courtyard Marriott. Under the Fove & 
Happiness umbrella, you’ll find panel topics 
such as Funemployed: Success Stories From 
the Faid Off Community, in which you’ll 
hopefully learn to harness the power of the 
Internet to solve your life’s problems. But 
whether it’s love and happiness you’re after 
at Interactive or just a little business advice, 
there’s no shortage of panelists under every 
theme sharing these familiar success stories.

Interactive Issue 
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Plug In, Plug Out 

Just ask panelist Cathy Erway, author of The 
Art of Eating In: How I Learned to Stop Spending 
and Love the Stove (Gotham). She not only fig- 
ured out how to save money by eating in (and 
writing about it at NotEatingOutlnNYcom) but 
parlayed the endeavor into a career - the kind 
of career she says might not have been possible 
without new media. You can also ask Nichelle 
Stephens about taming the technological beast 
for financial gain. “I think technology has so 
infiltrated everyone’s fives, why can’t we con- 
versely focus on our lifestyle and see how we can 
use technology better?” asks Stephens, a self- 
professed “main street” accountant who shares 
personal finance and small-business advice with 
clients through her website, KeepingNickels. 
com. “Class mobility is getting harder and 
harder, but ... I feel like there’s mobility in just 
having knowledge,” she says. 

Stephens will be hosting a discussion called 
The Broke Diaries: Using Blogs and Twitter to 
Five Cheaply, in which she and fellow panelists 
plan to do “the opposite of bling-bragging,” 
she says. “I really want people to see that the 
lack of a fat wallet doesn’t keep you from doing 
a lot of the things you want to do, whether 
it has to do with ... getting new clothes for 
a job interview or even starting a business.” 
Stephens believes that the secret lies in the 


power of the online community: “People are 
very willing to share information. I’ve seen that 
generosity, and sometimes it’s so much more 
valuable than money.” 

Maniago also believes in the power of the 
online community, especially social media 
such as Twitter and Facebook. “There’s a lot 
that I can serendipitously discover about my 
friends . . . through the process of reading their 
stream,” he says. “Then when I see them in 
person, it can enrich the experience.” On the 
other hand, Weisgerber - who teaches inter- 
personal communications and public relations 
in social media at St. Edward’s University 
- says she’s starting to worry about social 
media’s downside: “The fun-loving and excit- 
ing person that I’ve created on Facebook for 
my friends - I’d probably fall short of that 
quite a bit. What does it do to our relation- 
ships when you create these ideal versions of 
yourself online?” she asks. “What happens 
when you do meet face-to-face?” 

Love & Happiness? 

Technology no doubt presents infinite possi- 
bilities for making our fives better. But in doing 
so, it invariably seems to require that we devise 
clever ways to manage it (as has Diana Potter, 
panel host for Keeping Sane While Working 
From Home), employ yet newer technologies and 
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strategies to free ourselves from it (as Maniago 
and Facebook veteran Scott Marlette propose 
in their panel, Choosing Offline Activities in a 
Time-Deprived Lifestyle), or improve ourselves 
to live up to it (as recommended by Memory 
Matters! How Do Elephants Do It? panelist 
Mark Channon). I interviewed Channon - a 
former grand master of memory ranked third 
in the world - via e-mail. “You have to learn 
to manage your mind before you can man- 
age this web of information,” he wrote to me. 
Channon believes that the memory techniques 
he knows (and plans to share at the festival) - 
as well as brand new technologies like the 
iMindMap app launched in February - can 
help people develop “strategies for capturing, 
organizing and remembering so you can make 
better choices.” 

Maniago and Marlette also hope to explore 
better ways to make use of the information 
online. According to Maniago, many of us 
easily spend 50 hours a week online; mean- 
while, we might spend only a couple of hours 
actually going out with friends. On top of 
that, the data we share about ourselves online 
is “being wasted,” he 
says. “We could use that 
data to better improve 
our social connections 
offline and better make 
decisions about what 
events were going to 
attend and maybe even 
our travel plans, buy- 
ing decisions, et cetera. 

I feel like there’s not a 
good, structured way to 
use that data because 
there’s just a big stream. ” 

For instance, you might 
want to go to a show, 
but none of your close 
friends are into the band 
you want to see, or you 
might be looking for an 
exercise buddy, but your 
friends aren’t available 
when you are. No prob- 
lem, says Maniago. That 
special someone is out 
there, just not necessarily in your first or second 
circle of friends, where they’re easy to spot. If 
Maniago has his way, the social media of the 
future will be able to find that person for you 
- freeing up even more of your time, of course, 
for consuming social media. 

Weisgerber wonders whether it’s such a 
good idea to be consuming all that social 
media in the first place. She and her fellow 
panelists plan to discuss the implications of 
social networking on family, professional, and 
romantic relationships. “I think there are a 
lot of questions we need to start looking at 
in terms of kids getting on social networking 
sites and spending hours and hours and hours 
talking to people online. . . . That’s displacing 
time that they would have spent interacting 
face-to-face.” Adults, too, are vulnerable, she 
says: “That’s the time that you would have 
spent with your partner.” Weisgerber knows 


from experience. Her research requires that she 
keep up with all the latest innovations in social 
media; right now her blog is suffering because 
of her Twitter account, but that’s not all - her 
husband considers himself a “social media 
widower,” she says. “I think there’s something 
to that - that we’ve come to a point where it’s 
just not possible to keep that up any longer.” 
Even veteran bloggers are struggling to 
keep up. At last year’s festival, on the panel 
From Blog to Book Deal, Austin writer 
Stephanie Klein talked about her experiences 
leveraging her blogging success. This year, 
she’s bringing as many questions as answers. 
“I call [the panel] ‘Balance Is Bullshit’ - not 
just to demystify the whole work/life balance 
myth . . . but also to offer solutions and have 
people talk about the technologies that are 
helping us do it,” she says. Klein hit upon 
the idea at a time when she was juggling 
three different writing projects: “I was devel- 
oping a new television show, working on 
my second book becoming a film, and also 
working on my next book proposal . . . plus 
keeping up a blog,” she recalls. “And I said 
to myself: ‘How do 
people do this? There 
have to be technolo- 
gies out there.’” 

From Plato 
to Panacea 

It probably shouldn’t 
be surprising to find 
people at Interactive 
looking to technology 
to solve the problems 
caused by technol- 
ogy. Luckily for those 
seeking solutions, 
Interactive has plenty 
of smart people - not 
just smart phones - 
ready to provide them. 
I have to admit to being 
more of a fan of the 
newfangled than I let 
on. In addition to my 
new smart phone and 
garbage disposal, after all, I also have a new 
dishwasher and washing machine, as a con- 
sequence of recently graduating from apart- 
ment life into a real house. This thought has 
been fresh in mind: Technology is awesome! 
Of course, I did notice that the floor was 
all wet around the washing machine a few 
weeks ago - is that bad? 

As my grandmother (and apparently Plato) 
surely discovered before me, technology does 
free up your time - just enough to do a lot of 
troubleshooting. And play a little bridge. Or, 
in this millennium, update your Facebook 
status. Interactive may be about what’s next, 
but it also serves as a particularly poignant 
reminder of just how far we’ve come, how fast 
technologies change, and how much energy it 
takes to keep up. Just remember: You’re good 
enough, you’re smart enough, and doggone it, 
your technology spuxhes you. ■

Mind Games 

New science that gets in your head

I always attributed the appeal of Hot 
Pockets to the universal allure of melted 
cheese - that is, until the realization that Eric 
Kogelschatz, senior digital account execu- 
tive for marketing communications agency 
in Cleveland and panelist for Big Brother in 
Your Brain: Neuroscience & Marketing, was 
behind the brand’s digital marketing. Now 
I’m wondering if my frontal lobe has been 
co-opted by henchmen hellbent on taking 
over the world one doughy, microwavable 
pouch at a time. 

By combining the fields of neuroscience 
and marketing, a straight- out- of-science-fic- 
tion hybrid has emerged: neuromarketing. 
Kogelschatz, doubtless playing down his plans 
for world domination, claims that advertising 
has historically used elements of psychol- 
ogy without much focus on hard science; it 
was more of a gut feeling. “Neuromarketers 
are able to analyze the brain activity of con- 
sumers utilizing functional magnetic reso- 
nance imaging or steady state topography 
test,” Kogelschatz says. What that means 
is marketers can find out what logos or 
other stimuli affect what parts of the brain. 
“Neuromarketing as a methodology is not 
widely accepted by the advertising and mar- 
keting industry, and guidelines have yet to be 
defined,” Kogelschatz admits. And while he 
reassures me that advertisers and marketers 
follow “explicit rules to guide ethical prac- 
tices,” I’ll certainly be eating my Hot Pockets 
with a happy stomach and a wary eye. 

Slightly less nefarious-seeming is Netflix 
Prize guru Greg McAlpin, who keeps his 
hands clean by making computers do all 
of his mind-reading dirty work. The Netflix 
Prize offered $1 million to a team that could 
improve the accuracy of the DVD rental out- 
fit’s recommendation system by more than 
10%. McAlpin’s crew came in a painfully 
close second place, but the lessons learned 
by the top teams made waves throughout the 
field of recommendation science. McAlpin 
remembers the haters: “A lot of people said 
that it was impossible, that no one would 
ever be able to reach the 10-percent mark 
- that it couldn’t be done because of indi- 
vidual variance.” And it was true to a certain 
extent that no one could crunch the numbers 
and surpass that elusive and lucrative goal. 
Only once teams started putting their heads 
together and combining their algorithms, 
artificial intelligence, and other modes of cal- 
culation did the finish line of a 10% increase 
in accuracy become possible. 

But what’s to stop them there? Once com- 
puters start understanding our desires, how 
far down the slippery slope must we slide 
before robots think they know what program- 
ming is best for us and force us to watch it 



at gunpoint? McAlpin says: “I think there’s 
a line in the sand that you can’t improve 
[upon]. They call it the noise floor. It’s the 
lowest point that you can get to before things 
appear random - before things are just not 
predictable.” He might be right ... or he 
might just already know what I want to hear. 
It’s a catch-22. ■

The Revolution 
Will Be Tweeted 

Harnessing social media’s potential for political change

Last May, Mona Kasra visited Iran for the 
first time since leaving her native country nine 
years earlier. She had returned there for family 
reasons, but a fortuitous set of circumstances 
landed her back home at a time when Iran 
was in the final weeks of a heady presidential 
race, with hard-liner incumbent Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad trying to fend off fierce oppo- 
sition - most notably from Mir-Hossein 
Mousavi, whose campaign platform included, 
of all things, equal rights for women. 

The timing of Kasra’ s visit provided a first- 
hand look at how much Iran had changed, 
particularly for women - still veiled but hardly 
silent and very much a part of the political pro- 
cess. “I was surprised by what then came across 
as a democratic nation, very different from the 
Iran I remembered from my childhood,” said 
Kasra, an artist and educator, currently pursu- 
ing a doctorate in emerging media and com- 
munication at the University of Texas at Dallas. 
“Iranians, especially the younger generation, 
were out openly and passionately campaigning 
for their favorite candidate,” Kasra recounted 
in an e-mail interview with the Chronicle. 

Kasra will be making her second visit to 
SXSW Interactive, this time as a speaker on a 
panel discussion on how Iranian women raised 
their global profile during the 2009 election 
by harnessing the power of social media - a 
topic she pitched to SXSW Interactive organiz- 
ers based on her knowledge and experience. 

“On the surface, everything suggested a 
very open election where everybody got to 
support one’s favorite candidate,” Kasra said. 
“Women’s presence was very apparent dur- 
ing the weeks before the election. They par- 
ticipated both as campaign supporters and 
campaign organizers.” What’s more, Kasra 
continued, “for the first time, a candidate’s 
wife [Mousavi’s spouse, Zahra Rahnavard] was 
even campaigning for her husband, which was 
quite a new phenomenon in Iran’s political 


history after the revolution” - a reference to 
the 1979 overthrow of the country’s monar- 
chy. “Yet, as we witnessed,” Kasra said, “it 
soon proved to be otherwise!” 

The questionable “landslide” victory of 
Ahmadinejad in an election largely believed to 
be rigged touched off a series of massive street 
protests, with digital media playing a pivotal 
role in galvanizing what became known as the 
“green movement” - green representing the 
symbol of Mousavi’s campaign and his rally- 
ing cry for freedom of speech. 

As it happened, Kasra left Iran and returned 
to the U.S. shortly before the June 12, 2009, 
election, but thanks to the likes of Twitter 
and YouTube, she, like the rest of the world, 
followed the turn of events after the election, 
watching and reading in real-time awe. Even 
as the Iranian government used its censor- 
ship powers to block access to text messages 
and social-networking sites, Twitter perse- 
vered by virtue of its agility, which allowed it 
to circumvent govern- 
ment-imposed cyber 
blockades. The U.S. 

Department of State 
even waded into the 
picture, asking Twitter 
to delay a scheduled 
upgrade, which would have temporarily shut 
down the network, to allow Iranians and sup- 
porters to continue their protests - to the tune 
of millions of hits per day. 

Did the post-election events that captured 
the world stage represent a revolution for 
Iran, or for Twitter? Definitely Twitter, said 
David Parry, an emerging media professor 
at UT-Dallas, who will join Kasra on the 
Interactive panel. “When you have the U.S. 
State Department asking Twitter [to delay a 
scheduled shutdown], that’s a revolution for 
Twitter. It suddenly becomes a major player” 
in global affairs, Parry said. 


Still, the Iranian protests were not the first 
example of how social media played a key role 
in galvanizing the masses, Parry noted. The 
Philippines - not exactly known as a hotbed 
for technological breakthroughs - captured 
world attention as early as 2001 for its use 
of text messaging to spark dramatic protests 
that ultimately led to the public ouster of 
President Joseph Estrada. By comparison, a 
massive uprising in the United States via text 
messaging would end up siphoning plenty of 
wallets. “The U.S. is 
sort of backwards in 
that we charge dis- 
proportionately more 
for text messaging,” 
Parry said. 

While the Iranian 
election may have shed light on women’s strug- 
gles for equal rights, the women’s movement 
certainly didn’t occur overnight. As an artist 
who thrives on the visual and verbal influence 
of emerging media, Kasra has kept a close eye 
on how the women’s movement has evolved 
over the years. Without question, women’s 
strength in numbers became most apparent 
after last year’s election. “Iranian women have 
been using a variety of social media tools, 
the blogosphere in particular,” Kasra said. 
“Yet, during the after-election unrest, Twitter, 
YouTube, Facebook, and other social network- 
ing technology provided women - and men

- with the opportunity 
not only to mobilize and 
organize, but to get the 
word out, and to inform 
the world about the injus- 
tices. The re tweets and 
repostings echoed, sup- 
ported, and validated their 
message, even if it was by 
[way of] their supporters 
abroad,” Kasra said. 

The most shocking video posted in the 
election’s aftermath was that of the tragic 
shooting death of Neda Agha-Soltan, a young 
Iranian woman. “The video documenting her 
death grabbed global attention, as it provided 
evidence of the extent of brutality and repres- 
sion,” Kasra said. “It sparked an online com- 
munity outcry. Suddenly, all avatars turned 
green in solidarity with the protesters in Iran 
who were being killed, beaten or arrested.” 
Today, Neda Agha-Soltan is the human face of 
a movement for which so many others have 
lost their lives or who, according to Kasra, are 
still being imprisoned and tortured for speak- 
ing out. 

On the whole, Iranian women have come 
a long way in the nine years since Kasra left 
her home country for the U.S., but there 
are new roadblocks that threaten progress. 
A “family protection” bill introduced last 
month would impose even more limita- 
tions on women’s civil rights, particularly 
pertaining to alimony. Emboldened by their 
increased profile in the political arena last 
year, however, women have already taken 
steps to fight back. At press time, more than 
1,200 women had signed a statement in 
opposition to the proposed law, according to 
the Change for Equality website, as well as a 
number of Twitter feeds. 

Chalk up another revolution for social 
media. And for Iranian women. ■

We’re With 
the Brand 

The fluxing future of brand identity

When branding was first invented, it was 
literal. Heat a shaped branding iron and sear 
your mark into your property or livestock to 
say: “This is mine. Steal it, use it, or pretend 
that it’s yours, and everyone will know.” Yet 
the world doesn’t run on something as solid 
as cattle any more. Instead, just as commerce 
has become virtual, brands have become 
concepts defined as much by their users as 
by their legal owners. 

E-business analyst John Biehler started won- 
dering about these questions of brand owner- 
ship after a conversation with his wife. “She’s 
a computer-sawy, social-media-literate power 
user of things like Facebook and Twitter,” he 
said, “And she’s always asking me: ‘Why did 
they make this change? Why are they doing all 
these things that wreck my experience?”’ As 
an early adopter, she’s one of the customers 
who gave social media sites the content and 
contacts that made their brand worthwhile, 
but who feel rejected when the service mon- 
etizes. Biehler bluntly asked, “What do they 
do that pisses off people like my wife?” 
Internet marketing expert Chris Heuer, 
who will co-host the panel Do Cool Kids 
Leave When the Suits Arrive? with Biehler, 
explained, “All these cool kids feel like insid- 
ers, and all of a sudden they’re overtaken by 
a storm of new people that they don’t know.” 
He argues that social media companies must 
act as an intermediary to 
commingle the brand- 
creating users with the 
new crowd. He warned, 

“With everyone in large 
corporations tasked to 
110 percent of their 
capacity, it’s hard to 
do everything right, so 
this is often something 
people skip out on.” 

The first step is keep- 
ing the original in-house 
brand creators - the artists, designers, and 
programmers - happy and onboard. Molly 
Crabapple is arguably the walking, talking, 
drawing definition of the cool kid creator: An 
author, poster designer, freelance illustrator 
published in The New York Times and The Wall 
Street Journal, and the entrepreneur behind 
the burlesque-inspired Dr. Sketchy’s Anti-Art 
School, she’ll be part of the Selling Subculture 
Without Selling Out panel. “I’m very much 
not a suit,” she said. “I’ve never worked in 
an office in my life.” She agreed that among 
artists there is “a real antagonism and hos- 
tility to corporations, but at the same time 
every major artist is working with them.” In 
her opinion, what artists should remember is 
that corporations aren’t deliberately trying to

homogenize their visions (“There are plenty 
of gray-flannel people in the world as is”) but 
they may not understand it. She argued: “You 
must define the values that you hold dear and 
be unwilling to compromise. Very often, if you 
do hold on to those values, you’ll be surprised 
how flexible people will be.” 

So what about the power users and early 
adopters? Helen Klein Ross suggests firms may 
have to loosen their tight grip on their brands 
to give those users reasons to stick around. 
Twitterers and fans of Mad Men may know Ross 
better as @BettyDraper, the unofficial tweeting 
presence of the character from AMC’s award- 
winning show. She calls her tweets “brand 
fiction,” a term she coined at SXSW 2009 for 
“an audience member who presumed what I 
and other Mad Men

tweeters were doing 
was fan fiction.” Her 
in-character tweets, 
she said, “were really 
in service of a brand 
that I really feel pas- 
sionate about.” AMC 
initially asked Twitter 
to suspend such in- 
character accounts 
but quickly retreated 
(“Probably prodded 
by their digital agency,” she said). Since that 
policy reversal, @BettyDraper has reached 
more than 24,000 followers, and now Ross 
has established www.brandfictionfactory.com to 
explain the value of such projects. The seeming 
contradiction of a veteran advertising director 
effectively advertising a TV show about adver- 
tising execs for free isn’t lost on her. However, 
she said, “The consumer has changed, and 
that’s why the brand story has to change.” 
Crabapple concurred, adding, “You have 
to give people a certain amount of owner- 
ship over your brand to make them do really 
creative things with it. If you try to fascisti- 
cally dictate exactly how your brand is going 
to be used, you’re just going to create a dead 
museum piece.” ■

How gay community and the interwebs 
are enjoying a more than civil union

Many a late night was spent AltaVistaing, typ- 
ing in letters, words, phrases. What was I search- 
ing for? Resonance? Connection? Community? 
Luv? Similar seekers in the ether? “Lesbian Web 
pages.” “Dyke Austin.” “Queer Texas.” 

Two important things happened in the mid- 
Nineties: I came out, and so did the Internet. 

As Web ubiquity and gay cultural accep- 
tance have each evolved in the 16 years hence, 
their realities, in my mind, are forever inter- 
fused. The rise of the Internet kick-started a 
coalescence of worldwide queer community. 
My personal coming out experience was cer- 
tainly enhanced by the emergence of online 
communities - as were the experiences, con- 
nections, livelihoods, and survival of queers 
across the globe. And that’s still true for so 
many people. 

“There are still places that exist where 
you can be fired for being gay. It boggles 
my mind,” says Trish Bendix, 26, Chicago 
freelance writer, blog editor of Logo/MTV’s 
AfterEllen.com, and panel moderator for 
SXSW Interactive’s Engaging the Queer 
Community, the first concertedly LGBT- 
themed panel ever at SXSW Interactive. 

“One of the best things about the Web,” 
Bendix continues, “[is that] people who aren’t 
completely out to everyone in their lives - 
maybe because they live in a small town or 
don’t know any other lesbians or gay people 
- can find community on the Web. 

“Women post on 
our forums saying, ‘I 
just came out!’ And 
they automatically find 
support on a website,” 
she says. “Just like 
any other small niche 
community - just to 
find someone, it doesn’t matter where they 
live, to find community out there, is so key in 
the gay community.” 

Fellow panelist, ex-Austinite/current-Chica- 
goan, and performance art personality Fausto 
Fernos, 38, co-hosts, along with his partner, 
Marc Felion, the supersuccessful Feast of Fun 
(nee Feast of Fools) daily LGBT podcast. And 
if you think that’s a mouthful, you should 
hear how he claims to have invented podcast- 
ing: “I’m like A1 Gore with the Internet; I 
invented podcasting!” 

Dislodging his tongue from his cheek, he 
clarifies, “When we started, you could count 
how many podcasters there were on your two 
hands. We were really inspired by The View 
and Bill Maher’s Politically Incorrect. We want- 
ed to create similar roundtable programming 
to discuss topics, news, and ideas of interest 
to an LGBT audience.” 

The team’s first podcast was aired in 
February 2005. “We were discovering what 


the medium was capable of and what we were 
capable of doing with it,” says Fernos. 

“Podcasting is so interactive and intimate,” 
he continues. “Thousands of people down- 
load our show every single day and listen to 
it consciously and intentionally in the privacy 
of their own iPhone, iPod, or MP3 player. 
Because of that, they feel they have an inti- 
mate connection with us and our guests.” 
This intimacy, Fernos has found, creates 
a bond with the audience that encourages 
listeners to engage with the show and with 
each other. “The audience communicates 
through our website, through our call-in 
shows, through Twitter and our Facebook 
page, allowing a real high level of interaction. 

“With technology like Twitter, podcasting, 
YouTube, and of course blogs,” he contends, 
“queer people are allowed to interact on a much 
more intimate and immediate level. As a result, 
we’re starting to see a change in activism.” 
Bendix also sees this as the conduit for larg- 
er social concerns. “Someone from Bitch just 
interviewed me about the word ‘lesbian’: Has 
it lost its meaning? People aren’t calling them- 
selves lesbians anymore. It’s probably true 
with the younger generation - we aren’t into 
the word - but at the same time, when you go 
online, the only way to find like-minded people 
is to type the word.” Generations of identity 
are boiled down to a keyword? It’s incredibly 
difficult to have theories espousing nonlabels 
in a verbally driven 
environment. Bendix 
has found that this 
semantic shift high- 
lights another gen- 
erational rift between 
LGBT women. “Older 
women complain 
about younger women only being ‘involved’ or 
‘active’ through the Internet - that we waste 
all our time online. They say we are lazy.” 

I defend my younger sisters by suggest- 
ing that these women (of my generation and 
older) are perhaps the lazy ones, because if 
they spent more time online, they might be 
aware of the societal juggernaut that is Join 
the Impact, the Web-based activist hub started 
by a 26-year-old lesbian to protest the passing 
of California’s Propositon 8. Within a week of 
the site’s founding, this grassroots Web phe- 
nom spawned one of the largest rallies across 
the country (and beyond) that the LGBT com- 
munity had ever seen. 

“The rise of groups like Join the Impact and 
the National Equality March came out of the 
Internet,” says Fernos. “In fact, Cleve Jones 
announced the march on our program.” 

“Gay online presence should inspire people 
to act locally,” says Bendix, “to get people 
to come out and do things for causes - not 


necessarily just political. That whole cliche of 
starting in your own backyard is true. Post to 
meet people locally; find community where 
you live. In my ideal world, [all of this Web 
connecting would result in] making those 
connections in real life.” 

Fernos sees larger implications for the gay 
Web’s presence in the general media land- 
scape. “We’re at a real crossroads right now,” 
he says, “What do we traditionally define as 
mainstream? Making money, being connected 
to traditional entities, institutions, publicists, 
agents, ad agencies. Window Media [the 
recently dissolved newspaper group that held 
many gay papers, including the Washington 
Blade] had money. Out magazine had a lot of 
money. You’re seeing gay and lesbian maga- 
zines and newspapers folding. But you’re also 
seeing gay bloggers, YouTubers, etc., creating 
very good careers for themselves based solely 
on their online presence.” 

He lists some of the main players in the 
blog scene: “Andy Towle of Towleroad, Pam 
Spaulding of Pam’s House Blend, Joe Jervis of 
Joe. My. God. A lot of the great content that’s 
being consumed is created by personalities 
and very opinionated individuals. But our 
community needs journalism. We need inves- 
tigation. We need people who can ask some 
pretty hard questions. This is the crossroads: 
Making it possible for trained, connected indi- 
viduals to make a successful move online and 
be able to pay for their bills. 

“At the same time,” he says, “the promise 
is that there are more voices, more choices. 
There are teenagers getting millions of views 
on YouTube. ‘Why should I audition on 
American Idol when I can be the next Adam 
Lambert from my YouTube channel?”’ he 
imagines them asking. “It’s all very humbling 
and inspiring, but it’s also unnerving, because 


someone like you,” he says, addressing me, 
personally, “who puts a lot of heart and soul 
and energy into creating intelligent content . . . 
and then somebody farting gets more interest. 
Does that devalue you?” 

“No, I have absolutely no problem with 
that,” I tell him. I say fart away! 

“But I think a lot of journalists and a lot of 
writers do feel devalued,” says Fernos. “And 
the lesson here is that you can’t be a size 
queen in this field.” 

“I’m hoping,” says Bendix, “that our panel 
attracts people who are gay or queer and who 
work for Yahoo or CNN or wherever - that 
they come and share ideas based on working 
in the mainstream to engage queers who don’t 
necessarily investigate other publications.” 
“The true capital of the Internet,” says 
Fernos, “is conversation. But what does that 
really mean? Does that mean coercing some- 
one to do what you want them to do: ‘Buy 
this product!’ or ‘Click on this site!’? Or 
does it mean giving up your ego and allow- 
ing somebody else’s content [to take] center 
stage? Or does it mean a fusion of ideas where 
your ideas might be compromised, but you 
benefit from the wisdom and insight of oth- 
ers?” He reiterates, “It’s humbling, but also 
very encouraging.” ■

Contemplating the digital afterlife

It’s not news to say computing and the 
Internet have changed the way we live - but 
has it changed the way we die? 

As more of our lives are spent online and 
more of our memories are “born” digital 
-JPG photos never printed, blog posts never 
put to paper - conversation, consideration, 
and even a burgeoning industry are spring- 
ing up to address what happens to our 
online presence when we pass. 

“When we first started writing, we didn’t 
know what to call this subject, and through 
some of our writing and contributions from 
others, we decided that ‘digital afterlife’ is 
the term,” says Evan Carroll, who along 
with John Romano writes a blog called The 
Digital Beyond. 

While still a nascent, complicated sub- 
ject, it can roughly be divided into two 
main categories: estate planning, which 
encompasses the instructions on what’s to 
be done with blogs, photos, and e-mail and 
social media accounts when someone dies, 
and memorials, which may often be the 
result of those instructions. For instance, do 
you want your Facebook profile to transition 
into a memorial page, an option the social 
media site currently offers? Do you want to 
write or record messages to share with loved 
ones, a service now provided by several 
companies online? 

Tackling the estate-planning question is 
SheGeeks blogger Corvida Raven, who will 
moderate a core conversation on the plan- 
ning and legal aspects of digital estate plan- 
ning and digital wills. “We’re putting more 
stuff on Facebook; we’re putting more stuff 
out on the Web, up in the cloud” she says. 
“A lot of us didn’t have printers, because 
we’re like, ‘Why are we printing things when 
we can just e-mail it or 
show it to someone on 
our phones?”’ 

“The first step peo- 
ple should take is iden- 
tifying the assets that 
they have,” Carroll 
says. Once cataloged 
and documented in a 
digital will that speci- 
fies what’s to happen 
to the content, the 
departed’s wishes can 
then be acted upon by 
a designated “digital executor” - “someone 
that comes after you and closes accounts, 
transfers accounts, controls access, deals 
with these things,” says Romano. 

“We’ve never had these abilities before,” 
says Romano. “You had to be a pharaoh to 
have a pyramid. You had to be an emperor 
of China to have your clay army. But we have 
this opportunity now to document people’s 
lives after they’re gone.” 



There’s also work afoot online to ensure 
lives don’t end before they’re supposed to. 
Christopher Gandin Fe has worked in the 
field of suicide prevention for seven years, 
recently helping to run the National Suicide 
Prevention Fifeline. One thing Gandin Fe 
learned was that “young people especially 
aren’t calling the hotline. ... We know 
there’s a giant disconnect between the help 
that’s available and the help that’s needed. 
What my group has been working on is mak- 
ing sure that that gap is filled.” 

To that end, Gandin Fe founded a firm, 
Emotion Technology, to create online respons- 
es and resources for the suicidal. “What we’re 
doing is working with social networking sites 
to create more linkages, to make sure tools 
are available. So that if I’m on Twitter or 
I’m on Facebook and I see that my friend or 
someone I know is possibly suicidal, that I 
have a direct way to reach out and either give 
them help, or at least get the help to them 
through the social networking site.” 

Right now, Gandin Fe concedes, ways 
to help are pretty limited. “That’s what 
we’re working on, is to make sure that 
on Facebook or on 
Twitter those poli- 
cies are in place, so if 
users report there’s a 
problem, we are able 
to save lives.” This 
could take the form of 
alerting local authori- 
ties, or “online crisis 
counseling, where 
users will be able to 
click on a link and 
get help immedi- 
ately.” If there’s one 
thing people like Gandin Fe and digital after- 
life planners have in common, it’s working 
on a standardization of responses from social 
network companies so the response process 
will be streamlined when threats are made 
- potentially saving lives in the process. 
“One thing I hear a lot,” Gandin Fe says of 
suicidal posts, “is, ‘Oh, this person’s just 
making a cry for help.’ Well yeah, exactly, so 
let’s get them help!” ■

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Now what? 

Mediamakers consider what happens when traditional media meets its maker

What you’re currently reading used to 
have a few different names - information or 
journalism, for starters. Now, thanks in part 
to the infinite boundaries of the Internet 
splintering attention spans and advertising 
opportunities into an equally infinite number 
of niches, segments, and microgroups, a more 
apt definition is “content” - as evocative and 
descriptive a term as, say, what’s filling your 
kitty litter box. 

Countless amounts of ink, pixels, and 
broadcast hours have been spent dwelling 
on the death of traditional media outlets - 
so much, in fact, that one wonders if these 
companies spent half as much time innovat- 
ing as they did blaming declining revenues 
on Craigslist or Google News or daydreaming 
in vain about the latest industry-saving pro- 
prietary product from Apple, how drastically 
different their dim futures might be at pres- 
ent. And sure, prophesying about the death 
of the media has been a favorite pastime of 
the institution’s self-appointed gatekeepers 
ever since they fretted over Gutenberg’s mov- 
able type letting in all the rabble. But it really 
does seem worse. Case in point: this year’s 
Interactive panel positing the death of one 
of our most storied print institutions, called 
Media Armageddon: What Happens When 
The New York Times Dies. 

Naturally, that panel organizer is one of the 
parties responsible for the Gray Lady’s demise, 
a single revenue-generating clickthrough at a 
time. It’s Blogads founder Henry Copeland, 
who, through his innovative advertising strate- 
gies, has enabled the blogosphere to flourish, 


setting the daily subscription cost at free along 
the way. “Yes, blogs and Blogads are part of 
the problem, but we’re guilty only in the sense 
that a single drop of water helped to sink the 
Titanic,” Copeland writes in an e-mail. “When 
I started Blogads in 2002, I wrote something 
that I think is still true today. It was hyper- 
bole then, but is just plain fact today: As an 
information processor, the blogosphere super- 
fluizes old media’s expensive and carefully 
constructed infrastructures and franchises. 
Suddenly, Vivendi, AOL-Time Warner, EMAP 
and Newscorp are factories whose economies 
of scale are swamped by infinity, networks that 
have come unplugged, refrigerator salesmen 
trudging into the next ice age.’ Since then, 
of course, we’ve seen Youtube, Ning, Twitter 
and a hundred other social media volcanoes 
explode. (Enough metaphors for you?) The 
amount of content is expanding exponentially 
and the ad dollars aren’t.” 

But what will the media landscape resemble 
when institutions like the Times - that, with 
blogs linking to and expanding upon hard 
reporting, essentially form the backbone of the 
blogosphere - fail, and there’s nothing there 
to replace it? Media critic and Advertising Age 
columnist Bob Garfield has a name for just this 
occurrence (and a book of the same name, not 
coincidentally): the chaos scenario. “The chaos 
scenario is the period falling between the end 
of mass media and mass marketing, and the 
ability for the microworld” - the realm of peer- 
generated and user-generated content - “to 
replace what we’ve lost.” While this brave 
new world gives us entertainment in ways “we 


could never have imagined even 10 years ago,” 
says Garfield, it also takes away “the ability 
for marketers to market to large numbers of 
people, and with that, high production value 
content. They go away.” 

For all the talk about the death of newspa- 
pers, Garfield is equally as bullish on the col- 
lapse of television. “For the last 15 years, audi- 
ences have been shrinking, but ad rates on a 
cost-per- thousand basis have been going up, 
because it’s like last-chance gas for the mass 
audience. Audiences are getting so small, but 
ironically the networks could charge more 
and more for less and less, because market- 
ers had no access to mass markets in any 
other medium. But finally last year, the prices 
started to go down. And they will continue 
to go down, because there is an absolute glut 
of advertising supply across all media world- 
wide.” This, coupled with DVR-enabled ad 
avoidance and the proliferation of free content 
online (both user-generated and institution- 
generated, a la Hulu), forms a perfect storm, 
says Garfield, who also co-hosts NPR’s On the 
Media. “They’re being buffeted by four forces 
at once, and each on its own could kill them. 
All together, they’re insurmountable, so no, I 
see no future whatsoever for broadcast televi- 
sion” - and thanks to the same forces, “cable 
isn’t in a much better position,” he adds. 

“This is why I am just a parasite feeding 
on the bloated corpse of several industries,” 
Garfield says. “I myself have zero chance of 
ending my career at Advertising Age, I tell you 
right now, because we don’t have a sustainable 
business model either. I make a living criticiz-

‘Z’ Is for Zombie

‘P’ Is for Publishing 

And publishing, as you’ve heard, is dying as 
surely as a zombie whose brain has been rede- 
fined by a custom-modded, diamond-studded 
(etc.) chain saw.

At least, that’s supposed to be 
true for traditional publishing, what’s also tech-

And that is Happy Cog Studios’ Jeffrey 
Zeldman, founder of A List Apart (the influential 
webzine for people who make websites) and 
co-founder of the Web Standards Project (which 
promotes the digital architecture that keeps the 
Web from becoming so many scattered towers 
of Babel). Zeldman’s bread and butter is Web- 
based, in other words: by the Web, for the Web, 
through the Web, across the Web. Supply your 
own preposition - it’s all about the ever-lovin’ 
Web. So you might think Zeldman would be 
a, well, happy cog in whatever chain saw is 
putatively putting the shambling corpse of print 
media in the grave. But you’d be wrong.

“The printed word will be around long

About as much as the rest of us, it seems 
- so what can be done? Andrew Huff, editor 
and publisher of the Chicago -centric website 
Gapers Block, will be asking these questions 
in his panel, The Online News of Tomorrow. 
Gapers Block could be construed as an exam- 
ple of “hyperlocal” journalism - writing and 
reporting focused on individual cities, or even 
neighborhoods - but covering all of Chicago 
and “anywhere accessible by the CTA,” they 
have a lot of ground to cover. 

“With newspapers drastically cutting staff, 
there’s a lot of news that goes unreported 



digital creation was published will become 
obsolete.” And that’s not even getting sen- 
timental; that’s dealing with the stark prag- 
matics of the situation. So if purely physical 
reasons will ensure that print’s not going to 
die, the best thing to do - follow the logic 
- is to make it healthier, right? And the les- 
sons of the Web itself may provide just the 
medicine required. 

“Mandy and I are about to launch a printed 
book series, called A Book Apart, which derives 
much of its thinking and some of its format- 
ting from what we’ve learned about PDFs in 
the past 10 years,” says Zeldman. The Mandy 
he mentions is Mandy Brown, creative director 
of Etsy and former creative director at WW 
Norton & Co.; she’s also one of the people 
speaking on the New Publishing and Web 
Content panel that Zeldman’s organizing for 
this year’s Interactive Fest, along with Happy 
Cog’s Erin Kissane, Harper’s Magazine editor 
(and Harper’s website creator) Paul Ford, and 
Lisa Holton, founder of new-media company 
Fourth Story Media. 
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these days,” Huff e-mails us of the rise of local, 
geographically centered sites. “And really, most 
of the dailies abandoned neighborhood-level 
reporting back in the ’80s and ’90s, so that’s 
not a new problem.” And with barriers to 
entry collapsed, “anyone can become a jour- 
nalist for whatever beat they’d like to cover, be 
it the five-block radius around their house or 
the knitting scene in town or whatever. ” 

But is it feasible to expect “anyone” to 
become a journalist? Isn’t there something to 
be said for reporting as a full-time profession? 
As the only full-time staffer, Huff is the only 
one at Gapers Block 
drawing a full-time sal- 
ary; an eight-person 
editorial staff draws 
“a small amount,” but 
volunteers round out 
the rest of the staff. 

Still, Huff says “I don’t 
think blogs and online 
news are killing salaried 
reporting. The mounds 
of debt media companies took on in recent 
years, and staff and budget cuts in the pursuit 
of 20 percent profit margins for shareholders - 
an outlandishly high margin compared to just 
about any other industry - are what [is] killing 
salaried reporting.” 

So are we any closer to knowing what the 
media landscape of tomorrow looks like? 
Copeland isn’t exactly sold on the idea of non- 
profit journalism. “Newspapers have evolved 
as part of an economic ecosystem. The drive 
to thrive - by winning readers, subscribers, 
advertisers - leads to innovation and constant 
refinement of the product. Without a bottom 
line, we may end up with lots of meandering 
exposes that don’t really expose anything.” 

Huff foresees a more collaborative model: 
“There’s a great line popularized by [journalist] 


Jeff Jarvis, who is also on my panel: ‘Cover 
what you do best; link to the rest.’ If the 
mainstream media could wean themselves 
off the notion that they have to do their 
own version of every story that comes 
down the line, and instead simply take a 
note from the blogs and link to the original 
or the best version, they’d find that not 
only would they be more able to concen- 
trate on what they can do well, but they’ll 
be more valued by their readers for it.” 

But where will the money come from 
to keep the whole enterprise afloat? The 
forthcoming pay- 
wall around The 
New York Times con- 
tent is destined to 
fail if all it does is 
restrict content, 
Copeland argued in 
a recent blog entry 
on Blogads.com. 
It could succeed, 
Copeland says, if 
instead of a paywall, it was a “velvet rope” 
where users get to interact with the Times 
staff, “letting the readership itself become a 
partner and part of the value-proposition.” 
“I don’t much see a solution,” Garfield 
concludes. “The only way to do it is to get 
consumers to pony up. And that means 
creating a vast infrastructure for micropay- 
ments” - a la carte purchase of individual 
media items - “that will not happen in my 
lifetime. And that’s chaos, because it’s con- 
ceivable that eventually everything you do 
will be charged against your central media 
account or whatever, but there’s no one 
stepping up to the plate to build that out.” 
If South by Southwest is truly where 
tomorrow happens, then we need it to 
happen, stat. ■

“Everyone on the panel is committed to 
the digital future,” Zeldman says. “But we are 
also all committed to the book.” And how will 
their - how will our - relationships to books 
change, and how will those relationships 
remain the same, as the digitization of print- 
ed matter proceeds faster than most chain 
saws can spin? “How,” 
asks Zeldman, “can we 
be truthful and wise 
as editors, publishers, 
writers, journalists, and 
marketers straddling 
this scary yet exhilarat- 
ing new divide?” 

The Happy Cog hon- 
cho’s panel aims to discuss those questions 
and others. Some of the answers may already 
be familiar, and some may be found at the 
crossroads of the physical and the digital, 
where the printed page and the interactive 
Web inform each other to the richness of all. 
And can’t the value of books also be enhanced 
by making their less-easily-duplicated-than- 
pixels selves a selling point, by making each 
instance of a text (literary, commemorative, 
instructional) more distinct - via manipulation 


of paper texture, variant design, unique 
packaging? By increasing their basic artifact- 
ness? And isn’t the tactile heft of a dead- 
tree tome, the static, immutability of print 
itself - when not carrying urgent, 24/7 
news updates - already sufficient unto the 
day? Or, for that matter, the night? 

“I spent all day 
in front of a digital 
screen,” Zeldman 
says, having attend- 
ed to the various 
arms of his canny 
corporate octopus, 
having updated the 
blog he’s kept fresh 
since starting it in 1995, “but I’m about to 
curl up with a book.” 

ZPZ, maybe that’s what old-school 
print media - not killed, but, instead, 
enhanced by new technology, made leaner 
but still very much alive - has after all: 
Zombie Potential Zero. Because it’s not 
so much about the brains of the culture 
(which the Web handles more efficiently) 
as it is about the deeper, sloppier, more 
ancient beating of the human heart. ■

How technology is shaping the way we tell stories

The media climate is and has been rapidly 
changing, and there seems to be no sign of 
slowing any time soon. Certain fears have 
arisen about our constantly connected cul- 
ture - second thoughts about multitasking 
(it isn’t possible), concern about how the 
Internet and constant connectivity is alter- 
ing not just our attention spans but the very 
neural pathways of our brains, complaints 
about the quantity of information being dis- 
proportionate to the quality of information 
found on the Internet, the need to “power 
scan” instead of deeply reading and there- 
fore losing the ability for contemplation, as 
Nicholas Carr wrote in his much-quoted 
2008 essay, “Is Google Making Us Stupid?” 
Even Douglas Rushkoff, an early evangelist 
for digital culture, asked “whether or not we 
are tinkering with something more essential 
than we realize” in a February episode of 
Frontline titled “Digital Nation: Life on the 
Virtual Frontier.” 

Sure, neurons and all those electrical syn- 
apses in our brains are one thing, but outside 
the head, what can be more essential than 
story? That’s right, story, from the simple 
response to “How was your day?” around 
the dinner table to the epic telling of a tale, 
embroidered with music, light, and costume 
as in a film or theatre event. Story, the ability 
to exchange information about our experi- 
ences, is an entirely human pursuit. Is the 
ability to appreciate and hear stories another 
casualty of our digital age? 

Writing in the aftermath of World War I, 
the great German writer and thinker Walter 
Benjamin was already regretting the loss 
of story and storytellers, calling stories 
“inalienable to us, the securest among 
our possessions” in his 1936 essay, “The 
Storyteller”: “Every morning brings us the 
news of the globe, and yet we are poor in 
noteworthy stories.” 

The “news” Benjamin was talking about 
was from the printed morning newspaper. 
He went on to lament: “This is because no 
event any longer comes to us without already 
being shot through with explanation. In other 
words, by now almost nothing that happens 
benefits storytelling; almost everything ben- 
efits information.” 


With newspapers shuttering and 24-hour 
televised news barking information (or info- 
tainment, some would argue) relentlessly from 
the screen, the old man must be spinning. 

Because Benjamin’s concerns, occurring 
during a time of great flux, bear some 
resemblance to the concern and turbulence 
of the current media climate, his thoughts 
on story are provocative and perhaps a use- 
ful springboard to think about the present. 
Is story really “inalienable” and essential 
to our humanness? Is story necessary? 
Technology surely shapes the way we tell 
our stories and receive stories. Does it also 
help us value them? 

“Story exists,” said Nicholas Carr in a 
recent phone interview. His forthcoming 
book, The Shallows: What the Internet Is 
Doing to Our Brains, is a long-form explora- 
tion of his “Is Google Making Us Stupid?” 
essay. “All you have to do is turn to the 
movies, turn on the TV open a book or a 
magazine,” Carr continued. “People still like 
to tell, see, and hear stories. It’s at the heart 
of entertainment. To imagine them without 
story, I don’t see it happening,” he said. “I 
do think, as we become more distracted and 
intent on sharing small bits of information, 
we’ll probably see a diminution in stories. 
They’re not going away, but the richness of 
them may be lost.” 

Like prior moments of rapid media develop- 
ment - script to movable type and the prolif- 
eration of books and other printed matter, to 
the invention of radio, cinema, and then TV 
- there has always been a “the sky is falling” 
response along with the flush of excitement at 
the brave new world the new medium ushers 
in. And yet, there is something particularly 
notable about the digital age that makes many 
media watchers pause. 

“What we saw in the past was an explora- 
tion of new ways to tell stories by both authors 
and readers,” Carr said, referring to prior new 
media waves. “It worries me that we don’t see 
the new influx in narrative. Every new medi- 
um exposed opportunities for storytelling. 
Why is this important new electronic medium 
not conducive to narrative?” 

Facebook, blogs, personal websites, 
YouTube, Twitter, and other online sources

have made it possible for people to tell their 
own stories in their own ways. While the 
democratization of access is something to 
celebrate, the downside is that everything in 
the smorgasbord beckons our attention, con- 
tributing to the knowing-a-little-bit-about-a- 
lot phenomenon. 

“The world I’m immersed in (for better 
or worse) is whiplash fast; it’s a world made 
for skimming idea books in big gulps on an 
iPhone and then summing it up in 140 char- 
acters,” writes Debbie Stier at 26th Story, the 
blog site for HarperS tudio, where she is the 
senior vice president and associate publisher. 

According to the website: “HarperStudio 
is committed to partnering with authors to 
publish books in a way that is effective, cre- 
ative, and sustainable. We believe books are 
a vital part of our culture. We believe tradi- 
tional publishing models are broken and are 
experimenting with new ones. We believe in 
embracing technology. We believe the future 
is now.” 

Stier believes story isn’t dying, but evolv- 
ing. Evolving into what, is the question, and 
she’s as interested in finding out (if, indeed, 
there is a singular answer) as much as she is 
in trying to experience all that is out there. 

“Who has eight hours to sit and read a 
book?” she asked in a recent phone interview 
from her home in New York. It’s a somewhat 


disconcerting question coming from a book- 
woman, even one obviously aware of, and 
purposefully plugged in to, new technology. 
She agrees that as “people become fatigued 
with the peppering of information,” the 
presentation and consumption of story that 
requires time and attention will have a place 
again. How stories will be consumed is what 
will change. 

“I really think there’s going to be a 
resurgence in the audio book,” said Stier. 
“E-books are going to do well, and I’m 
excited about the video-enhanced book” - 
aka the “vook,” which sounds very much 
like something out of Harry Potter, with 
moving images alongside printed matter). 
While Stier consumes content in many high 
tech ways, even she has returned to the old- 
fashioned book. 

“Certain books I want in print,” she said. 
“The Kindle is not good for flipping back and 
forth, or taking notes in the margins,” she 
said. Although she didn’t state it, the choice 
of when to go with the fast and furious as 
opposed to the relative, low- tech calm of a 
paper book may be as individual as the con- 
sumer herself. 

“It will be incumbent upon consumers of 
content to be smart, to be judicious, and to be 
aware of what we consume,” said San Francisco- 
based writer and CEO of BookTour.com, Kevin

Smokier. In his view, to demonize Twitter, 
for example, for offering a mere 140 char- 
acters to express an idea is not a reason 
for alarm. 

“There will always be those who are con- 
tent with bite-sized pieces,” he said. “What 
I’m more concerned about is people being 
so overwhelmed 
they choose nothing, 
or always default to 
what is comfort- 
ing and familiar. ” 

Instead of fear- 
ing the demise of 
story - the telling of 
which is something 
Smokier believes 
makes us fundamen- 
tally human - he 
would rather place 
his attention on how 
to make efficient sys- 
tems for audiences 
to find and consume content. “What I’m 
begging [book] publishers for is to come 
up with the MP3 of books.” But even more 
directly, he is less concerned with “story” 
appearing between the covers of a book 
or on paper than with being open to how 
and where a particular story finds its ideal 
means of expression. 


“We have so many tools not available 
in the past,” said Smokier. “Does story 
choose its medium? Does story naturally 
gravitate to a certain technology - a guitar 
over Twitter or paint and canvas? Why we 
choose certain technology to make content 
is fascinating to me, but why? I don’t know. 
What I do know is the kind of interaction I 
want to have with content.” 

Defining that interaction is what dis- 
tinguishes the Kahani Movement (www. 
kahanimovement.com). The site serves as 
an online repository where oral histories 
of first-generation South Asians in the U.S. 
can be collected and shared by anyone with 
Internet access and a camera, a cell phone, 
or any other recording device that meets the 
website’s specifications. 

“In the age of Facebook, there’s a real 
need to sort the signals from the noise,” said 
Suneel Gupta, a co-founder of the website 
run under the auspices of Kahani Pictures. “I 
feel that ordinary people have extraordinary 
stories to tell.” 

He’s right. While the website obviously 
appeals to South Asians, even a passing 
glance shows that story, in its most funda- 
mental form (the oral history), is undeniably 
necessary no matter what the source, no 
matter who the intended audience. And that 
such a simple, narrow-cast site can be so 
compelling should bring some comfort to 
those filled with anxiety about how our mal- 
leable brains are being reprogrammed by the 
technology we use. 

In his day, Walter Benjamin was known 
but hardly famous. His fame (such as it is) 
came after his death, when his collected 
works were shared and studied mostly by 
academics. So, one might wonder: What 
would be on Walter Benjamin’s Kindle? 
Would he be content to read the news of 
the day from a variety of sources on his 
laptop, or would he be compelled to create 
his own version of The Huffington Post? 

Maybe he’d take 
time out of his soli- 
tary writing to host 
his own radio show 
or post his commu- 
nity access TV show 
on YouTube. Maybe 
he’d be a Luddite. 
Revisiting how 
this man of letters 
from the last cen- 
tury responded to 
his media climate, 
before words like 
“story” and “sto- 
ryteller” were sup- 
planted by “content” and “mediamaker” 

may offer some insight. Or not. 

Fast-forward 50, even 100 years: Who 
will be looking back at these writings about 
new media? Will they be shaking their 
heads forlornly or laughing at our quaint 
anxieties? Either way, I hope it makes a 
good story. ■

Hint: It isn't white or male

Can a machine be racist? 

That was the question asked last year when two co-workers 
at the Topper’s Camping Center in Waller, Texas, posted a 
video on YouTube about the facial tracking software for the 
built-in camera on a Hewlett-Packard Pavilion laptop. The 
software worked fine for Wanda Zamen - a white woman - but 
failed miserably for Desi Cryer - an African-American man. “It 
seems my blackness is interfering with the computer’s ability 
to track me,” Cryer noted drily. 

Hewlett-Packard isn’t alone in such PR debacles. In January, 
IT strategy consultant Joz Wang caused a stir when she blogged 
that her Nikon CoolPix S630 thought that her Taiwanese- 
American family was always blinking. Go back to the 1980s, 
and some speech recognition software had trouble recognizing 
women’s voices. 

Are firms deliberately making white supremacist and misog- 
ynistic technology? Of course not. However, Rad Campaign 
founding partner Allyson Kapin dubs the problem “inadver- 
tent exclusion” and argues that it starts during research and 
development. The award-winning publicity campaign director 
(who will be moderating the panel Bumpin’ Up: Has the Glass 
Ceiling Ever Smacked You in the Butt?) said, “Sometimes com- 
panies are so focused on finishing the products that they forget 
about the critically important end users, which are comprised 
of men, women, and people of all ages and backgrounds.” 

She points to the seemingly racist laptop as a perfect exam- 
ple of how poor bench- testing left a major corporation with egg 
on its face. Hewlett-Packard explained 
via its customer service blog that the 
problem was the algorithms used to 
calculate what was and wasn’t a face. 

Kapin said, “If the development team 
was diverse and if the product was 
properly tested by a group of diverse 
programmers and users, this major 
glitch would have been caught and fixed before it was released 
to the public.” Even the biggest and seemingly coolest of firms 
can fall for the same problems. When Apple released the iPad, 
potential users quickly redubbed it the iTampon. If the devel- 
opment and marketing team had checked YouTube, they’d 
have found that MadTV ran an iPad skit back in 2007. “It’s 
obvious,” Kapin said, “that there were very few women on the 
development team or marketing team, and therefore you got a 
product that was named after a feminine hygiene product.” 

It’s not that women have been totally excluded from the tech 
sector. However, Kapin notes that while 30% of the tech labor 
force is women and 40% of all private firms are female-owned, 
women only receive around 10% of start-up cash. The tough 
news, she said, is that women in tech must “promote the hell out 
of themselves. ... A lot of PR folks don’t like the word ‘expert,’ but 
if you are an expert in your field, embrace it. Don’t shy away from 
it.” She added, “It’s not very insightful to hear from the same few 
men in tech about their perspectives on the industry.” 

Atlanta-based Internet media and community analyst Brandon 
Sheats saw that exclusion when he spent a year covering start-up 
firms for the TechDrawl blog. He recalled: “One, you didn’t see 
minorities so much, and two, you didn’t see women so much. 


The women that you did see were either not developers or they 
were there in a support capacity.” The problem wasn’t deliberate 
exclusion: It was that no one had bothered to think about inclu- 
sion. “People’s blind spots are large when it comes to minorities 
in a space,” he explained. “In order to bridge gaps or overcome 
sexism or racism, it’s not a matter of making separate groups. 
It’s about increasing awareness, period, so it becomes increas- 
ingly hard for people not to notice that there are women and 
minorities on the tech scene.” The only solution, he added, “is 
to make people almost annoyingly aware.” That way, he added, 
“we know the discrimination is not so inadvertent.” 

To increase visibility, Sheats deliberately invited more 
women to panels he was organizing, and a similar policy is how 
he ended up being invited to join the What Guys Are Doing 
to Get More Girls in Tech! panel. He recalled: “Kaliya Hamlin 
was asking the staff at South by Southwest for minority men, 
because she didn’t want it to be another thing where a bunch 
of white guys talk about how they should include women. She 
wanted a racially balanced discussion.” 

Internet identity expert Hamlin explained, “I was just tired 
of the dialogue of women saying this was an issue, and women 
saying it wasn’t.” Breaking the glass ceiling won’t happen just 
because women point out its existence. Instead, she argued, 
“guys who get it need to explain it to other guys” - and that 
goes for racially and class-based exclusion as well. 

Sheats acknowledges that businesses get nervy whenever 
they hear the word “race” (“You always 
have to be careful with the question,” 
he noted). However, beyond raw social 
justice, he argues that it’s a thorny 
issue that smart businesses will want 
to grasp. “Knowing that it was recently 
projected that black people will have a 
trillion dollars of buying power in five 
years, you’d want to include them.” 

While mandatory diversity criteria mean that corporations are 
actively hiring women and minorities, Hamlin warns that the prob- 
lem is about what happens when they get hired. She said: “Women 
who are doing superintense technical stuff are often incredibly 
isolated. There’s often one of them in their office or work group, 
and they may or may not know women in their same professional 
niche.” While it’s true that a third of tech workers are women, 
the more hands-on technical or code-based the job, the fewer 
women are involved. So that 30% figure soars to 50% or more on 
the design and nonprofit side, but is closer to 2% for open-source 
developers. Hamlin established the She’s Geeky all-female tech 
unconference to break down that professional isolation. When the 
techiest of the female techs took part, she said, “they met other 
women that work in that field that they didn’t know existed and 
increased the number they knew by 150 percent.” 

While no panelist thinks they have a cure-all solution to the 
end result of thousands of years of bad habits and bigotry, they 
agree that the first step is to recognize the absences. Developers 
can’t even presume universal access to technology. The Austin 
Twitterverse recently exploded with mockery when the latest 
phone books were delivered, writing it off as outmoded tech.

That mockery ignored the fact that a lot of households still 
need a phone book. Even within tech-friendly Austin, 8% of 
high school seniors have no computer at home, while another 
7% have a computer but no Internet access. On the poorest 
and most ethnically diverse high school campuses, only 55% 
of students have a computer with Internet access at home. 

Yet Alison Lewis argues that there’s a big difference between 
getting everyone into technology and making a “one-size-fits-all” 
technology for everyone. The sarcastic title of her panel, Duh 
. . . It’s Like Tech for Girls, has had a few people roll their eyes, 
but she suggests that once women get a seat at the development 
table, firms “must really start looking at the lifestyle of women. . . . 
If you can’t make it seem like it’s applicable to their lifestyle, they 
just don’t care.” Her book Switch Craft: Battery-Powered Crafts to 
Make and Sew and blog IHeartSwitch.com are both intended to 
reverse the paradigm of stuffing women into an unreformed tech 
sector. Instead, she suggests incorporating tech into what non- 
tech women are already doing already. She said, “There’s noth- 
ing wrong with knitting tea cozies, but those skills are perfectly 
applicable in the technology world.” One of the most popular 
projects in her book is the Pillow Talk - a pillow with a cell phone 
headset built into it “so when you hold on to it at night you can 
talk to your boyfriend. . . . For the younger girls, it’s a perfect fit. 
They fall in love with it.” Ultimately, she argued, inclusion comes 
down to one word: “Accessible. If it’s not what comes out of my 
mouth every day, then I’m doing something wrong.” ■ 
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One of the spring’s programming highlights is HBO’s new miniseries The Pacific (above), 
from the same creative team behind Band of Brothers. 


I have to admit, the opening sequence of 
Jay Leno’s first night back as host of The 
Tonight Show was funny. Shot in black and 
white, Leno was lying on his back in a bam, 
as in the scene in The Wizard of Oz when 
Dorothy wakes from her Technicolor dream 
and declares that there’s no place like home. 
I wasn’t surprised by the frenzied response 
of the studio audience when Leno took the 
stage, though I was taken aback earlier in the 
day by a TV critic on NPR urging the end to 
Leno-hating. Leno’s been fielding a lot of pot- 
shots, mostly from other late-night TV hosts. 
If there’s anyone to despise, the critic insisted, 
it’s the NBC suits who created this debacle 
- dropping Leno into prime time and seed- 
ing Conan O’Brien as The Tonight Show 
host, only to unceremoniously dump 
O’Brien and reposition Leno when 
his move to prime time proved to 
be a ratings disaster. Classy. 

So, as I was watching Leno, 
mildly smiling at all the things 
that make Leno, well, Leno, I 
couldn’t help but think, “Yes - all 
is right with the world.” Now I can 
go back to what I was always doing 
from 10 to 11pm: watching The Daily Show 
With Jon Stewart and The Colbert Report. 

Many networks, in addition to NBC, were 
holding off on premiering or continuing 
their series to avoid competing with NBC’s 
coverage of the Olympic Games. They finally 
ended last week. Here’s what’s been in the 
holding pen: 

The Pacific (March 14, 8pm, HBO): This 
miniseries based on the true stories of World 
War II Marines continues through May 16 
and has enormous buzz behind it (it’s from 
the same people behind Band of Brothers ). I 
patiently await my review copy. 

The Celebrity Apprentice (March 14, 8pm, 
CBS): Ousted Illinois Gov. Rod Blagojevich 
is a contestant. More proof that all those 
bizarre predictions made in Network are 
coming true. Sigh. Other contestants include 
Cyndi Lauper (double sigh) and Sinbad. 

Justified (March 16, 9pm, FX): Timothy 
Olyphant ( Deadwood ) stars as a U.S. mar- 



shal with a gloomy past, sent to bring law 
and order to the one place where he vowed 
never to return: home. Based on a character 
created by crime novelist Elmore Leonard. 

Breaking Bad (March 21, 9pm, AMC): 
Tension continues to mount between Walt 
and Jesse (Bryan Cranston and Aaron Paul), 
and a newcomer exacerbates the friction. Bob 
Odenkirk fans will be pleased to learn that 
he becomes a series regular this season as 
Saul, a lawyer with questionable practices. 
The first two seasons of Breaking Bad will be 
released on DVD and Blu-ray March 16. 

Nurse Jackie (March 22, 9pm, Showtime): 
Worlds collide for Jackie (Edie Falco) as she 
enters her second season. The first season of 

Nurse Jackie came out on DVD and Blu- 
ray last month. 

United States of Tara (March 
22, 9:30pm, Showtime): It’s 
really a shame that this series 
is only available on pay TV 
Unlike its sister series above, 
United States of Tara has not 
been released on DVD yet, 
which is a double shame. Toni 
Collette is a treat to watch. 

V (March 30, 9pm, ABC): After teasing us 
with a scant four episodes last fall, the series 
about some very attractive aliens who come 
to Earth with evil on their agendas finally 
comes back to pick up where it left off. 

Glee (Fox): Sorry, you’ll have to wait 
till April 13 for the return of this breakout 
hit, and all that’s in store should keep fans 
and the curious on the edge of their seats 
with anticipation. Look at these highlights: 
an all-Madonna episode, a Joss Whedon- 
directed episode, and appearances by Idina 
Menzel, Kristin Chenoweth, and Neil 
Patrick Harris. The wait is excruciating. 

And finally: It’s a weekend of awards 
shows: The 25th annual Film Independent 
Spirit Awards airs March 5, 7pm, IFC. 
Eddie Izzard hosts. Steve Martin and Alec 
Baldwin co-host the 82nd annual Academy 
Awards March 7, 7pm, ABC.

After a rally on the West Mall that fea- 
tured appearances from Scrappy Jud 
Newcomb, David Garza, and Texas Rep. 
Elliott Naishtat, the Texas Union board 

decided on Friday to postpone any deci- 
sions regarding the Cactus Cafe until April 
30. Along with fielding some questions 
from students and community activists, the 
board addressed proposals presented by 
the Student Events Center and the 
Student Friends of the Cactus Cafe (dis- 
cussed at length here last week) as well as 
a third proposal by students Taylor 
Steinberg and John Meller. Following a 
motion made by Student Government 
President Liam O’Rourke, the proposals 
were sent to the office of the vice president 
for student affairs, Juan Gonzalez, for fur- 
ther evaluation, but there’s still some ques- 
tion as to what exactly that process entails. 

“It seems like it’s all gone in the black 
box now,” observed Reid Nelson of the 
local nonprofit Friends of the Cactus 
Cafe, which, along with helping draft the 
Student Friends of the Cactus Cafe propos- 
al, has collected more than $14,000 in 
donations and 1,200 petition signatures in 
support of the venue. 

If history is any indication, it’s not coming 
back out.

As documented by the 1999 film University 
Inc., the steps thus far taken to “repurpose” 
the Cactus are the exact same as those 
that led to the closing of the Texas Union 
Film Program and the removal of veteran 
film booker Steve Bearden in 1998. 

“[University Unions Executive Director] 
Andy Smith came before the board, 
announced that there was this alleged bud- 
get shortfall, and recommended that the 
Union Theater be closed,” recites director 
Kyle Henry, a lecturer in UT’s College of 
Communication. “There was no discussion 


before that with the students. The budget 
shortfall that was put forward billed the 
expenses against the box office for the pro- 
gram, without taking into account the stu- 
dent fees, which were supposed to subsi- 
dize programs like that.” 

Mirroring the work of the Student Friends 
of the Cactus Cafe, students formed the 
University Film Society and submitted a 
detailed, 20-page Proposal to Retain and 
Explore Redevelopment of the Texas Union 
Film Program to then-Vice President for 
Student Affairs Dr. James Vick. It fell on 
deaf ears. 


RECORD

“It’s a little surreal and depressing to 
stand here with all of this construction going 
on, and money floating around this universi- 
ty, and then see that this one little compara- 
tively tiny cultural aspect is being singled out 
as expendable,” charged renowned local film- 
maker Richard Linklater at a 1997 West 
Mall rally (see “The Last Picture Show,” 
Jan. 23, 1998). 

Intensifying the political deja vu of 
Linklater’s sentiments, last month the board 
of regents approved an $11 million renova- 
tion project for the Texas Union. Smith’s 


salary, meanwhile, has more than doubled 
since 1997, from $65,000 to $138,603. 

Citing the now familiar refrain of a “bud- 
get crisis,” Smith also pushed for the priva- 
tization of the Union in the early 1990s, a 
move that effectively replaced the Union 
Dining Services (and its full-time employ- 
ees, eligible for benefits) with corporate 
franchises such as Wendy’s and Taco Bell, 
overseen by Aramark. After a landslide 
student referendum against privatization - 
The Daily Texan comic Fire Andy Smith was 
quite popular at the time - Vick, Smith, and 
then-UT President William Cunningham 
unilaterally overturned the decision. 

As evidenced in documents obtained by 
The Texas Observer (see “UT Cuts: Framing 
(and Reframing) the Message,” News, p.26), 
Smith made the decision to shutter the 
Cactus without soliciting student or commu- 
nity input. At the board meeting he referred 
to the Cactus’ $66,000 budget shortfall as 
an annual loss, despite documentation prov- 
ing it’s per biennium. When asked via e-mail 
if the Texas Union board would get to vote 
on the proposals on April 30 or if his office 
would be making the decision, Gonzalez 
avoided answering the question. 

“If there are promising options we will out- 
line those options to the Board,” Gonzalez 
wrote. “We anticipate over the next 60 days to 
be able to identify common elements and 
strengths of each proposal that align them- 
selves to having students operate the Cactus.”

Eno’s 
blubbery analogy can be found in every crack 
of this year’s South by Southwest Interactive 
and Music Festival panels, as all facets of the 
music business converge here in Austin to 
deal out the future, shooting big ideas out of 
the cannon to see where they land.

Brian Eno, ever the forward-thinker, makes 
a good point there.

The Cloud vs. the Paradise of Infinite Storage 


SXSW Music: Wednesday, March 17, 12:30pm, ACC 15 

Welcome to Asymptopia, derived from “asymptotic,” 
where the curve gets closer and closer to a line but never 
reaches it. Your host today is Sandy Pearlman, distin- 
guished dean’s chairholder of the Schulich School of Music 
at McGill University in Montreal. In rock tongues of the 
ancients, that translates into Blue Oyster Cult cabalist, 
Clash enabler ( Give ’Em Enough Rope), Black Sabbath man- 
ager, and close personal friend and 
cohort of the Dictators (“working 
with Handsome Dick Manitoba is 
not work”). Ask Pearlman about 
his Music panel, and his mostly 
uninterrupted 40-minute treatise 
pulls up a virtual teleprompter that 
scrolls through the philosophical 
structure and reasoning of a schol- 
ar speaking in real time: 

“The Cloud is being set up as the 
next regularly scheduled Internet 
gold rush. As it bears on music, 
the thinking is that all our musical assets can be extracted 
from the Web on a real-time basis, either stored up there or 
extracted by streaming or downloads from the Cloud, the 
cloud of remotely located, stored, and accessible music. This 
is really a cool idea in theory. The problem is that it makes 
one completely dependent upon the continued existence of 
these assets and on the good will of the people controlling 


the assets, on the capabilities of the networks delivering these 
assets, et cetera. 

“And all of these are actually very iffy propositions. 

“At exactly the same time, this thing I call the ‘paradise 
of infinite storage’ is becoming a reality. That’s a situation 
wherein costs for local storage have become so cheap they’re 
crashing toward the zero point. Right now, anyone with a com- 
puter and an extra $1,000 could 
store all the music ever recorded in 
the history of the world, locally, on 
their desktop, in a pretty compact 
form - let’s say a 10-terabyte hard 
drive array. Soon enough there will 
be solid-state storage devices the 
size of a big bar of soap, and then 
the size of a guitar pick, and soon 
so small they will be capable of 
being implanted within you. So you 
could, let’s say no more than five 
to 10 years from today - no more - 
walk around with all the music ever recorded in the history of 
the world in an implanted principal device within your body. 

“I call this whole situation Asymptopia, a universe where 
virtually every media object will be accessible at a cost of 
virtually nothing, and the space required to store all the stuff 
is also moving toward virtually nothing. I’m exaggerating, but 
not by much.”

How will We Listen to Music in 2020? 


Is the Brain the Ultimate 
Computer interface? 

SXSW Interactive: Saturday , March 13, 9:30am, Hilton F 

With technology getting smaller and more integrated, what if 
devices like the iPhone are eventually the size of a contact, and 
we just place them in our eyes to be online? Or MP3 players 
become chips implanted in our ears that let us control what 
music we listen to. We’ll adapt because we’ll be the machine. 
Does that sound like science fiction? 

“You’re absolutely right; that could happen,” says Christie 
Nicholson, a contributing editor at Scientific American. She’s 
giving a talk at SXSW Interactive on the brain and its infinite 
possibilities as an interface. Scientists have already proven a 
macaque monkey’s brain can move a robotic arm via electrodes 
attached to its motor cortex and that paraplegics can move cur- 
sors with thoughts. As technological singularity creeps up on 
us, that scenario doesn’t sound so crazy. 

“Moore’s law, the law that computers have been under since 
the late 1960s, will come to a close in about 2013,” she explains. 
“It was a prediction that the amount of computer power on a 
chip would double every two years per unit cost. Cost would go 
down; power would double. That’s why we’ve been able to go 
from computers the size of a room to an iPod. There are billions 
of transistors on a chip now, but eventually they’ll become so 
small they can’t distinguish between a one and a zero.” 

What if devices like the iPhone 
are eventually the size of a contact, 
and we just place them in our eyes 
to be online? 

More recently, British artist Luciana Haill composed music via 
EEGs monitoring brain waves fed through a computer program 
on the Future of Sound tour in the UK, something Nicholson 
wasn’t as familiar with, but she suggests that as an interface, the 
brain goes both ways, accepting info and projecting. 

“I could see there being something like a thought-based 
piano,” she says, “but there are some things we still just don’t 
know about the brain and neural code.” 

It’s an exciting possibility in this age of constant updates, 
but the logic behind what’s ethical and what’s not will no 
doubt get fuzzy. - Audra Schroeder

“I think we will not be successful in finding out how we 
will listen to music in 10 years,” admits Jonas Woost, former 
head of music at Last.fm, in reference to his SXSW Music 
panel. “However, we can make good estimates. I was always 
interested in how quickly, really over the past 10 years, the 
way we consume music has changed already.” 

In 2000, major labels still rode a cash crop of CD sales on 
the backs of boy bands and pop idols, and Steve Jobs was 
still a year away from unveiling Apple’s game-changing iPod. 
Yet even then, the seeds of the music industry’s shift into 


digital upheaval were already beginning to bloom, sprouting 
the current expectations of mobility, instantaneousness, and 
consumer-based value of music. 

Rounding into the next decade, similar outlying trends 
portend the digital music future that lies ahead. The move to 
cloud-based computing has begun to mainstream the viability of 
subscription-based music services like Spotify, and with Himes’ 
recent acquisition of streaming site Lala, traditional models 
of personal music ownership may well be culturally quaint

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by 2020. Combined with the ubiquitous acces- 
sibility provided by mobile devices, from smart 
phones to the coming onslaught of tablet com- 
puters like the iPad, the 
only elements hindering 
music’s shift to the cloud 
are remediable network 
capabilities and labels’ 
willingness to license to 
streaming services. 

“The problem in regard 
to having international 
access to all that music, 
like rights issues, this 
sounds very much to me 
like when the radio busi- 
ness first started in the 
United States, when there was exactly the same 
kind of reluctance,” offers Woost. 

With the shift from music as a physical prod- 
uct, a number of new digital formats are also 
emerging that seek to enhance the listening expe- 


rience through multimedia. Possible successors to 
the MP3, such as MusicDNA, add metadata that 
connect a song to peripheral collateral, ranging 
from bands’ social net- 
works to special artwork 
to the ability to purchase 
concert tickets. Likewise, 
the current popularity of 
location-based check-in 
services like Foursquare 
or Gowalla look toward 
a personal level of 
interactivity at shows 
that could provide an 
immediately monetiz- 
able exchange through 
mobile payments. 

Whatever may emerge over the next decade, 
the dust from the music industry’s digital 
shift seems to be settling, with viable models 
finally emerging that serve both fans and artists.

Why Hasn’t the Record industry Sued Girl Talk? 



SXSW Music: Thursday ; March 18, 5pm, ACC 13A 

“Nothing is sacred to me,” mash-up maestro 
Gregg Gillis, better known as Girl Talk, boasted 
to the Chronicle backstage at Lollapalooza 2008. 
“Everyone is influenced by their favorite bands, 
and they take pieces of that and try to reinter- 
pret those ideas into something new. Nirvana 
was influenced by Sonic Youth, by the Pixies. 


Why should I not grab everything I can and 
everything I am influenced by?” 

The answer is a bit more complicated than 
one would expect. While Girl Talk’s dance 
music sounds like a lawsuit waiting to happen 
- his copyright-challenging breakthrough Lk 
2006’s Night Ripper, used more than 300 song 
samples without permission or licensing - not 


one of those artists, nor their labels, has yet 
challenged the use in court. 

“In his case, it’s such a stark example of 
someone obviously transforming the source 
material,” relates Alex Kreit, director of the 
Center for Law and Social Justice at San 
Diego’s Thomas Jefferson School of Law. 
“The record industry might fear that they 


won’t get a favorable outcome in court, and 
that would detract from the general market 
for licensing of samples in hip-hop songs 
and elsewhere.” 

Girl Talk’s defense boils down to Supreme 
Court decision Campbell v. Acuff-Rose Music, 
Inc. In regard to 2 Live Crew’s 1989 parody 
of Roy Orbison’s “Oh, Pretty Woman,” the

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While Girl Talk’s 
copyright-challenging 
breakthrough LP, 2006’s 
Night Ripper, used more 
than 300 song samples 
without permission or 
licensing, not one of 
those artists, nor their 
labels, has yet challenged 
the use in court. 

court expanded the protections of fair 
use to include, along with commentary 
and criticism, parodies created for profit. 
Without even trying, Girl Talk’s mixes are 
both commentary and parody, mirroring 
the pace and disposability of our consum- 
er-driven culture. 

“The idea runs into First Amendment 
law,” Kreit expounds. “If people didn’t have 
the right to critique or parody other peo- 
ple’s work, that would significantly impact 
people’s free speech. The same holds true 
arguably for music. What’s been less clear 
or treated differently is hip-hop sampling 
that’s not being done for parody but in 
more of a referential way. There is a strong 
argument that it’s fair use, but it doesn’t fit 
as nicely into those parameters.” 

While nothing has changed on the 
books, there does appear to be a greater 
understanding in the courts and the music 
industry about the transformative nature of 
sampling. After all, Girl Talk samples both 
songs named in the Campbell suit on his 
2008 chaser, Feed the Animals. 

“I don’t think sampling should be legal 
automatically, but there should be more 
specific lines drawn as far as opening it up 
to things that aren’t hurting anyone,” Gillis 
commented shortly after the release of 
Night Ripper. “That’s just the way the flow 
of information in our society works, build- 
ing upon previous ideas. . . . Record labels 
need to recognize that and learn how to see 
it as an advantage for their artists.”

As a smart, thoughtful observer of the world 
through song, Vega offers digital sympathies. 

“1 think ultimately technology can be used 
in a soulful way,” she muses. “The way that 
you would use a paintbrush or a pen. You can 
artfully use technology to communicate with 
other people, to create music. Up to a point. 


“I’ve used GarageBand 
for a while. It’s good if 
you want to sketch some- 
thing out. Ultimately 
you do have to get the 
people in there to play 
the idea.” 

In February, she self- 
released the first of four 
planned CDs, what’s 
being called the Close-Up 
series, reimaginings of 
her best-loved songs. Vol 
1, Love Songs is now avail- 
able exclusively (in stores) 
at Barnes & Noble. 

“They were the only 
ones that came calling, 
and they were so excited 
about it that they moved 
the release date up a 
month.” Of course, it’s 
also available on iTunes, as well as through 
Vega’s website. 

“I believe in getting paid for what you 
do,” states Vega unapologetically. “I’ve heard 
all the arguments, and I know ‘information 
wants to be free.’ What about produce? Does 
it want to be free, too? I kind of feel like I’m 
talking into the wind here, because I’ve been 
on panels with teenagers and to them, 99 
cents is a choice between a song and a meal, 
and they’re going to take the meal at that 
price and get the song for free. 

“I’m not militant about it, though,” she 
laughs. “1 have to say that.” - Jim Caligiuri

Remember life-simulating computer game The 
Sims and how revolutionary it seemed in 2000? 
Then Second Life came along a few years later and 
was like, “Hey, your cyberself can go wherever it 
wants.” Now 6-year-old California-based concern 
IMVU.com takes it a step further, offering a 3-D, 
avatar-based social network where users can fur- 
nish rooms and buy clothes for their avatars, as 
well as interact with others in various settings. 

Lee Clancy, senior vice president of product 
management for IMVU, says the idea devel- 
oped around users wanting to decide what 
they buy or sell in the “virtual economy,” 
which has unlimited potential in terms of 
music. In late 2008, IMVU opened a music 
store with MP3s available for streaming. 

“The store has major label and independent 
music, and you can personalize it, create a mix for 
your room,” he explains, “and then anyone who’s 
in your room at the time can hear it too, and it 
becomes a social experience, not just listening to 
something on your iPod. You’re able to talk and 
have a shared music experience as well.” 

Actually, you must have people in your 
room if you want to play your mix, which 


As Austin’s Shearwater prepared to release 
its latest album, The Golden Archipelago, front- 
man Jonathan Meiburg sought to include an 
ambitious corollary to the music: a 75-page 
dossier containing an eclectic assemblage of 
artifacts and notes from his academic field 
studies of various islands around the world. 
For fans of the band, the idea was a contextual 
treasure trove; for Shearwater’s label, Matador, 
it was an infeasible pipe dream. 

“We didn’t have the dough 
to print the dossier our- 
selves, and Matador, though 
they loved it, couldn’t figure 
out how to package it with 
the record,” notes Meiburg. 

“It’s too big, too heavy. So 
this seemed like a good way 
to cover the printing costs 
and see if there really was 
interest in such a thing.” 

“This” was the Web- 
based “crowdfunding” platform of Brooklyn 
start-up Kickstarter, which launched last 
April. Focused on funding creative projects, 
Kickstarter allows artists to reach out to their 
fan bases to fund endeavors, setting their own 
monetary goals and the rewards they will 
offer their supporters in exchange for financial 
pledges. Shearwater easily eclipsed its target of 
$6,000 for production and distribution of the 
dossier, ultimately raising $10,115 from fans. 


makes it sort of an alternate reality dorm. 
Clancy mentions his demographic is half 
13-18, half 18-24, with 70% female users. The 
mall-like, no-parents aspect of IMVU would 
certainly have appealed to me as a teenager, 
but as I clicked through the site with my dis- 
concertingly proportioned avatar, walking from 
bedrooms to nightclubs, I became increas- 
ingly wary of male avatars with spiky hair 
surrounding me, A Night at the Roxbury -style, 
and fled.

“Through our arrangement with some of the ° 
indie labels, it’s quite easy for an indie artist to S 
get their music into the catalog,” Clancy adds. < 
“It becomes a kind of promotion, but it’s still o 
an emerging area; we’re not a music discovery 
site yet. Sites like MySpace and Facebook are 
kind of in-and-out social networks, but we try 
to be more immersive, like a video game or 
watching a movie.” - Audra Schroeder 


“I think that with social media and the way 
that commerce is so much about affinity now - 
that desire for a closer connection for the things 
that we buy and consume - I think that art is 
a natural place for that,” offers Kickstarter co- 
founder Yancey Strickler. “That sort of cultural 
shift is a really big one, and one I hope really 
changes our whole economy around creativity.” 
The revolution of crowdfunding and micro- 
payments is one of the few promising trends 
in an otherwise bleak 
economy, especially for 
music. Not only can art- 
ists and labels gauge inter- 
est and commitment in 
a project before investing 
capital, but fans can also 
achieve unprecedented 
connection to the artists 
and creation of art. 

“I think as fans, we 
always want to have a clos- 
er relationship to our stars, and we just never 
got that opportunity before,” says Strickler. 
“Something like Kickstarter lets us be part of 
a band’s story. Now, it’s not like, ‘I saw the 
Beatles at the Cavern Club’; it’s, T helped 
make the first Beatles’ 7-inch.’ Before, you 
either had to know somebody or you had to 
blow a roadie to get that kind of access. It’s 
changed, which is good for everyone - except 
the roadie, I guess.” - Doug Freeman 


“The Web is malleable, asymmetrical, 
and doesn’t play nice like TV There are no 
one-to-many controlled channels on the 
Web, so brands and agencies don’t under- 
stand why they can’t get attention.” 

Dave Allen’s gone from one side of the 
music industry mirror to the other, from 
bass player in Gang of Four to general man- 
ager ofEMusic.com. Most 
recently, he’s been writ- 
ing about music on the 
MP3 blog Pampelmoose. 
com and focusing on his 
Portland, Ore. -based mar- 
keting company, Fight, 
co-founded with Justin 
Spohn and Rob Shields. 

Fight works as a “brand 
strategy agency focusing 
on the social Web.” More 
to the point, its focus 
is the future of the Web 
for musicians. 

“As a society we have 
forgotten to think about 
the future, and that is our 
loss,” Allen says. “We have 
become obsessed with 
short-sightedly hoping the 
next gadget or application 
will better our lives and our 
experiences. Technology 
only shortens the distance 
between us. These tools, 
such as Twitter, Facebook, 
texting, are just that: tools. Anthropology 
shows that there is an innate human need 
to be part of a tribe and to remain in touch. 
This confusion over technology’s role in 
society really muddies the water.” 

Do you envision one day having a sort of 
streamlined global network for music ? 

“Not really. I’m more interested in 
learning how an 8-year-old girl today 


wants to access music. I see record compa- 
nies and musicians simply messing around 
with almost identical models, trying to 
replace the dollars they were used to earning 
through music sales. For instance, Spotify is 
not a game-changer. It’s more of the same. 
Ask young people what they want, then give 
it to them. McDonald’s discovered that offer- 
ing healthier food and 
fresh espresso at reason- 
able prices worked really 
well, so they broke their 
own mold and pursued 
that avenue to great suc- 
cess. One of the execu- 
tives from Spotify is giv- 
ing a speech at South 
by Southwest. I predict 
that whatever he says 
will be championed by 
those who are desperate- 
ly looking for help. They 
will hang on his every 
word and begin talking 
about how Spotify will 
save music.” 

As a musician that was 
recording in the “record 
age,” do you think in 2010 
it’s sort of pointless for 
musicians to keep releasing 
physical product? 

“I think it’s complete- 
ly pointless to simply 
release a CD. Think of 
that 8-year- old girl I mentioned earlier. 
Does she want a CD? I doubt it. So what’s 
required is first and foremost the release of 
music as an ‘event.’ Do not follow the tra- 
ditional, worn-out methods. Reinvent the 
idea of what a release of an ‘album’ should 
now be. Cirque du Soleil is a far cry from 
Barnum & Bailey’s.”

Live at the Black Cat Lounge (Dualtone) 

“It’s just like any other night/' shrugs 
Kevin McKinney to open Live at the 
Black Cat Lounge. “It ain’t no differ- 
ent.” That was, of course, the point of 
both the Sixth Street live music venue 
and Austin itself in 1991. The biker 
bar’s Bowery charm flourished in Slack 
Town’s still-sleepy, post-1960s/1970s 
hippie afterglow, soundtracked in the 
case of Soulhat by airy chords and the 
stone groove of leisurely kick-off “Find 
the Time.” Guitar and vocal interplay 
between McKinney and Bill Cassis 
boiled down strictly Garcia/Weir, if 
not by design, then in the crucible of 
Austin’s jam rock axis between the 
Black Cat and Steamboat. The latter 
and equally extinct club’s biggest front- 
manic, Joe Rockhead’s Bob Schneider, 
here lands the art layout credit. Another 
platinum-popular local cassette finally 
making its digital debut, Live at the 
Black Cat Lounge, pushed over the 
70-minute mark by six additional per- 
formances, comes front-loaded. Sunny 
delight “Garbageman” (“I’ll pick up your 
trash, mama”) wafts agreeably into the 
succeeding “Preacherman,” with its 
famous citation of “Mr. Dragworm,” both 
sets of crystal aqua chords as euphoric 
as Eeyore’s Birthday. The latter-day 
Santana stab of “Preacherman” in 
particular executes Hall of Fame needle- 
point two decades on, one of the band’s 
early hits. Its eight minutes could have 
been 20. Unofficial Hippie Hollow theme 
“Skinny Dipping” takes its clothes off 
behind a tree, and because “hits” are 
fewer and farther between after that, 
the vibe becomes rote as the material 
drops off, though “Mailbox” pockets 
leftover change from “Preacherman.” 
Seven-minute closer “... Love Me 
Now” rotates a heavier, bone-crushing 
Soulhat. The following year bowed the 
local fourpiece’s debut, Outdebox, and 
in 1994 its Sony sophomore disc, Good 
to Be Gone. A picture on the back of Live 
at the Black Cat Lounge, of smiling pro- 
prietor Paul Sessums, who was killed in 
a car accident in 1998 - four years prior 
to his baby burning down and becoming 
a tombstone on Sixth Street - preserves 
another layer of lost Austin.

Slayer massacre World Painted Blood late last year 
coincided neatly with BFT’s second submission of its own brutal 
bottom line. Bobby Fuentes’ vocal trauma would tickle Tom Araya, 
while bonus track beatdowns of Bad Brains (“We Will Not”) and 
Minor Threat (“Straight Edge”) further distinguish the band’s no- 
frills thrashcore. In equally strong voice stews King’s X vox Dug 
Pinnick, who leads local metallers RazrlS on the phosphorus 
burn of their eponymous platter for Rock Army Records. The two 
faces of “Jekyll & Hyde” and perfect 1990s swamp dirge “Alive” 
giving way to bayou ballad “Quicksand” expose a Southern soul 
to the band’s sonic bunker, a concrete monolith hardened by 
Pinnick’s thick throat cum bluesman’s lament. Razrl3 saves 
the best for last, “Time to Cry” sludging with a bent guitar snarl 
into the tolling “Reflections” and heavy Hendrix patriotic churn 
“4th of July.” Sharp disc. Due March 16, Dead Earth Politics’ 

The Weight of Poseidon boasts, “I’ll pepper you with a barrage 
of word fire” out of the gate. Released through the progressive 
metal fourpiece’s local Genuine Recordings, the high-grade graph- 
ics and packaging alone mirror the band’s genuine ambition. 

Early El Camino cruise “Dos Cuerpos” belches its two bodies 
in death-locked Priest mode, while “Once Was Glass” shrieks 
echoes of Maiden’s marches, and the gallop of “Hooked” arrives 
not a moment too soon. A doomsday SXSW intro seals “Traitor 
Is a Name,” but like 9-minute closer “10/13,” the gears of its 
many movements - as with Poseidon overall - don’t always grind 
smoothly. That won’t be a problem at Dead Earth Politics’ CD 
release (Friday, March 12, Encore). - Raoul Hernandez 



To borrow a line 
from Jack White’s 
Raconteurs, the 
Happen-lns are con- 
solers of the lonely. 

The local quartet’s self- 
titled debut, currently 
making the rounds 
on vinyl, shackles the 
roots flair of singer/ 
guitarist Sean Faires’ 
short-lived Dedringers 
(the pedal-steel-accent- 
ed “You’ve Been Bad” 
and “Don’t Look Back”) 
with the unabashed, 

Rolling Stones swag- 
ger of guitarist Ricky 
Ray Jackson’s Lomita 
(“Do It,” “Cross Your 
Heart”). The resulting 
maximum fuzz R&B 
unbuttons easier than 
pearl snaps in the 
steel glow of “Don’t 
Look Back,” slow Deep 
City soul of “Never 
Said,” and slide-guitar- 
spurred dustup “Die.” 

Still rough and needing 
more Keith Richards to balance out this 
Beggars Banquet, the Happen-lns are off to 
a promising start. Austin’s Damage Pants, 
likewise, bulldozes through its epony- 
mous wax LP, released by Bombay Cove, 
complete with a free MP3 download. The 
two-man wrecking crew mines the middle 
rubble between Kyuss’ stoner blues and 
the rhythmic gyration of Death From Above 
1979, except without the sleazy sexiness 
inherent in both. Drummer/vocalist Robert 
Davis’ post-hardcore thrashing locks in 
with Kyle Smith’s sledgehammer grooves 
like a cage match. The latter opens on gui- 
tar (“Empty or Not,” the doom-laden “We 
Were Left”) but does more damage on 
bass, especially on “The Hands of Paolo 
Rocco” and “Ballad,” which is anything 
but. The inaugural, vinyl-only pressing from 
Austin’s Bicentennial Baby Records pairs 
locals Cause for Applause with Gospel 
Truth for what sounds like a double bill 
at late music venue the Blue Flamingo - 
drunken, 1990s noise-rock with a confron- 
tational streak. Cause for Applause fea- 
tures a former member of ’68 Comeback 
and Kid Congo Powers & the Pink Monkey 
Birds, which, along with the staggered 
pub-blues of Beasts of Bourbon, is solid 
framework for these six skuzzy tunes. 
Bassist David Lloyd Wofford contorts his 
vocals with Hank Williams’ yelp and David 
Yow’s screech, bemoaning in “More, More 
More”: “I’d like to get up. Which way is 
up?” On the flip side, Gospel Truth testi- 
fies to the Touch & Go legacy (Mule, the 
Jesus Lizard, Laughing Hyenas), smearing 
organ and jarring saxophone to its intense, 
disorienting rockabilly berserk. Sounds like 
a hell-bent tent revival. - Austin Powell

When Dexter Blanch’s dog nearly died 
from complications during spay surgery, he 
decided to use the event as inspiration and 
recently brought to market a chastity belt to 
give pet owners more control of their ani- 
mals’ animal instincts.

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

• The Importance of the Dictionary: 

1) When Donald Williams was publicly sworn 
in as a judge in Ulster County, N.Y., on Jan. 2, 
offices were closed, and no one could find a 
Bible. Since holy books are not legally 
required, Williams took the oath with his hand 
on a dictionary. 2) Merriam Webster’s 10th 
edition collegiate dictionary is so influential 
that the Menifee Union School District in 
Southern California removed all copies from 
its elementary schools’ shelves in January in 
response to a parent’s complaint that the 
book contains a definition of oral sex. 

• Texting While Driving Is Not the 
Problem: 1) Briton Rachel Curtis, 23, was 
given a suspended sentence of 12 months 
in prison by Bristol Crown Court in October 
for leading police on a high-speed chase 
while injecting heroin. 2) Authorities in 
Scottsboro, Ala., in December arrested a 
man after a high-speed chase during which 
he allegedly had methamphetamine cooking 
in the front seat. 3) Long-haul trucker 
Thomas Wallace was charged with man- 
slaughter in Buffalo, N.Y., in January after 
his rig struck a parked car, killing the occu- 
pant, while Wallace was distracted watching 
pornography on his laptop computer. 

• Too-Swift Justice: It is not unheard of 
for someone to commit a crime and then 
immediately surrender, usually for safety or 
for the comfort of a warm jail cell (such as 
Timmy Porter, 41, did in Anchorage, Alaska, 
in October immediately after robbing the 
First National Bank Alaska). However, Gerard 
Cellette Jr., 44, tried to be even more helpful. 
Knowing that he would soon be arrested (and 
probably convicted) for running a $53 million 
Ponzi scheme in the Minneapolis area, he 
walked into a county judge’s chambers in 
December and offered to begin serving time. 
The judge explained that Cellette would 
have to wait until charges were filed and a 
plea recorded. 

• Timing Is Everything: Guido Boldini (and 
his mother, Constance Boldini) pleaded 
guilty last April to soliciting a hit man to 
take out Guido’s ex-wife, Michelle Hudon, 
after a contentious child-custody battle in 
Keene, N.H. The “hit man” was, of course, 
an undercover cop, and the son and mother 
are now serving a combined 12 to 25 years 
in prison. However, unknown to the Boldinis, 
Michelle Hudon had been diagnosed with 
cancer, and in September, she died.

Didn’t Think Ahead: Two men tied up employees at a recycling company 
in Chicago in December, intending to take away the ATM on the premises, 
which is normally used to pay people who bring in scrap metal. However, 
the two men fled empty-handed after realizing that they were not strong 
enough to carry the 250-pound machine out to their truck. 


FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

1) A death row inmate has a right to 
question the fairness of the sentencing 
jurors if they appear to be so friendly with 
the judge that they give her (and the bai- 
liff) post-trial gag chocolates shaped like 
breasts and penises. The U.S. Supreme 
Court in January ordered a lower court to 
consider a rehearing request from convict- 
ed killer Marcus Wellons of Georgia. 

2) Seattle area resident Patricia Sylvester, 
on trial for vehicular assault in October, 
was declared “not guilty” by the jury, but 
her sense of relief quickly faded.

The Tlirnverein Pavilion in Bellville looks like a giant coffee 
grinder. A stovepipe sticking out of the peak of the 12-sided Cat 
Spring Agricultural Society Hall in Cat Spring makes it look like 

some kind of utensil. 

Austin County has more 
of these multisided com- 
munity halls than any 
other county in Texas. 

One of the 23 original 
counties created by the 
Republic of Texas, Austin 
County was the site of 
the capital of Stephen F. 

Austin’s colony. In 1830, 

Frederick Ernst estab- 
lished the first German 
settlement in Texas at 
Industry in the northwest- 
ern part of the county. 

As immigrants spread 
across Texas in the late 
1800s, they formed 
social clubs around gym- 
nastics, bowling, shoot- 
ing, dancing, and sing- 
ing. Of nine clubs, or ver- 
eins, organized in Austin County, five were saengvereins, or singing societies, and the others were 
agricultural clubs (two), a shooting club, and a gymnastics club. 

Of course, the first thing that any club needs is a clubhouse. In Bellville, local carpenter and 
architect Joachim Hintz built the oldest and grandest of his three halls for a German gymnastics 
society. Designed around a center pole and first opened in 1897, the building has 12 sides. The 
windows let the breeze in and the heat escape out the peak of the roof, and the tables swung up 
flat against the wall on hinges. 

“The band would set up around the pole,” says Helen Armstrong, a member of the county historical 
society. “Then everyone would dance around the band.” The city has owned the Tumverein Pavilion 
since 1937 and rents it out for antique shows, dances, concerts, and occasionally a wedding. 

Hintz built an octagonal hall in 1900 for the schuetzenverein (shooting club) in the community 
of Peters, south of Bellville. The club still hosts a Mother’s Day celebration and dances from 
time to time. 

The Cat Spring Landwirth Schaftlide Verein has met continuously since 1856. In 1902, the agri- 
cultural society moved into a Hintz-designed 12-sided clubhouse. The club also rents out the hall 
for antique shows, car shows, dances, and meetings. 

In Sealy, the singing society sold its eight-sided hall to the fire department, which transferred it 
to the city. The aluminum siding added to the former verein hall makes it look more like a coffee 
can than a coffee grinder. It is the site of an annual Fireman’s Frolic as well as other public events. 
Off Highway 36, Coshatte Hall is another eight-sided dance hall modeled after Hintz’s work and was 
built in 1928 by an agricultural society. 

For a list of events at the halls, go to the websites of the Bellville or Sealy chambers of com- 
merce. A book on the musical history of the county, The Dance Halls of Austin County, is available 
for $7 from the county judge’s office. Geronimo Trevino’s excellent book Dance Halls and Last Calls 
includes histories of some of the music halls of Austin County.

I remember 
Saint-Preux from last year’s season opener. He was one of the best players on the field that 
day, and he scored the first goal in Aztex history; let’s hope he gets a lot more. He’s also a 
star on Haiti’s national team, and got an assist against the U.S. in last year’s Gold Cup. 

Meanwhile, the Aztex opened training camp Monday. They’re bringing in a number of 
prospects for tryouts and waiting to see if fallout from Major League Soccer’s labor dispute 
might fill a couple more roster spots. Some 11 players, at least, will take the field against 
the Houston Dynamo this Sunday in Houston (March 7, lpm, at Carl Lewis Track Stadium; 
admission and parking are free). 

I won’t be able to make the trip myself, but I can’t wait 
to hear what sort of lineup gaffer Adrian Heath puts out 
there and how some of the new players fit together. With 
Saint-Preux, the Aztex roster currently stands at 11 field 
players plus two goalkeepers. The Aztex are also looking 
for game-day volunteers at their new House Park 
home.

Ladies and gentlemen, do I have a show for you! The stagger- 
ing truths of love and lust will be revealed! Let you not consid- 
er the mating rituals of the stork until you’ve seen this show. 


Let you not pass judgment over a women 
birthing rabbits until you’ve seen this show! 
Let you not dismiss rats’ balls till you’ve 
seen this show! Let you not see another 
show till you see three puppet doctors 
sprouting out of a gargantuan pair of legs! 
Ladies and gentlemen, Salvage Vanguard 
Theater presents A Brief Narrative of an 
Extraordinary Birth of Rabbitsl 

Much like the vaudevillian circus that 
frames SVT’s stage, Rabbits is a show full of 
one engaging act after the next. Rabbits is 
a show that appeals not to the restrictions 
of reality but to our desire for the fantastic, 
the unworldly, the impossible. C. Denby 
Swanson’s script is decidedly intelligent and 
creative, chock-full of ideas, beliefs, char- 
acters, one fantastic conceit after another. 
The text actually reminded me of such 21st 
century novels as Salvador Plascencia’s The 
People of Paper or Jonathan Safran Foer’s 
Everything Is Illuminated, in which the authors 
attempted to stuff every innovative thought 
they had into one world. 

Indeed, the world of Rabbits is made up 
of quite disparate narrative continents: the 
stork-cum-doctor who narrates casually to 
the audience; the Victorian-era doctor pup- 
pets who comment on the main source text 
of this play, an 18th century woman who 
fooled people into believing she birthed 
these fluffy creatures; Kitty, who, desperately 
wanting a child, forces her younger sister, 
Mare, into conceiving using her husband 
Joe’s sperm. And that’s not even mentioning 
the rabbits. 


Director Jenny Larson and her designers did 
a very good job of taking such varied influenc- 
es, eras, and stories and creating a cohesive 
framework for this play. The vaudevillian under- 
tones of Rabbits are concocted with characters 
painted in strong, broad strokes; big perfor- 
mances; and a constantly roving narrative focus 
(not unlike the spotlight under the big top). 

Swanson’s greatly imagined characters 
are all given chances to show their human- 
ity and garner sympathy, a nice juxtaposition 
to their absurd interactions. As an audience 
member, I found myself unsure where my 
heart lay - if I try to dole out my sympathy 
equally to each character, well, then my feel- 
ings diminish across the field. Swanson’s 
script wants to bring humanity and sympathy 
to all of these wild ideas, which is really ask- 
ing too much. And even with Larson’s strong 
direction, energetic performances led by the 
expressive Shaun Patrick Tubbs and Robin 
Grace Thompson, Connor Hopkins’ wonder- 
ful and hilarious puppets, and a lot of great 
moments, the production feels like less than 
the sum of its magnificent parts. 

Rabbits is in tune with what I love about 
theatre: a multitude of fascinating ideas; 
spirited performances; an unencumbered 
mix of music, multimedia, and anything else 
necessary in a show; artists challenging 
themselves and the audience. The fact that I 
wanted more from the production speaks not 
to its failings but to all it inspired in me. Like 
a trip to the circus, the show has more stimuli 
than you’ll know what to do with, but the expe- 
rience is certainly worth it. - Avimaan Syam

Tennessee Williams wrote some truly great plays, but his first 
one is his best. Its themes of the breakdown of the family, 
abandonment by father figures, and the loss of a purer way of 
life echo down to the present in American storytelling. 


Moreover, you will not find a more 
potent and omnipresent visual motif in any 
American play. Laura’s collection of tiny 
glass animals is so beautiful yet so easily 
shattered. It represents not just the inno- 
cence and fragility of the agoraphobic young 
lady who collects them but also the inno- 
cence and fragility of us all. 

Director Michael Costello and his set 
designer, Griffon Ramsey, have made the 
wise decision to put Laura’s beautiful menag- 
erie front and center in this TexARTS Equity 
production at the Kam & James Morris 
Theater in Lakeway, but fortunately, the show 
has more going for it than a strong visual 
motif. Great difficulty lies in making Amanda 
Wingfield, the matriarch of this fatherless 
household, a likable woman at all times, but 
Babs George achieves it. The woman means 
well! Stuck in a culture that valued females 
at home, not in the workplace, Amanda 
wants to save her daughter by the only 
means she knows: finding a husband for 
her. And so she exploits the only avenue she 
has to accomplish that task: She uses her 
son to find that husband. Yes, she’s passive- 
aggressive; yes, she nags; but you cannot 
discount her desperation or, in George’s 
hands, her ultimate goodness and love. 

The play is narrated by Amanda’s son, 

Tom, played here by Jude Hickey. Interestingly, 


Thomas was Williams’ given name, and it’s 
not a great leap to conclude that what we 
are watching is a slice of the playwright’s life. 
While Williams may not have had a father 
who left when he was a small boy, a mother 
trapped in her longing for a more genteel way 
of life, a sister crippled by pleurisy and her 
own fear of the outside world, and a desire 
to break away from an oppressive lifestyle, 
chances are he had something like all of it. 
Thus, when Tom tells us we are watching a 
memory play, we understand the dim and 
shadowy lighting that designer Jason Amato 
provides and the old-sounding tunes that play 
so subtly underneath the action. We feel the 
longing for not just a simpler world but a fairer 
one, one in which a delicate flower like Laura, 
performed so gently and sympathetically by 
Jessie Tilton, can find a way to fully bloom, 
and one in which a young man like Tom can 
feel free to seek his own destiny without being 
tied to a past he did not help to create. 

The production is not perfect, but it’s per- 
fect enough to bring tears to your eyes when 
you finish watching it. Besides, striving for 
perfection is difficult and chancy, to say the 
least. Best to have the goal of telling the 
story clearly, and that’s what Costello and 
his creative team do in creating this work- 
manlike production of this sadly sweet and 
oh-so-very-simple play. - Barry Pineo

2) After Johannes Gutenberg invented 
(as far as Western civilization was con- 
cerned) movable type, texts exploded 
into the world, transforming that world in 
ways no one could have imagined. One 
can read of this in Marshall McLuhan’s 
The Gutenberg Galaxy: The Making of 
Typographic Man. 

3) When I write that the two artists have 
“exploded” texts, I’m not necessarily being 
metaphorical. Johnson, for instance, has 
created several pieces in which letters 

of plastic or metal type extend at arm’s 
length from a work’s foundation, almost 
quivering at the ends of thin metal rods, 
the letters forming phrases (or almost) 
of intriguing relevance to the piece as a 
whole. Regardless of what deeper effect 
this provides in the art-viewing mind, 
regardless of how this might succinctly 
map some three-way crossroad in the 
histories of sculpture and printing and 
painting, it provokes an immediate and 
more visceral reaction: Whoa , this is some 
awesome-looking shit. 

4) There’s a lot of text and typographic 
chicanery in The Galaxy. Not in McLuhan’s 
Gutenberg Galaxy, I mean, but in The Galaxy 
magazine, a popular American periodical of 
the late 19th century. Mark Twain - the first 
author to submit a typewriter-produced man- 
uscript {Life on the Mississippi) - was a col- 
umnist for The Galaxy and once created for 
it a map that satirized newspaper coverage 
of the Franco-Prussian War. The map was 
published, as a gibe at printers, in reverse.

5) Any sort of life on the Mississippi is 
going to require a boat of some kind. 

6) The phrase “Grab an oar and row” 
recurs throughout the “Fifth-Business” 
exhibition, most noticeably in actual print- 
ing blocks attached to a piece of art. The 
printing on these blocks is, of course, in 
reverse. You want to count the number of 
times a boat (a rowboat, specifically) is 
referenced by Johnson in this exhibition, 
you’re going to need a good memory or 
more fingers than just the ones you might 
type with. 

7) Text, most likely created with fingers, is 
memory made flesh. Also: Every body is a 
book of blood, and so on. 

8) This is my heart is one of the larger 
works by Debra Broz, and, sure enough, 
there’s an approximated heart attached to 
the piece’s blanker background, built up with 
the same crimson threads that bind the 
organ-symbol in place. 

9) Things I think about, also by Broz, is 
an arrangement of tiny lapel pins (you are 
encouraged to take one of them, gratis), 
each of which displays a handwritten label 
of just what the piece’s title indicates: “the 
structure of time,” “parallel universes,” 
“links/previously hidden connections,” and 
so on. The one I took home with me says 
“words without meaning.”

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ALICE IN WONDERLAND 


Fish Tank 


D: Andrea Arnold; with Katie Jarvis, Michael 
Fassbender, Kierston Wareing, Rebecca Griffiths, 
Harry Treadaway, Sydney Mary Nash. (NR, 123 min.) 


The first words we hear out of 15-year-old Mia (Jarvis) are, 
characteristically, four-lettered and snarling. “Ring me back, 
you bitch,” she spits into her phone, ostensibly to a friend. 


We never see the friend - we never see any 
friends, in fact. Mia, a self-taught dancer who 
likes to watch Web videos of dance crews 
showing off their moves, has no crew of her 
own. And, frankly, I wouldn’t want to be in her 
crew, either - she’s too pathological for our 
uncomplicated empathy. In Fish Tank's open- 
ing shot, writer/director Arnold fixes her cam- 
era on Mia head-on, as she’s alone, 
unguarded, and heaving from the 
exertion of dancing. But moments 
later, the camera reorients itself 
to what will prove to be its more 
natural position: behind Mia, ever 
trailing her, catching her from the 
side as she hurls herself headlong 
into scenarios fraught with danger. 

She lives, all-claws-out, with her mother, 
Joanne (Wareing), and little sister, Tyler 
(Griffiths), in a crowded Essex council estate; 
if Joanne has an occupation beyond drinking 
and smoking and swaying to music videos 
on the always-turned-on TV, it’s unclear. One 
day Mia wakes up to find a half-dressed 
man making tea in the kitchen: He’s Connor 
(Fassbender), her mother’s new boyfriend. He 
has an Irish accent, a sensible Honda hatch- 
back, Bobby Womack CDs, and kindness to 
spare; he alone encourages Mia in her danc- 
ing. Because the audience is worldly enough, 
or at least attuned to the hard fact that 
good-looking men in movies taking an inter- 
est in underage girls usually spells trouble, 


Connor’s deepening involvement in the family 
is uneasy-making. But hold on: Arnold is out 
for something far subtler than that. It’s been 
well-reported that she only gave her actors a 
few pages at a time during shooting - none 
of them knew where their story arcs were 
headed. That gambit gives the film an on- 
the-edge-of-a-knife kind of tension, as does 
Jarvis’ tightly coiled unpredictabil- 
ity. A first-time actor and Essex 
native, Jarvis authentically embod- 
ies that prickly age between little- 
girl bric-a-brac (which Arnold’s 
camera skims; not a shot here 
feels superfluous) and the hoop 
earrings and hipped swagger of an 
almost-grown woman. Fassbender 
is the far more tested actor - in two years’ 
time he’s swung from Hunger's starved 
artistry to Inglourious Basterds' stiff upper 
lip - and his ease in front of the camera 
mimics the onscreen push-pull between 
Connor’s assuredness and Mia’s uncer- 
tainty. Arnold may use uncommon tactics, 
but she knows what she’s doing. (And she 
has a hell of a track record: Fish Tank took 
the Jury Prize at Cannes, as did her first 
feature, 2006’s Red Road.) Fish Tank isn’t 
an easy watch - it’s like two hours of ache 
- but there are rich rewards to be had in 
the many ways Arnold and her terrific team 
rend us to and fro. - Kimberley Jones

Long gone is Lewis Carroll’s nonsensi- 
cal idyll: In this topsy-turvy take, Alice 
(Wasikowska) is 19 and about to be married 
off to a Victorian prig (Leo Bill). Dodging his 
very public proposal, Alice chases a rabbit 
through a topiary garden and down to Wonder, 
er, make that Underland, as it’s called here. 
Those suffering from apocalypse fatigue will 
likely shudder at Alice’s first steps out of the 
rabbit hole: It’s all dead vegetation, smote 
spirit, and survivors’ guilt. Turns out that while 
Alice was away, the Red Queen (Bonham 
Carter) unleashed holy hell - or coup d’etat - 
snatching the crown from her sister the White 
Queen (Hathaway) and deputizing the Knave of 
Hearts (Glover) to do her bidding (reign of ter- 
ror, lawn games, etc.). Everybody’s been expect- 
ing Alice - it’s been prophesied that she’d 
return to slay the Red Queen’s favorite beastie, 
the Jabberwocky (a screeching pterodactyl that 
looks like what would happen if the original 
etching of Through the Looking Glass illustrator 
John Tenniel bedded down with something from 
Predator ). Alice, however, is unconvinced she’s 
the girl for the job, which means we’re in for a 
rather rote tale about self-actualization (in this 
regard, there’s a strong resemblance to screen- 
writer Linda Woolverton’s earlier Disney work 
in Beauty and the Beast, The Lion King, and 
Mulan). Perhaps overtaxed with the outsized 
expectations inherent to the 3-D format, direc- 
tor Burton (Edward Scissorhands) rushes the 
entree into Underland and goes big early - too 
big, too early - with a violent, incomprehensible 
chase sequence. The first act is very nearly 
unbearable, leaden and doomy and generically 
plotted. Say a little prayer, then, for Depp: His 
Mad Hatter could have been mere circus-act 
material, but instead he plays the lunatic 
hatmaker like William Wallace with PTSD. It 
works - sometimes transcendently so. The 
script riffs on the Hatter’s famous preoccupa- 
tion with “how is a raven like a writing desk?,” 
and one of Depp’s line readings of that eternal 
unknowable is downright Shakespearean. Woe, 
then, to the creative team who OK’d his third- 
act jig. And so it goes: Every stellar moment 
within is met with five more clunkers, and 
tonally, there’s a deeply imbalanced mirth- 
to-muck ratio. Who would’ve guessed that 
Burton, a man who’s made a career spelunk- 
ing for fun in cannibals and corpses, could 
produce such a joyless film? There are bright 
spots, certainly - a few of the more comic 
actors manage to puncture the film’s overall 
dourness (see Little Britain's Matt Lucas 
as Tweedledum and Tweedledee), and the 
many animals are digitally rendered quite 
beautifully. But considering what a to-do this 
massively budgeted entertainment is, that 
doesn’t add up to much. “Curiouser and curi- 
ouser,” indeed. - Kimberley Jones

BROOKLYN’S FINEST D: Antoine 

Fuqua; with Richard Gere, Ethan Hawke, Don Cheadle, 
Wesley Snipes, Will Patton, Ellen Barkin, Shannon Kane, 
Brian F. O’Byrne, Lili Taylor, Vincent D’Onofrio. (R, 140 min.) 

Back at the beginning of the decade, 
Fuqua’s direction of the gritty cop movie 
Training Day led Denzel Washington to a Best 
Actor Oscar win and earned co-star Ethan 
Hawke a Best Supporting Actor nomina- 
tion. Hawke is back for another go-round in 
Brooklyn’s Finest, Fuqua’s latest cop opera, 
where he’s joined by Gere and Cheadle in 
the lead roles. Sadly, none of these fine 
actors are likely to garner nominations come 
the 2010 Oscars. Even in the film’s sup- 
porting roles, a lot of terrific actors portray 
characters who are let down by this film’s 
rudimentary and cliche-ridden script by first- 
timer Michael C. Martin. Fuqua’s visual flash 
and a good cast in low simmer make the 
ironically titled Brooklyn's Finest consistently 
watchable, but the tired story and an outland- 
ish ly overinflated third act make this film no 
more than a passing eccentricity. The three 
central figures are all policemen in Brooklyn’s 
65th Precinct, a rundown inner-city enclave 
that houses a sprawling, 18-building hous- 
ing project, where much of the film’s action 
and blood-soaked, overwrought finale occurs. 
Each man follows his own narrative trajec- 
tory; each is unknown to the others, although 
Fuqua causes their paths to visually cross a 
few times before culminating each cop’s sep- 
arate story on the same fateful night. At first 
introduction, each man seems more criminal 
than coplike. Eddie (Gere) is one week away 
from retirement after 22 years on the force, 
during which time we’re given the impres- 
sion that he did as little as possible. Sal 
(Hawke), a Catholic family man with five kids 
and twins on the way, commits desperate 
acts to get the money for a down payment 
on a bigger house that won’t have the mold 
in the walls that is making his asthmatic wife 
(Taylor) ill. Tango (Cheadle) has been working 
deep undercover so long that his wife has 
filed for divorce, but before his superiors 
(Patton and Barkin) will cut him loose and 
give him a promotion, he is required to do 
one last dirty job. We have seen all these 
characters before: the dirty cop, the hours- 
from-retirement guy, and the covert agent 
who just wants his former life back. Neither 
Martin’s script nor Fuqua’s directorial point 
of view elaborate on or reveal the nuances 
of these predicaments. Seemingly left on 
their own to invent the substance of their 
characters, the three main actors deliver 
below-par work, with Hawke going off the 
dramatic rails during his character’s moral 
descent while Gere and Cheadle’s cops 
largely remain dutiful ciphers. Their three 
storylines move steadily forward until they 
congeal into voluminous pools of blood in 
the film’s preposterous finale. “There’s only 
righter and wronger” observes the character 
played by D’Onofrio (who only appears in 
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the film’s opening scene). This vague ideol- 
ogy seems to be the film’s overriding senti- 
ment. That said, Brooklyn's Finest is mo’ 
wrong than right. - Marjorie Baumgarten

COP OUT D: Kevin Smith; with Bruce Willis, Tracy 
Morgan, Adam Brody, Kevin Poliak, Seann William Scott, 
Michelle Trachtenberg, Guillermo Diaz, Jason Lee, Rashida 
Jones, Ana de la Reguera. (R, 113 min.) 

I’m really hoping that Kevin Smith picked 
up enough comic material during his 
recent fracas/hullabaloo/altercation with 
Southwest Airlines to generate a scath- 
ing fusillade of vitriolic satire aimed at the 
airline industry - Jay and Silent Bob Get 
High(er), maybe? - because it’s going to 
take a serious amount of classic Kevin 
Smithery to purge the sub-fun Cop Out from 
fans’ memories. What was supposed to be 
a Smithy homage to 1980s-style buddy-cop 
action comedies, a la 48 Hrs., is instead 
a painfully unfunny series of been-there/ 
seen-that sequences that have all the comic 
oomph of Another Stakeout and all the 
bone-busting action of Kuffs. This is not the 
Kevin Smith who crafted the profane and 
powerfully human comedy Chasing Amy and 
Dogma. It’s seemingly not even the Kevin 
Smith who directed the saccharine but 
tolerable (thanks to George Carlin) Jersey 
Girl. This is like some Bizarro World Smith 
film in which, following the indie success 
of Clerks, the director took the money (had 
there been money, that is), ran straight 
into the gaping maw of Hollywood medioc- 
rity, and never looked back. Cutting to the 
chase, plotwise, Cop Out (which once had 
the far superior working title A Couple of 
Dicks) pairs Willis and Morgan as unlikely 
(yet satirically cliched) Brooklyn detectives 
Monroe and Hodges, respectively, nine-year 
veterans of the NYPD who’ve just been hit 
with matching 30-day suspensions. Monroe, 
the “bad” cop to Hodges’ “goofy” cop, is 
facing a nearly $50,000 price tag for the 
wedding of his daughter (Trachtenberg), lead- 
ing him to sell his beloved 1952 Topps Andy 
Pafko baseball card. However, he’s deprived 
of even that chance at financial semi-inde- 
pendence when he’s mugged by Dave (Scott), 
which forces Monroe to align with Pafko’s 
new owner, a Latino drug boss (Dfaz) who has 
issues of his own. From here on out, it gets 
even stranger. To be completely fair to the 
director, this is the first Kevin Smith film not 
actually written by Kevin Smith, and boy, does 
it show. There is plenty of scatological and 
sexual dialogue, particularly from Morgan’s 
character, but very little of it has the zip 
and zing and dirty delight of previous Smith 
screeds. Co-screenwriters Robb and Mark 
Cullen have desaturated Smith’s colorfully 
profane verbal theatrics to the point that they 
seem tired instead of inspired. What we’re 
left with, then, is an equally tired and weari- 
some buddy-cop movie that might as well be 
a forgotten leftover from the era of Turner & 
Hooch. Now there’s a film with classic Kevin 
Smith scrawled all over it. - Marc Savlov

THE CRAZIES D: Breck Eisner; with Timothy 
Olyphant, Radha Mitchell, Joe Anderson, Danielle Panabaker, 
Lisa K. Wyatt, Larry Cedar, Preston Bailey. (R, 101 min.) 

The Crazies, a remake of George A. 
Romero’s 1973 film of the same name, taps 
so specifically and so immediately into the 
current national Zeitgeist it might well turn 
out to be the tea partiers’ and Fox News 
folks’ favorite film of the year. It’s a trip down 
Justifiably Paranoid Lane in Anytown, USA, 
deep in the heartland of the red, white, and 
blue, where the classic tropes of the slasher 
genre run up smack dab against the (pre- 
sumed) New World Order, with its midnight 
totems of black helicopters, black Escalades, 
and eerily inhuman, biohazard-suited sol- 
diers galore (but precious few black people). 
Eisner’s update is, at heart, not much more 
than Grant Wood’s American Gothic with 
little red dribbles of blood running down 
the pitchfork’s tines. It’s been dosed with a 
major expansion of Romero’s earlier nihilistic 
themes and a much larger budget, but its 
decidedly anti-authoritarian tone is essentially 
the same. It’s worth noting here that just as 
this remake sets itself against a backdrop of 
economic uncertainty and endless war, the 
original arrived in theatres not long before 
the OPEC oil embargo, the fall of Saigon, 
and the exit of American military forces from 
Vietnam. We have met the enemy, and he is 
a) our own government, b) the Corporatization 
of our own government, c) the Illuminati, d) 
us, e) all of the above. If you picked “e,” con- 
gratulations, you get the Andromeda strain. 
With The Crazies 2010, Eisner and co-writers 
Scott Kosar and Ray Wright have crafted a 
thriller that’s quick on its feet (Romero’s, 
hamstrung by budgetary concerns, plodded), 
efficient in its setup, and chock-full o’ nuts. 
Unknown to the townspeople of the drowsy 
Midwestern farming community of Ogden 
Marsh, an experimental military bioweapon 
code-named “Trixie” has landed in their water 
supply. As the title suggests, soon enough 
there are infected townspeople nattering 
to themselves and playing with threshing 
machinery. When the guys in hazmat suits 
finally arrive in the quarantined and dying 
township, Sheriff David Dutton (a very well-

cast Olyphant), his physician wife (Mitchell), and 
Deputy Clank (Anderson), are virtually the only 
survivors. The trouble is, of course, that the 
“Man” (as they said in Romero’s day) doesn’t 
want anybody to survive. To call The Crazies 
the most original horror film in a long while 
only serves to point out just how lousy main- 
stream, studio-released horror has become. 
It’s a solid thriller, sure, but there’s precious 
little in it that hasn’t been seen countless 
times before, and in the end, it plays it safe 
...by not playing it safe. It may be going too 
far to call this film a bellwether for the inexpli- 
cably popular populist mindset that so much 
of the country has right now, but it certainly 
feels like it. For some really freaky crazies, 

I recommend you go rent Pontypool (itself 
a genius updating of Romero’s Night of the 
Living Dead) or the little-seen 2007 gem The 
Signal, both of which are far more unnerving 
than anything in Ogden Marsh. - Marc Savlov

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DISTRICT 13: ULTIMATUM 

D: Patrick Alessandrin; with Cyril Raffaelli, David Belle, 
Fabrice Feltzinger, Elodie Yung, MC Jean Gab’l, James Deano, 
Daniel Duval. (R, 95 min., subtitled) 

You don’t have to be familiar with the 
2005 French riots to appreciate this nervy, 
comic action pic, but foreknowledge of 
France’s recent (and ongoing) xenophobic 
shudderings certainly imparts to D13: 
Ultimatum a canny streak of ripped-from-Le 
Monde social commentary. Due in large part 
to its cultural relevance, this is also one 
of the few sequels that nearly succeeds in 
topping the original. If 2004’s District B13 
was an escapist piece of lighter-than-air, 
meringue-flavored actioneering (it was), then 
Ultimatum is like a brick thrown through 
cinephiliac French Prime Minister Sarkozy’s 
window, albeit one infused with both a popu- 
list political bent and a giddy sense of gal- 
lows humor. The whole thing is French to its 
core, but thanks to a witty, often self-referen- 
tial script, once again penned by action-film 
godhead Luc Besson, it’s also tres kickass 
in the most literal sense of the word. It 
never manages to approach the suspenseful 
heights or complex characterizations of La 
Femme Nikita or The Professional, but taken 
as a politically aware live-action cartoon, 
Ultimatum soars. That’s in part because 
the entire D13 franchise is based upon the 
relatively new sport of parkour, which weds 
the sky-high athletic precision of a circus 
acrobat to the Shaw Brothers’ penchant 
for impossibly long, wire-assisted air bal- 
lets - except in parkour there are no wires, 
and every available surface is but a spring- 
board to a higher (or lower) plane. Gravity? 
That’s so American. As with its predecessor, 
Ultimatum pairs parkour founder Belle (who 
bears a striking similarity to Toei anime’s 
spiky-haired Dragon Ball Z lead), as heroic 
ghetto defendant Lerto with Raffaelli’s 
undercover detective Damien Tomaso. The 
set-up employs Bessonian plotting at its 
most comic-book-esque, but once these two 
are united again against a common foe - 
corrupt French politicians and businessmen 
who are determined to crush the walled, 
multiethnic ghetto of the title and build 
condos in its place - the action commences 
and much of it is breathtaking. In particu- 
lar, a jaw-dropping battle between hordes 
of underworld thugs and Tomaso, who is 
armed with only - wait for it! - a priceless 
Van Gogh painting and his wits, boggles the 
mind. Martial arts meets art history head-on, 
and the resulting hyperchoreographed chaos 
is downright sublime. Buster Keaton would 
be amused. D13: Ultimatum, while terrific 
fun, is no one’s idea of a subtle French 
import, nor is it meant to be. Besson, who 
over the years has lent his action-adventure 
writing skills to all manner of middling proj- 
ects (the Taxi series roars to mind) accom- 
plishes exactly what he sets out to do with 
Ultimatum: namely, create a supercool comic 
book adventure with just enough of a left-of- 
center political bent to attract the marginal- 
ized and seething teenage French emigres 
to the box office while keeping the overall 
tone jauntily thrilling and easily exportable.

VISUAL ACOUSTICS d: E ric 

Bricker; narrated by Dustin Hoffman. (NR, 83 min.) 

Julius Shulman, the world’s best-known 
architectural photographer, is the subject of 
this biographical portrait. Associated with the 
modernist architectural movement centered in 
Southern California during the mid-20th cen- 
tury, Shulman’s still photographs are essential 
to any study of the style’s vast popularization 
and commercialism. Widely seen in magazines 
and other media outlets, Shulman’s famous 
images helped advertise and preserve modern- 
ism’s architectural accomplishments and, fur- 
thermore, spread its gospel to consumers and 
connoisseurs who might not otherwise have 
access to the homes and building designs of 
Southern California. Shulman worked with the 
century’s best architects and designers, includ- 
ing, among others, Raymond Richard Neutra, 
Rudolf M. Schindler, Frank Lloyd Wright, Albert 
Frey, John Lautner, Eero Saarinen, and Charles 
Eames. Although ostensibly a documen- 
tary about the work of Julius Shulman, Visual 
Acoustics is in actuality a primer on architec- 
tural modernism - one that uses the archival 
wealth of Shulman’s photographic archives 
to tell this story. Shulman died in July 2009, 
not long after this film record was completed. 
However, the near-centenarian is a domi- 
nant presence throughout, freely sharing his 
thoughts and opinions and serving as the film- 
maker’s ambassador to owners of the various 
homes on display in the film. Bricker, who has 
moved to Austin since making Visual Acoustics, 
does photographic justice to the work of an 
admired master. It’s no small accomplishment 
to make a visually compelling film from what 
is, at heart, a collection of still photographs. 
Commentary from various architects (Frank 0. 
Gehry), artists and designers (including Tom 
Ford, Dante Spinotti, and Edward Ruscha), and 
current owners of notable modernist homes 
(among them actress Kelly Lynch) adds flavor, 
as does the narration by Dustin Hoffman. Still, 
the film, which won the Audience Award at the 
2008 Austin Film Festival, may prove tough 
sledding for anyone not possessing some prior 
interest in architectural modernism. It’s difficult 
to imagine who that might be, however, since 
the style has become so entrenched in our 
contemporary culture. (Bricker will be in atten- 
dance to conduct Q&As at the 7:50pm shows on 
Saturday and Sunday.) - Marjorie Baumgarten

American imperialism. There are the usual muscled- 
up boys (and equally powerful girls) with big-bang 
toys, crying havoc and letting slip the dogs of war, 
to be sure, but at its heart this mammoth film 
is ... a chick flick. Despite a script that at times 
leaves its most interesting characters delivering 
some of the most banal lines in a Cameron film 
thus far, somehow it all holds together.

tered. That’s due almost entirely to Bridges’ searing 
and sorrowful turn as the alcohol-basted and nicotine- 
stained C&W has-been Bad Blake. It’s a performance 
that’s magnificent in its road-weariness, and it’s a 
measure of just how truly great an actor Bridges has 
matured into over the years. Backed (and haunted) 
by a blazingly fine soundtrack courtesy of T Bone 
Burnett and the late Stephen Bruton and a theme 
song (and screen appearance) by rising star Ryan 
Bingham, Bridges makes this sozzled and desperate 
ex-desperado - a cliche by any other name - as fresh 
and vital as one final shot at cowboy-poet redemption.

This is 
a muzzy picture through and through, from Hallstrom’s 
softy direction and Jamie Linden’s humorless script and 
slurry plotting to Tatum’s portrayal of John.

Anyone suffering from the dubious notion that 
all French people hate Americans and their gauche 
culture would be well-advised to take a gander at the 
films of director Morel and his producer Luc Besson. 
There are few greater proponents of the American 
form of mindless film violence and flash-without- 
substance storytelling. A clear example in From Paris 
With Love comes midway into the film’s admittedly 
well-choreographed mayhem as the gun-crazy operative 
Charlie Wax (Travolta) exasperatedly explains to his 
new partner, James Reece (Rhys Meyers), the reasons 
for all the corpses piling up around them: “It’s about 
terrorists,” Wax declares, ending Reece’s illusion 
they’re chasing cocaine traffickers. Nothing more than 
those three words needs to be said; the film, with no 
further explanation of motives, nationalities, beliefs, 
or backstories, suddenly gets a free pass into the 
kill-or-be-killed zone.

“Story” is 
perhaps misleading, as The Hurt Locker, very little 
interested in character backstory or conventional 
plot, charts a series of missions, some more 
successful than others, with only the occasional 
interlude of drunken roughhousing. There’s no 
moralizing here, no monologuing about why we 
fight: The Hurt Locker mostly restricts its focus 
to dramatizing the dirty work of bomb-dismantling 
in a war zone, and that it does brilliantly. The 
tension is enough to make you slightly sick, and 
the overall mood of the thing is deeply dispirit- 
ing, but then, nobody ever said that war isn’t hell.

Leo Tolstoy, one of the world’s great writers and 
thinkers, struggled with his own appetites, which ran 
counter to a publicly disseminated personal philoso- 
phy that pushed for celibacy, passive resistance, and 
a renunciation of property and wealth. Writer/director 
Hoffman’s nimble, considerable The Last Station dra- 
matizes Tolstoy’s end days, when those appetites are 
snuffing out, with not insignificant flare-ups. These are 
not calm times - more war than peace - with Tolstoy 
(Plummer) in no-man’s-land between warring factions: 
His high-strung wife, Sofya (Mirren), rails on and 
on about his radical views, while his literary execu- 
tor, Chertkov (Giamatti), wants him to sign away the 
rights to his catalog. Young Bulgakov (McAvoy) is the 
master’s new secretary who comes to realize he’s a 
pawn of Sofya and Chertkov - both silkily try to enlist 
him as a spy - and that his hero, Tolstoy, is mere 
man. As the schism between Tolstoy’s loved ones 
widens, Hoffman’s film stealthily deepens and transi- 
tion from playfulness to crepuscular contemplation.

Bitter. Bilious. Deluded. Death-obsessed. And 
that ain’t all, folks - this year’s five Academy Award- 
nominated animated shorts are so sour-faced 
even Britain’s most cuddly exports, Wallace and 
Gromit, must do battle with a homicidal maniac. 
That would be “A Matter of Loaf and Death,” the 
latest stop-motion Claymation piece from Nick Park, 
wherein sweet, daft Wallace falls in love with a 
zaftig former poster girl, despite the serious reser- 
vations of devoted dog Gromit. At 30 minutes, the 
short stretches thin. The Irish “Granny O’Grimm’s 
Sleeping Beauty” is one segment in a larger series 
in which a cronish grandmother filters her grand- 
children’s bedtime stories through her own deeply 
jaded outlook. Six minutes is about as long as you 
want to curl up to Granny’s spiritual and corporeal 
desiccation, which makes this short perfectly timed 
and an appealing mix of 2-D and 3-D animation. 
Writer/director Javier Recio Garcia’s entry is a zippy 
Spanish number, “The Lady and the Reaper.” It’s 
light on its feet and genuinely funny, too. Fabrice 
0. Joubert’s “French Roast” keeps a tight scope 
but is an emotionally static piece. Although also 
French in origin, “Logorama” couldn’t be more dif- 
ferent: From its opening pull-back shot of a Malibu 
rum bottle, “Logorama” reconstructs Southern 
California via the brands that bombard us to the 
point of numbness.

Patrik Eklund’s “Instead of Abracadabra” pro- 
vides a spot of humor and whimsy in a lineup 
that is mostly bleak business, but it pushes the 
same buttons as Napoleon Dynamite, Arrested 
Development, the entire Wes Anderson oeuvre - and 
about a decade too late. The Australian “Miracle 
Fish” centers around a misunderstood youth, 
although the 8-year-old, perpetually bullied Joe (Karl 
Beattie), isn’t a conduit for yuks. Writer/director 
Luke Doolan does a nice job building tension in his 
eerie, largely silent piece, but he’s not altogether 
effective in evoking Joe’s inner life. “The Door” is 
similarly short on words. Working from Svetlana 
Alexievich’s book Voices From Chernobyl, Juanita 
Wilson creates a small-scale, but fully realized, 
portrait of the effects of history’s most devastating 
nuclear accident without ever so much as uttering 
the “C” word. It’s the most emotionally affecting of 
the lot, although the Indian/American co-production 
“Kavi” comes close. Writer/director Gregg Helvey 
dramatizes the plight of human slavery via Kavi 
(Sagar Salunke), a young boy who clears bricks 
night and day to pay off his father’s indentured ser- 
vitude. Director Joachim Back’s “The New Tenants” 
doesn’t exactly lighten the mood, but it does give 
it a wicked black-comedy spin. David Rakoff stars 
as one half of a squabbling couple who move 
into a new apartment only to find themselves the 
unhappy host to the previous tenant’s loose ends.

I haven’t read 
Riordan’s take on the Greek gods and their 20th cen- 
tury teen offspring vs. (presumably) everything, acne 
and all, but I’m fairly certain that only in this movie 
can you see the great Coogan as Hades, stroking 
a flaming, phallic shaft of lightning while verbally 
ejaculating the priceless phrase “Zeus’ master bolt!” 
Other highlights include Brosnan as a very serious 
centaur and Thurman’s haute-couture take on the 
serpent-maned Medusa. As scripted by Craig Titley, 
this first in a presumptive franchise is a dull, scat- 
tershot affair that never seems to slow down enough 
to make any sense whatsoever.

Ritchie has reinvented the chilly, brainiac charac- 
ter of Sherlock Flolmes as a tortured genius, ladies’ 
man (sort of), and occasional backroom brawler. 

As played by Downey Jr. (an inspired casting choice 
that works in the film’s favor), this incarnation is 
a post-millennial man of action. With Watson (Law, 
another spot-on bit of casting) at his side, Flolmes 
uncovers a satanic plot that takes him from the low- 
liest subterranean hellholes to the highest levels of 
Parliament. Ritchie manages to mostly restrain his 
more florid directorial flourishes while creating a CGI 
London so benighted and soot-heavy you can practi- 
cally smell it. This is Downey Jr.’s film all the way, 
and while literary traditionalists and Baker Street 
Irregulars (of which I am one) may find this Flolmes’ 
penchant for face-crunching fisticuffs and back-alley 
chases a sad sop to the action-jaded audiences 
of the 21st century, the actor’s more masculine 
interpretation of the character is never anything less 
than startling, fresh, and altogether entertaining.

Their primary governing authority resides in 
the austerity of their duly inculcated Protestant work 
ethic. The children appear dutiful and well-behaved, 
the adults principled and virtuous. So how to explain 
the peculiar acts of malevolence overtaking their com- 
munity? As we come to see more of the village life, 
we see more instances of deceit, harsh punishment, 
familial molestation, and the abusive exercise of male 
privilege lurking behind closed doors. Although the 
causes of the village’s various misfortunes are never 
fully explained, the children are clearly not the naive 
creatures they appear to be.

DOES TUCKING ENGINE IN 
AT NIGHT KEEP IT WARM? 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I need your help! My significant other has 
been placing a blanket over her engine for 
years now. During spells of extreme Minnesota 
winter weather, she’ll go out and throw the 
blanket over the engine and close the hood. 
She’s done this on a variety of vehicles, and 
the only constants are that the engine has to 
be prewarmed, and there has to be a threat of 
bad weather the next morning. Is this actually 
doing anything to help the car? - Tony 

RAY: Well, it works for horses, Tony. 

TOM: Right. The difference is that hors- 
es create heat, and the blanket helps retain 
the heat they create. Once an engine stops 
running, it’s no longer creating any heat. 
It’s only losing heat. 

RAY: So, any insulation - a blanket 
included - can help slow the loss of heat. 
But can it prevent an engine from losing 
all of its heat for, say, eight or 10 hours 
overnight? Seems unlikely. 

TOM: An engine takes several hours to get 
completely cold. But the blanket covers only 
the top of the engine. Remember, the cold air 
has full access to the engine from underneath, 
too. So I suppose if you really wanted to try to 
retain some engine heat, you could surround 
the engine on all sides with insulation. 

RAY: We call that “a garage,” Tony. 

TOM: A better approach is to install a 
block heater. Or a block heater and a blan- 
ket. A block heater is a small heating ele- 
ment that’s inserted into one of your radia- 
tor hoses. It gets plugged into an electrical 
outlet at night - or into a timer - and keeps 
your car’s coolant from dropping below a 
certain temperature. That, in turn, keeps the 
oil from “going molasses on you.” 

RAY: A block heater not only makes the 
engine easier to start on very cold mornings, 
but since your cabin heat comes from the 
coolant, it warms your tootsies faster, too. 

TOM: And it saves your significant other 
from making those late-night trips out to 
the driveway in her nightgown to tuck 
in the car for the night. Make it her next 
birthday present, Tony.
